VITAL STATISTICS. 


Manchester Records for 1909 Show 53 Births, 


31 Deaths and 31 Marriages. Death 
Rate Exceedingly Low as Usual. 

In this week’s issue we are printing 
the vital statistics of the Town of Man- 
chester for the year 1909, just closed. 
In brief there were 31 deaths, 53 births 
and 31 marriages. 

Asa health resort Manchester must 
certainly be the banner town of the state. 
A record of only 31 deaths in a town of 
nearly 3000 population the year around, 
and over a 1000 in excess of this num- 
ber for four months, is remarkably low. 
The figure is all the more interesting 
when it is realized that of the 31, 15 
were over 60 years of age, and four of 
those were over 80; and of the number 
remaining only four were between 20 
and 50 years. Deacon Francis A. P. 
Killam was the oldest,—85 years, 8 
months, 6 days. 

Of the 53 births 28 were males and 25 
females. 

The number of marriages, —31, would 
indicate that Dan Cupid hasn’t met with 
phenominal success in Manchester the 
last year, but he was more successful 
than in 1908 when he succeeded in tie- 
ing only 20 knots. 

In 1908 there were 37 deaths, 65 
births and 20 marriages; in 1907 the 
figures were 32, 58 and 22, respectively.

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Our comment in last week’s paper 
relative to the purchase of an auto fire 
truck for Manchester, brought out the 
very pertinent query from one person, 
‘“What good would an auto bein a 
heavy snow storm?’’ ‘The next day we 
noted the following item in a Boston pa- 
per, which seems to answer the question 


very well: 

*“HULL, Jan. 5.—A record-break- 
ing run of the town’s new motor fire en- 
gine was all that saved Waveland from 
destruction by fire early today. ‘Three 
cottages valued at $9000 were burned to 
their foundations, but the 100 surround- 
ing them, which seemed certain of alike 
fate, were saved by the giant new engine. 

‘“The wind was blowing at a very 
high rate and sparks were carried into 
the surrounding groups of buildings. A 
large number of citizens turned out de- 
spite the terrible cold, and they worked, 
all ice-armored, until the town was safe. 

** None of the houses had been occu- 
pied. ‘Two were just finished and the 
third was nearly completed. ‘The police 
are satisfied the fires were incendiary, as 
they can find no other possible explana- 
tion. None of the surrounding cottages 
are tenanted at this time of the year. 
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‘“ The motor engine which saved the 
day is one of the latest built and the way 
it ripped over the frozen streets and deep 
drifts was a revelation. Its pumping ca- 
pacity is also much greater than one of 
the old steam type of engines.’’ 


It would seem that the auto truck can 
be used in winter, and is as capable of 
plowing through the snow drifts, as any 
fire truck drawn by horses. 

In many respects Hull is situated like 
Manchester; it is a summer resort, and 
though the cottages are for the most part 
much smaller in size and the estates less 
pretentious, the cottages form the prin- 
cipal part of the town’s assets. They 
are, of course, widely separated, as in 
any summer resort, and it is for this pur- 
pose that Hull saw fit to get this most 
up-to-date piece of apparatus—to best 
protect its assets, and thus nurture its 
principal business, that of catering to the 
summer resort trade. 


Ir is time to begin to think of the an- 
nual Town meeting and election, in 
Manchester. As to the election, there 
are no indications at present, that the 
waters will be over-turbulent; on the 
other hand, everything would indicate a 
smooth and peaceful sea. ‘The present 
board of selectmen have done nothing 
the past year tocause a desire on the 
part of the citizens for achange; they 
have on the contrary conducted the 
town’s business in a most commendable 
manner. It must be remembered that 
the problem of managing the town’s af- 
fairs grows more complex every year, as 
the town grows, and as the valuation of 
the town increases. [he present board 
has managed the affairs very satisfactorily, 
and, though we have not questioned the 
individual members of the board as to 
theirintentions, the general impression 
seems to be that the citizens want the 
present members to continue in office.

Industries on the North Shore? 


Editor North Shore Breeze: 

I have been greatly interested, as have 
your readers, in Mrs. Carolyn Allen’s 
Report to the Women’s Club, on Arts 
and Crafts. 

It has occurred to me, in this connec- 
tion, that there can be no better place for 
planting such industries than Manchester 
by the Sea. The town has a reputation 
for its artistic furniture. Though for 
obvious reasons this industry has declined, 
ithas not wholly fallen into desuetude. 
A renascence in the form of choice orig- 
inal or antique designs would revive the 
prestige of former days. 

After some of the minor crafts, as 
mentioned by Mrs. Allen, if our women 
and youth would become interested, there 
would be a market immediately at hand 
among the denizens of our North Shore, 
who would appreciate and generously en- 
courage such industries. For two sea- 
sons Manchester has been a trade center 
for articles made by the blind. 

Our Women’s Club is doing a good 
work in awakening an interest in social 
welfare. If it would immediately take 
the initiative and provide instructors in 
one or more handicrafts, doubtless pupils 
would respond, and a stock of articles be 
got ready forthe summer trade. Not a 
few of our women, I believe, are yearn- 
ing for occupation, and what could be 
more acceptable than some gentle craft 
that would combine use with beauty and, 
incidentally yield aprofit? ‘The refining 
influence of such industries would elevate 
the tone and sentiment of our commun- 
ity, and add to the attractiveness of the 
town as a summer resort.

Lights Have Burned for 112 Years. 


One hundred and twelve years ago 
Monday night the lights on Baker’s Isl- 
and were lighted for the first time. The 
first lighthouse was a long, wooden 
structure, the keeper's residence being 
in the centre, and the lights at either end. 
It was raised September 16, 1797, and 
the lights were shown January 3, 1798. 
In 1816 the double lights were discon- 
tinued for some reason, and but one was 
shown. This arrangement continued 
until 1820, much dissatisfation being ex- 
pressed meanwhile. Asa result of joint 
action by the Salem Marine society and 
the town of Marblehead, new light- 
houses were erected, double lights were 
restored October 18, 1820, and they 
have continued until the present time.

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Practical Apple Growing Subject of 
Talk Before N. S. H. S. 


Atthe meeting of the North Shore 
Horticultural society last Friday evening 
an entertainment committee was ap- 
pointed and also a show committee,. the 
latter to be composed of William Swan, 
John Chapman, Alexander Shaw, John 
D. Morrison and Mr. Jaffray. Alfred 
E. Parsons was appointed press corres- 
pondent. It was voted to hold a banquet 
and a committee was appointed to make 
arrangements forthe same. The ban- 
quet willbe held on Feb. 3. 

“The speaker of the evening was Allen 
N. Swain, a scientific forester of Boston, 
whose subject was “‘ Practical Apple 
Growing.’’ He took for the basis of 
his talk an old neglected orchard of some 
four or five hundred trees. 

The first thing necessary, he said, was 
the removal of the dead wood and 
stumps, cutting close to the tree that the 
wounds may have a chance ‘to heal over. 
Next comes the pruning of green wood, 
first removing crosslimbs. Ina neglect- 
ed orchard this should not be done at 
once, but a little each year, requiring 
three years to get the top properly thinned 
out and opened up to let inthe sun and 
-air to color the fruit. 

Coal tar and lead paint, he said, are 
equally good for painting the wound 
where the limbs are sawed off, but coal 
tar is cheaper. “Too much pruning in 
one year makes “‘suckers’’ grow too 
plentifully. The tree should be scraped 
to remove dead bark; this promotes 
healthy growth and exposes vermin. 
Another operation is bolting. This is 
done to prevent the tree from breaking 
apart. He spoke also of scales and the 
methods employed for removing same. 
Scalecide, he said, was one of the best 
solutions used for spraying in this con- 
nection. “The nextstep inthe develop- 
ment of the orchard as soon as the frost 
is out of the ground, is to begin with cul- 
tivation. Plow four inches deep and no 
matter if the small roots are cut, this will 

<do,no harm; the ground should be culti- 

vated once a month to keep down the 
weeds and hold the moisture in the 
ground, until July first. Begin arsenical 
spraying as soon as the buds swell. 
Spray again when the petals have fallen 
andten days later spray for the third 
time. In harvesting the apples bundle 
them like eggs. Do net put them in 
heaps to sweat but pack in boxes and 
barrels. Put them in the cellar at night. 
Keep them closed in the day time. 

Following Mr. Swain’s talk a discus- 
sion followed on the varieties of apples 
and other subjects in connection with the 
production of this fruit. Mr. Swain be- 
lieved the Baldwin apple was the one 
great commercial variety. Light colored 
varieties find a poor market he said, red 
apples are the ones most salable.

Smoking Habit Causes Wood Fires. 


‘That the smoking habit is one of the 
chief causes for forest fires in this state 
is the fact which is revealed in the report 
which Chief Forester Rane will make to 
the legislature this month. ‘The total 
amount of damages from forest fires, so 
far as can be ascertained by the wardens, 
amounted this year in the state to $236,- 
478 and the number of acres burned over 
42,808. 

Definite information has been fur- 
nished Forester Rane that more than 90 
cases of fire were due direct to. careless- 
ness of smokers which traverse our for- 
ests either in work or in recreation, and 
such a condition states the report, is, 
without question, “‘the greatest menace 
to future forestry.’’ 

‘*The railroad fires,’ continues the 
report, ‘‘are confined to certain areas, 
but the smoker is everywhere. If for- 
est wardens or their deputies were to 
bring more circumstantical evidence to 
bear against smokers from known con- 
ditions, where hunters, fishermen, camp- 
ers, woodsmen, etc., have traversed, it 
is believed the effect of the law, which 
makes such persons liable for the dam- 
ages, would prove helpful to future for- 
estry.”’

Essex Institute Plans to Move Famous Structure Built in 1684 and to Re- 


model it as it Was at that Time. 


Will be Surrounded by Old- 


Fashioned Garden. 


The Essex Institute is to restore the 
famous John Ward house in Salem. 
The building will be moved from its 
present location on St. Peter street, near 


the county jail, to a vacant lot in the. 


store of Dr. Webb, for so many years a 
celebrated apothecary of Salem. The 
other will be a shop, such as Hepzibah 
kept, with astock of gibraltars, Jim Crow 
gingerbread, wood toys and other things

rear of the Essex Institute on Brown 
street. An old-fashioned garden will 
surround it. The house, both exterior 
and interior, will be made to look just 
as it was along in 1700. It was built in 
1684. 

The house had originally four large 
rooms. As the Ward family increased 
a lean-to was built on the house. An 
examination of the frame will be made 
to discover the exact location of the par- 
tition walls of each room, and the parti- 
tions will be built as they were in the 17th 
century. The modern plastering wil 
be torn out and ancient appearance of 
the walls will be restored and the colonial 
windows put in. 

In connection with the house there 
will be fitted up two old-fashioned stores, 
which will be both unique and interest- 
ing. One will be a reproduction of the 


that Hawthorne described in ‘‘ The 
House of the Seven Gables.’? The 
stores will not be active commercial es- 
tablishments, eager to capture the coin 
of the visitor, but reproductions of the 
old-fashioned stores of Salem, to show 
visitors how trade was carried on in oth- 
er days. 

The removal of the Ward house will 
be started at once. The house was left 
to the Essex Institute, and the city has 
given its permission to move the structure 
through the streets. It is expected that 
it will be completed this summer. 

Lovers of things historic, and especial- 
ly such members of our summer colony 
as make trips to Salem in the summer 
season for the purpose of viewing some 
of these old historic spots, will be inter- 
ested in this move by the Instituie.

In their annual report to the Legisla- 
ture made this week, the Fish and Game 
Commission recommended an open sea- 
son on deer. ‘They gave as their reason 
the increasing number of damage claims 
paid by the state for injury by deer an- 
nually. The farmers claim that the 
money does not begin to cover the actual 
damage sustained and that in afew weeks 
with a gun they could accomplish more 
toward saving the crop than a dozen re- 
imbursement laws. The Mass. Fish 
and Game Protective associations have 
also recommended the enactment of a 
law to bring about the establishment of a 
short open season. 

That the deer are becoming plentiful 
is evident by the large number which may 
be seen at all seasons of the year along 
the North Shore. In many cases much 
damage has been done by them in the 
destruction of vegetable and flower gar- 
dens on numerous North Shore estates, 
resulting in much financial loss. 


Apropos an automobile fire truck for 
the Manchester fire department we note 
that the city of Malden has just bought 
an automobile fire engine. The one 
built by the Knox Co. of Springfield was 
selected atacost of $5000. Concerning 
the purchase an exchange makes the fol- 
lowing comment:

Another company, whose bid was $4100, 
now threatens to sue Malden because it 
did not get the contract as the lowest 
bidder. The purchasing committee has 
issued a statement saying that the ma- 
chine demonstrated by the complain- 
ant did not work well—that it would not 
climb one hill, was slow, and that it 
ran unevenly, so that the men were 
likely to be thrown off.

We 
notice that the deed purports to convey 
sand, beaches, in fact everything between 
the Atlantic ocean and the adjoining 
owners on the land side.

The records of the town 
show that the beach and sand was re- 
served for the public forever, and, if we 
know the people of Ipswich, there will 
be as long and as strong a fight to retain 
those rights as was made against the 
wealthy residents at Newport, R. I:, by 
the people a few years ago. In that 
fight, the people won in spite of wealth. 
We believe that the people will win in 
Ipswich if an attempt is made to deprive 
them of their rights. 

**The late John B. Brown always said 
that he wanted to do something for Ips- 
wich. His estate has faded away and it 
is about certain that his “great school’ 
wasadream. Nota dollar to build it 
with appears to be the verdict. It 
is amatter of great regret that his ad- 
ministrator, Dr, Fairhall, and his legal 
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summer colony is the largest individual 
taxpayer of Boston. He pays taxes on 
property assessed for $3,737,000. Eben 
D. Jordan of the West Manchester col- 
ony isthe Sth heaviest taxpayer. He is 
assessed for $1,464,000. George N. 
Black is also one of the heavy taxpayers.

HE question of the benefits to be 
derived from life in the open is 
agitating present-day opinion in no 

slight degree, but that recognition of the 
value of outdoor living is not as recent as 
many persons have been led to believe, 
is attested by the fact that more than 23 
years ago Col. William D. Sohier, son 
of one of the pioneer summer residents 
of the North Shore, and himself the pro- 
moter of several schemes for the preser- 
vation of the natural beauties of this pic- 
turesque locality, founded a camp on the 
borders of Gravelly lake, where he could 
spend week-ends the entire year round 
and seek rest and seclusion, far from the 
bustle of city life, and build up tired 
nerves by living in the open air. 

The spot chosen for the venture is 
ideal in every respect, situated as it is on 
the top of a hill, in the midst of wood- 
land stretches, with the waters of the 
lake shimmering below. It is easily ac- 
cessible to the railroad station, being but 
a mile inland, and is but 14 hours’ ride 
from Boston, where Mr. Sohier is in 
business. 

At the time of its erection the camp 
was the only one in the vicinity, and 
even now, when several other camps 


have been built in nearby districts, it is a. 


mile distant from its nearest neighbor, 
Col. Sohier having, since his original 
purchase of six acres, added to his_ hold- 
ings until he now owns 200 acres of land, 
and more than three-fourths of the front- 
age of Gravelly pond. The camp is 
reached by a private wood patch that 
branches off from the main highway 
about a mile to the right of the camp set- 
ting, and leads along the banks of the 
pond, winding in and out affording 
charming glimpses of stream and forest, 
until it suddenly ends at aclearing where 
the camp stands. On all sides of the 
immediate surroundings extend broad 
wooodland stretches, those on the north, 
south and west being two miles in width, 
while those on the east are fully 
eight miles in depth. All these were in- 
accessible untila few years ago, when 
the colonel started the movement that 
has resulted in the laying out of the many 
delightful wood roads with which the 
vicinity now abounds. 

At the time of his purchase Col. Sohier 
had in mind to build a little camp, inex- 
pensive in style and equipment, where he 
and some friends could come for week- 
ends to live the simple life, making the 
little house their headquarters for sleep- 
ing and eating, but spending the greater 
part of the time in the open air, enjoy- 
ing to the fullest extent the facilities for

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pleasure the lake and woods afforded. 
With this view he built the small camp, 
which is now but one of a group of 
buildings on the premises, measuring 22 
feet in length, by 15 feet in width. It 
consisted of a living room, with a great 
open fire-place, where the owner and 
his guests could congregate for a chat 
before retiring to the refreshing slumber 
that a day spent in the woods or on the 
water made welcome, witha small kitch- 
en beyond, where meals could be cooked 
and served, and two chambers upstairs 
for sleeping accommodations. 

So benefical were the results obtained 
from these week-end outings that before 
the season was over Col. Sohier erected 
a barn nearby, wherein could be housed 
several horses to afford to the campers 
the additional pleasure of horseback rid- 
ing, permitting of longer excursions in- 
to the surrounding territory than could 
be taken on foot. 

The next year the camp was consider- 
ably enlarged, and several minor im- 
provements have been made each year. 
The main room, which is now some- 
what larger than at first, still boasts the 
same attractive fireplace, but the kitchen 
opening from it is considerably larger 
than it was originally, and beyond has 
been added an L for the storage of wood. 
Upstairs another chamber has been _ pro- 
vided, and around two sides of the camp 
a covered veranda has been built. The 
walls and ceilings of the entire interior 
show the heavy beams and rafters, and 
about the living room snowshoes, skees, 
lanterns, etc., are hung. No attempt 
has been made to produce a finished ef- 
fect, the picturesque rustic atmosphere 
having been rigorously retained. 

It was in 1903 that the most impor- 
tant addition was made. ‘This is the 
Octagonal house. It was built to ac- 
commodate the men folks, the original 
camp having been given over to the ladies 
of the family and their friends. 

This house is constructed of two-inch 
North Carolina matched plank, covered 
with redwood shingles. The interior 
shows a four-foot dado of North Carolina 
sheathing,, with rough finished walls 
above. It consists of a single room, the 
predominating feature of which is a huge 
fireplace of rough fieldstone. Extend- 
ing around the room, and ending at eith- 
er side of the fireplace, is a broad seat 
effect, softly cushioned, which in addi- 
tion to being decorative, serves as sleep- 
ing quarters for the men. ‘The broad 
windows arranged all around the house 
are so contrived that they can be lowered 
into a groove behind the sheathing, thus 


allowing the interior to be made _ practi- 
cally open whenever desired. A _built- 
in book case beside the fireplace serves 
as receptacle for the owner’s favorite 
volumes, and adds a ‘“‘homey’’ touch to 
an attraetive ensemble. Japanese lan- 
terns, hung here and there from the 
rough beams contribute a note of bright- 
ness, and many fine skins arranged about 
the walls and on the floor of the apart- 
ment attest to Col. Sohier’s love of the 
hunt. ‘The room is typically the abode 
of asportsman. ‘There is an atmosphere 
of unconventionality about it that is in 
perfect accord with the picturesque, un- 
cultivated surroundings. It is a spot 
where trouble and care receive no wel- 
come, but where laughter and good na- 
ture reignsupreme. All the house clean- 
ing, cooking, etc., is done by the camp- 
ers, no servants being brought down 
here, andone and all declare that the 
‘“‘housework’’ constitutes one of the 
camp’s chief charms. 

It would be difficult indeed to find a 
more ideal winter resort. The steep 
hills all about afford splendid opportuni- 
ties for tobogganing, coasting and skee- 
ing, and during seasons when the ice _ is 
good, the toboggans shoot down the 
slide, that has been built at one side. of 
the camp, clear across the pond.  Skat- 
ing and ice boating are also indulged in 
to a considerable extent, and many of 
the men of the party enjoy ice fishing. 

Perhaps the most popular form of win- 
ter amusement is snow-shoeing. The 
numberless wood paths leading through 
the forest in all directions afford wonder- 
ful opportunities for this exhilarating pas- 
time, and it is no unusual sight to see a 
group of campers start out on a day’s 
snow-shoeing trip, roaming wherever the 
notion takes them, scurrying hither and 
thither, and incidentally storing up an 
abundant amount of energy to offset 
weariness of tired bodies. 


Inthe summer months boating, fish- 
ing and bathing engage the camper’s at- 
tention. Canoeing is a favorite sport 
here, and in the little boathouse that has 
been built at the edge of the pond, sev- 
eral canoes are kept in constant readiness 
for use. Frequently the entire party will 
embark ona day’s trip, starting early in 
the morning, with lunch baskets filled 
with goodies, and paddling along until 
some new and especially pretty nook is 
discovered, where lunch can be eaten 
and the ramble enjoyed. 

The buildings on the premises were 
all planned by the owner, no architect 
being consulted as to their designing, and 
this fact has kept the expense consider- 
ably lower than it would otherwise have 
been. ‘The furnishings which are hand- 
some and substantial, were chosen with 
a view to comfort and wearing qualties, 
and their cost was small in proportion to 


their suitability.

HIGHER COST OF LIVING. 


‘Beverly Farms’ Write: About the Retailers 
Side of the Argument, in Reply to Breeze. 


A correspondent signing himself “‘ Bev- 
erly Farms’’ has the following to say in a 
communication to the Beverly Times, in 
reply to some editorial comment in the 
BREEZE several weeks ago, relative to the 
high cost of living, which article was 
based on the Secretary of Agriculture’s 
contention that there are too many small 
butcher shops. The communication is 
as follows: 

Dear Sir:—There was published in a 
neighboring paper, under the editorials, 
an article on the “‘ Higher Cost of Livy- 
ng,’ which was a most remarkable one. 

The writer quotes the secretary of 
agriculture at Washington as having in- 
vestigated the causes of the high prices 
of meais and he really makes a_ most 
wonderful discovery. It is an old and 
worthy saying that past history repeats 
itself; the history of all past monopolies 
has been to increase the cost of their 
products. 

It has also been a fact in past history, 
that the more competition there has been, 
the cheaper the products 

Just think of one of the paid officials 
of the United States saying: ‘* The 
higher prices of living are caused by too 
many retail stores, that if we had but a 
few large stores, food products would be

cheaper.’’ 

‘The writer of the article says: ‘‘Is 
the North Shore overcrowded with butch- 
er shops? In Manchester there are only 
three shops, in Beverly Farms there are 
five shops.’’ The writer has been told 
many times that the Beverly Farms deal- 
ers sell cheaper than the Manchester 
dealers. 

The fact holds good in all cases that 
the more competition the cheaper prod- 
ucts are sold. It the secretary of agri- 
culture or the writer of the article in the 
North Shore Breeze would look up 
the cause of the high prices of food prod- 
ucts in an unbiased way they could very 
easily find out the true cause of the high 
prices. Judging from past history there 
can be but, two ways of forcing high 
prices on the people. 

One is the natural increase in the cost 
of food products, the other trusts and 
monopolies. 

Last year at this time, fresh pork at 
wholesale was selling for about seven 
cents per pound. Now the wholesale 
price of pork is about fifteen cents per 
pound. ‘The only way the writer can 
see how this extremely high price could 
be brought about is by the natural cost of 
production or the trusts and monopolies. 

It never could be caused by having too 
many butcher shops. The poor retail- 
er does the work for nothing, loses his 
money and all the thanks he gets is a kick 


from his patrons and a call down from 
paid agents of trusts and monopolies. 
Do not be mislead by these big trusts. 
Look at the facts in their true light. Talk 
it Over with your provision man, and no 
doubt he will show you just what he has 
to pay for his goods. 

You know all kinds of business has to 
be conducted on a percentage basis. 
You must allow your grocer and provis- 
ion man to make a living percentage in 
his business. 

Just take time and look up all the re- 
tail provision dealers you have known in 
the last ten years and see how many of 
them have made any money. On the 
other hand look up the big monopolies 
and trust companies and see how differ- 
ent with them. They are all rolling in 
wealth. What a difference between the 
monopolies and the poor retailers. 

Possibly luxuries and social life have 
become so extravagant that there is little 
left for the cost of the real needs of life. 
Many a man smokes several ten cent 
cigars a day but finds fault with the price 
of flour at four cents a pound. 

The cost of life sustaining food is 
hard for us. Luxuries we will have at 
any cost. Letus see to it that our city, 
state and national servants render to us 
the true cause of the higher cost of liy- 
ing. 

“© BeveRLY Farms.”’ 
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For several weeks we have been agi- 
tating in the Breeze, the purchase of an 


auto truck for the Manchester fire de- 
partment. If the town is to be equipped 


with the best apparatus for protecting the 
valuable property along the shore, at the 
extreme ends of the town, as well as the 
more central section, it must make some 
other arrangement than it now has. The 
auto fire truck is the most up-to-date 
equipment to bring this about. 
- The question arises, however, if such 
a piece of apparatns is to be purchased, 
or if any additional apparatus is pur- 
chased, where such will be put. The 
fire station at the present time is over- 
crowded. ‘Though the station was large 
enough at the time it was built to store all 
the apparatus the town then owned, yet 
ithas been for the last four or five years 
greatly over-crowded. ‘This is true es- 
pecially since the stalls for the fire horses 
were putin some years ago. 
The writer paid a visit to the fire sta- 
tion the last week for the purpose of see- 
ing the actual condition. Over to the 
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extreme right of the building is the long 
ladder truck and in front of that close up 
to the door is the hose wagon. On the 
extreme left nearest the door is the hose 
reel, then the chemical wagon, and in 
the rear of this the fire engine. In the 
centre in front of the stalls is the pung 
which is used when the ground is covered 
with snow, in preference to the hose 
wagon. 

In case of fire and before the steamer 
or the ladder truck can be moved from 
the building great delay is caused by hav- 
ing to move the other apparatus by twist- 
ing and in some cases taking it from the 
building in order to Jet these out. The 


‘ long ladder truck has to be taken out of 


the central door because it is almost im- 
possible to take it from the side door 
without smashing something. If any 


addition is to be made to the apparatus, 
there will be great need of additional 


room. 

There has been some agitation in the 
past looking toward the purchase of the 
property adjoining the fire station, owned 
by F. B. Rust. The town at the pres- 
ent time pays to Mr. Rust an annual fee 
for the right to use the driveway leading 
to the rear of the fire station. The 
property is at the present time in the 
hands of a receiver and in all probability 
could be bought ata much smaller fig- 
ure than at any time in the past or in the 
future. Perhaps herein lies the possi- 
bility of enlarging the fire station. 

It has been suggested, too, that the 
town property on Brook street, where 
was formerly located the old pound, 
would be a most suitable location for a 
new building to be used in connection 
with the present fire station for keeping 
part of the apparatus, —the new fire truck, 
if one is to be purchased. Brook street 
is probably more accessible to all parts of 
the town, than any other street: for in- 
stance for Summer street, Forest street, 
and the valuable property along the Cove 
and Coolidge’s point. 

Would a brick building of neat design 
at that point be the most feasible means 
of giving additional room for the fire de- 
partment? 

It has been suggested, too, that in case 
the town decides to have a landscape 
architect lay out the common and im-

prove the central part of the town, now 
that the old Franklin building is gone, 
one of the first things he would recom- 
mend would be the removal of the police 
station from its present imposing location 
on one side of the common. It cannot 
be contended that the town common is 
the most suitable place for a police sta- 


tion. This was brought out on several 


occasions last summer when the square 
was crowded with people out for the 
band concerts, and when several arrests 
were made before the people and the 


prisoners taken into the station and 


locked up. 
It might be expedient to think of 

erecting a building part of which could 

be used for a police station and part for 

the additional fire apparatus.

Subject of Rev. L. H. Ruge's Sermon at Con- 
gregational Church. 


At the Congregational church, Man- 
chester, Sunday morning Rev. L. H. 
Ruge spoke on ‘‘ The Value of Frag- 
ments.’’ His text wastaken from John 
6: 12—‘‘ Gather up the fragments that 
remain that nothing be lost.’’ He said 
in part: 

** New Englanders are noted for econ- 
omy. ‘The men who haveattained unto 
a splendid trait of character have first be- 
come masters of desires and of indul- 
gences, and yet there is always danger of 
being drawn into the drift, and so New 
Englanders may be drawn into the drift 
of luxurious living. The subject of 
economy has become more broad. 

The miracle of the loaves and fishes 
is recorded by all gospel writers. It 
must have been a wonderful thing to 
have seen, but as a truth to contemplate, 
it is a more wonderfulthing. Few read 
this as anactualfact. They accept truth 
only so far as they can compass it by 
their intellect, but they think about it as 
a demonstration so great that the real 
phenomena sinks into _ insignificance. 
You may recognize a slight glimpse of a 
reserve force in nature as yet unrevealed, 

‘but upon which the world may be_ bor- 
dering. I see a power in aman here, a 
power superior to the evolutionary proc- 
esses of nature, bringing to pass the power 
of creation. I simply see a demonstra- 
tion of mind over matter. And why 
not? Which is essentially the greater? 
Do you ever stop to think about it? If 
you do, a little miracle like this will not 
startle you. It was a tremendous thing 
tosee and grasp. It is today. Evolu- 
tionary cycles must come and go, but 
man is fitted for the realization of such 
power as this. Jesus is the great prophet 
of economy. When the entire mind of 
man can place as much emphasis upon 
the gathering up of fragments as to the 
creation of worlds, he is fitted to sit in 
the councils of universal law. 

*“'The economy of the first miracle is 
the thought for our contemplation. The 
divine edict is gathering up fragments. 
Nature is a model house-keeper in God’s 
kingdom. Rocks turn to rich fertilizer 
for the fields; Men and _ economics 
know nothing in comparison with this. 
The destruction of a storm, the ravages 
of a river, these things are simply nature 
gathering up the fragments. Industry 
gathers up the fragments. With the 
very things our fore-fathers wasted, men 
are making millions today, though our 
fore-fathers were economical and thrifty. 
A junk man in New York recently died 
leaving an estate of $4,000,000. He 
had simply been gathering up the frag- 
ments. It is essentially better to gather 
up the fragments than to waste them. 

** The ancient schemes of irrigation 


along the Nile are feeble compared with 
the present great schemes of irrigation in 
this country. The government is rush- 
ing the work of placing streams and chan- 
nels in desert lands. All eyes are cen- 
tered on Panama. Here, oceans are to 
be linked together. We are living in a 
day that values its waste and obeys the 
words, ‘Gather up the fragments that 
remain, that nothing be lost.’ 

Fortunes do not accumulate in a 
lump, but by fragments carefully saved 
up. How insignificant the crumbs of 
life appear to you and me. ‘Save the 
pennies and the dollars will take care of 
themselves.’ Save the moments and the 
days will take care of themselves. 

““A thought is acrumb. Knowledge 
is that which fits the soul. Exact science 
is the result of gathering up the frag- 
ments. No man becomes depraved but 
by fragments, and no man becomes a 
saint instantaneously. We fail to gather 
and value the fragments, but the value of 
a full life is not attained except on the 
basis of economy. The value of gath- 
ering up the fragments is shown by the 
fruits. They gather up fragments and 
at last come to a blossom and then har- 
vest. This life is the treasure of heaven 
that we gather up by fragments on the 
earth.”’

THE ORIGIN OF GOLF. 


This Favorite Sport is Now Indulged in Dur- 
ing all the Seasons. Started in Holland. 
Now thatthe changed conditions of 

our climate have made golf, which was 
formerly practically confined to the three 
other seasons, almost as much a winter 
game, it is rather curious to remember 
that in Holland, where many people 
think golf came from, it was only played 
in winter. 

All the literary and pictorial records of 
Dutch golf represent it as a winter 
pastime and played on the ice, and there 
is literally no evidence that the Dutch 
ever played it on dry land. ‘There is a 
miniature in a Book of Hours in the 
British museum which shows some chil- 
dren playing golf at a hole in the ground, 
but it is Finnish and not Dutch. The 
Dutch game indeed has little resemblance 
to our golf except that the weapons are 
similar. The Dutchmen played at an 
upright mark, a post or stone or door, 
instead of a hole. 

Golf as we knowit is more akin to 
the ancient French game of jeu de mail, 
which is still played in the south of 
France in the neighborhood of Montpel- 
lier, and it seems probable, if golf is not 
a purely Scottish creation, that it is a 
modification of the old French game. 
There was much intercourse between 
France and Scotland all through the Stu- 
art period, and the French influence on 
Scottish manners and customs, and even 
on the language, was very great. On 
the other hand, although Holland had 
much trade with Scotland at the same 
period, there is practically no trace of 
Dutch influence on anything Scottish. 

It is possible, however, that the Scot- 
tish form of golf club was taken from the 
Dutch. So far as can be judged from 
the old pictures, the Dutch clubs were 
identical in form and construction with 
the old makes of Scottish clubs. Of 
course it is equally possible that the 
Dutch copied the clubs from the Scotch, 
and as a matter of fact, there is an old 
Dutch poem in which a “‘Kolfer’’ is 
described as using a ‘‘ Scottse cleik,’’ or 
Scottish club. But however that may 
be, the old Dutch clubs would pass the 
rules of golf committee today as “ legiti- 
mate’’ weapons, whereas it is to be feared 
that the weapons used in the French 
** jeu de mail’’ would be condemned as 
croquet mallets. 

Whether the Dutch or the French are 
our golfing ancestors is perhaps doubtful, 
but it is certain that at the present day 
they are our golfing children, forthe golf 
now played in Holland and France is the 
true Scottish variety directly imported. In 
Holland the game appears to languish, 
but in France its progress is nothing less 
than astonishing.

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INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION. 


Ph Ilip Emerson of Lyn» Gave Talk Before Man- 
chester Woman's Club. 


Tuesday afternoon Phillip Emerson, 
principal of the Cobett Grammar school 
of Lynn, gavean address on Industrial 
Education in the Public Schools, before 
the Manchester Woman’s Club. Mr. 
Emerson spoke in part as follows: 

“* Industrial education, what does it 
mean to you as you think of it this after- 
noon? Not simply education in a period of 
industry, but taken in the broader sense an 
education which shall fit this period in 
which we live, an education which shall 
send forth our boys and girls into the 
world fitted to their walk in life. We 
must think of the change which has 
taken place. Only in this way can we 
appreciite the problem of the p.esent day 
school. 

‘“When our fathers came here and 
settled these shores, great stress was laid 
on the religious side of school. Reading 
and writing were the fundamentals and 
training forthe ministry was characteristic 
of colleges But they did not come here 
for religious reasons alone, and as arith- 
metic was needed it was added. ‘They 
thought thoroughness in arithmetic led to 
success in later life. As the Indians 
were driven back the people settled far- 
ther back in the country on farms. ‘The 
schools were then in districts. 

*“ When later the factories called the 
youth back to the city another change in 
the schools was made. About 1820 the 
schools began to show gteat advance- 
ment. The farmers in those days were 
manufacturers in their smallway. Now, 
everything comes from outside factories. 
In those days the material education car- 
ried on tn the schools was that which 
would supplement that of the home. 
Today industries have left the home and 
gone to the large factories. But the chil- 
dren are stil in the home. Hence the 
change in the needs of the school. In 
my boyhood my older brother and sister 
went to singing school, but now a music 
teacher comes to the school. In the 
High school in my time, came the first 
labratory work. In the Normal school 
at Bridgewater, while I was there, came 
the first manual training work. Today 
many of these changes have become es- 
tablished in our schools. Industrial train- 
ing or education means to all of ussome- 
thing more than the mere broadening of 
our minds. 

‘“T’o the women’s clubs is due much 
of the praise for the changes happening 
in our schools today. Industrial educa- 
tion means a fitting for the trade that the 
boy or girl is to take up. The boy used 
to learn the trade of his father.’’ 

Mr. Emerson here spoke of the ap- 
prentice system, illustrating his efforts to 
start a trade school in Lynn. ‘‘ A trade 
school,’’ saidhe, ‘‘is necessary to train 


the boy not only torun a certain machine, 
but to give him a broader idea and knowl- 
edge of the entire trade which he takes 
up. 

** The trade school that would benefit 
Manchester would be an Agricultural 
High School which would train the pupils 
in such work as would be needed for 
work on the estates around. A study of 
botany, chemistry, physics, geometry and 
algebra as far as they would apply to tak- 
ing care of an estate, would be needed. 
A mechanical trade school is what~we 
need in Lynn. In any trade school that 
is established you want to remember its 
place in the educational school. We 
have high schools and colleges. What 
is a general education in high school be- 
comes a professional education in college. 
The boy who leaves half way up ts very 
narrowly fitted ina narrow way fora nar- 
row life. 

*“We teach a general education and 
we stop here. The most definite educa- 
tion comes in the industrialschool. The 
knowledge of life that we get can not be 
extended over the whole field of material 
effo t. The wisest way to deal with this 
problem is not to give a narrow training 
by books alone. Make them accurate 
with tools, in making things accurate in 
manual training. The broader we make 
the training, the better we train the child 
for life. We are too limited in our 
school life.’’ 

At the close of the address a piano solo 
was rendered by Miss Dora M. Mar- 
shall. “Tea was served by the hostess 
Mrs. William W. Hoare.

Breeze Subscription $2.00 a year 
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Col. W. D. Sohier Talks on Road 
Building. . 

In a recent talk at New Bedford Col. 
W. D. Sohier of the state highway com- 
mission gave valuable pointers regarding 
the building and preservation of high- 
ways. He stated, what we have all 
come to realize, that the modern pro- 
blem of road-building arises from auto- 
mobile travel. Onsome of our roads, 
he said, 99 per cent. of the travel is by 
automobile, and 1100 of these machines 
pass over them ina day. ‘The trouble 
is not so much the suction from the auto- 
mobile as it is the backward push result- 
ing from the high speed and weight of 
the machines. Macadam roads are not 
built for this kind of pressure; they are 
meant to stand the pressure from the 
horses’ hoofs and from the wheels pass- 
ing straight down onthem. Col. Sohier 
estimated that by sanding the old roads 
they can be made to stand 200 automo- 
biles a day without any bituminous bind- 
ing. He spoke of the relative value of 
these bindings, saying that asphaltic oil 
has been found much superior to tar. 
In applying the covering of asphaltic oil, 
Col. Sohier said that the roads are clean- 
ed thoroughly of all loose sand so that 
oil may get down into the stones. The 
covering of the road is spread during a 
period of three weeks. The oil is a 
heavy oil, put on hot. In all the state 
commission has covered 126 miles last 
year with this sort of covering. The 
cost has been about $500 a mile for the 
full width of the state highway. The 
speaker described the spraying machines 
used in England in spreading the tar over 
the roads. The tar is heated in the 
machine and is forced through very fine 
nozzles. Some of these English ma- 
chines have been brought into the state 
and used with both tar and oil. The 
state commission, said Col. Sohier is 
waiting to see if these service coatings 
will not do the work. “The most expen- 
sive way to keep a road in ‘order and lay 
dust, said the speaker, is by the use of 
water. Almost any dust layers are more 
economical than water. Dustoline, oil 
emulsion, or calcium chloride is much 
better than water.

He referred to the Tuberculosis 
Classes which many. churches have 
formed to instruct those who are in the 
early stages of consumption and have not 
the means to goto Rutland, how they 
ought to live in order to conquer their 
disease. At the conclusion of his ad- 
dress Dr. Hawes showed pictures on the 
screen illustrating the way patients of his 
are sleeping on back porches and in 
tents and even on tenement house roofs 
and the beneficial results of the out-of- 
door life in their improved health.

Moth Work to be Done at Magnolia. 


In a communication to Mayor Parsons 
of Gloucester, Col. Wm. D. Sohier 
takes up the matter of ridding the woods 
near Magnolia Point of the moth pest, 
and suggests that the city appropriate 
$2500 of the total amount needed to 
carry on the work, the state to give an 
equal sum, and the balance to be raised 
through subscription, in which John Hays 
Hammond again comes to the front with 
$500 for the project. The communica- 
tion is as follows: 

Bosron, Jan. 24, 1910 
Hon. Henry H. Parsons, Mayor of Glou- 
cester, Mass. 

My Dear Mr. Mayor:—If we are go- 
ing to do anything about trying to save 
the territory that I spoke to you about, 
down near the water from Magnolia 
Point to opposite J. H. Hammond’s 
house, we ought to be getting actively to 
work. 

My proposition would be that the city 
of Gloucester should appropriate $2500, 
to be paid to the state treasurer and made 
a part of the North Shore gypsy moth 
fund that is spent under the direction of 
my committee. This is what has been 
done by both Beverly and Manchester, 
the money to be spent on condition that 
the state provides an equal amount and 
that a like amount is raised by subserip- 
tion and placed with the fund. I| think 
it might be well not to have-~the latter 
condition too binding, say that at least 
$2000 is raised by subscription, but the 
state gives an equal amount with the city. 
The work is all to be done under the di- 
rection of the state forester, gypsy moth 
department. 

We ought to be clearing up the woods 
now and getting them ready for spraying. 
This probably means that we must buy 
one more spraying machine in order to 
care for all the country in time. I have 
received $500 from Mr. Hammond, and

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In a recent issue of The Outlook, Na- 
than C. Fowler, jr., had an article on 
schools and school committes which 
ought to be of interest to readers of this 
paper. He says that there is probably 
no other elective body that receives more 
unjust criticism from the public at large 
and from the teachers as the school 
committee. Criticism from the latter 
may be far more severe, and is likely to 
be fairer because the teacher is a trained 
official, is on the inside, and should 
know and generally does know more 
about educational conditions than one can 
who has but a general familiarity with 
the school and with educational matters. 

The school committee, as it runs, is 
next to all-supreme, he says, True, the 
real power is vested in the voter, 
comparatively few school committees are 
pledged to any policy, and they usually 
do as they please, subject to no interfer- 
ence except criticism. No other office- 
holder holds so great a responsibility, 
and yet the average school committee 
men are untrained for their work.

There are training schools devoted to 
practically everything, from stenography 
to motor-car driving. The school com- 
mittee man and the parent being practic- 
ally the only ones who are unfamiliar 
with their work and who have little op- 
portunity to perfect themselves along any 
line apropos the raising of the rising 
generation. 

The average trained individual has 
some ability, otherwise he would not 
submit to training; but, anyway, the 
trained man is better than the untrained, 
other things being equal. 

The average school committee is in- 
competent and does not do its work 
properly; first, because its members are 
untrained; secondly, because they have 
little ability to handle educational matters 
or others; thirdly, because they are pol- 
iticians or under the direction of poli- 
ticians; fourthly, because they are not 
acceptable to the teachers. ‘This latter 
condition is due to the fact that the teach- 
ers have to be governed by the board se- 
lected at large. The teacher is under a 
government which he or she did not se- 
lect or had little to do with selecting; 
therefore, the teacher rightly or,wrongly 
chafes. in the harness. 


Any child over 10 years old, any mar- 
ried woman, in her own name and free 
from interference by her husband, and, fof 
course, any man, will be able to deposit 
his or her savings at the postoffice, if the 
plans now under way get through con- 
gress—and they probably will. 

Senators took up the problem today in 
the room of the senate committee on 
postofice. There are three bills very 
much alike that are to be combined in 
one and given a place among the laws. 
The main points in the bills under con- 
sideration, which will in all probability 
be endorsed by the committee, are: 

Postal savings banks, to be under the 
direction of the secretary of the treasury, 
postmaster general and attorney general; 
children over 10 years and married wom- 
en may open accounts; deposits of $1 or 
more to be received, but not more than 
$100 for a single account in any one 
month; no person shall simultaneously 
have more than one account; no ac-

Steps are to be taken the coming week 
for the organization of a Parent-Veacher 
Association in Manchester. The meet- 
ing isto be held next I hursday after- 
noon, Feb. 3, at three o’clock at the 
Story High school at which time Mrs.

The circular 
will be signed by the school committee 
and by John C. Makin, supt. of schools,

Bridge Strest, 
J, 1. STANLEY DEAD. 


Well-known Mivchettee Man Passed Away 
Wednesday Evening. Funeral Sunday. 


Jeffrey T. Stanley, one of Manches- 
ter’s oldest and _ best-known citizens, 
passed away Wednesday evening at the 
age of 83 years, 7 months. Funeral 
services will be held Sunday afternoon 
from his late home. 

Mr. Stanley had been enjoying his 
usual good health, but last Saturday night 
he suffered a shock while preparing to 
retire for the night. “Though he seemed 
to rally from this to a certain extent, his 
condition became critically worse on 
Wednesday evening and he passed away 
very suddenly about 7.45. All his life, 
Mr. Stanley has been a man of robust 
constitution and had enjoyed remarkably 
good health. He had hardly known a 
day of sickness. He attended the re- 
union of his company, the 45th Mass., 
in Boston last Wednesday and enjoyed 
the occasion to the fullest. He was 
about town Friday and Saturday and ap- 
peared to be in his usual good health. 
His death came as a severe shock to 
Manchester people. 

Mr. Stanley had been a member of 
the water board for a number of years 
and had taken a great interest in the in- 
stallation of Manchester’s additional wa- 
ter supply the last year. He was very 
fond of walking and considered a trip to 
the new stand-pipe between Manchester 
and Hamilton as a mere jaunt. 

Jeffrey TI’. Stanley was born at Bever- 
ly, June 1, 1826, the son of Paul and 
Mahala (Thistell) Stanley. Both his 
parents were natives of Essex County. 
Paul Stanley, the father, who was a gen- 
eral mason, resided in Beverly until1826, 
when he removed to Manchester, where 
he remained until his death seven years 
later. 

Jeffrey Stanley came to Manchester 
with his parentswhen an infant, and_ his 
school-days were spenthere. At the age 
of seventeen, he began to learn the cab- 
inet-maker’s trade with George Procter, 
a furniture manufacturer of this town. 
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He worked for Mr. Procter for about 
three years, and was subsequently em- 
ployed fora time by Allen & Decker in 
the same line of business. In 1849 he 
went to the newly discovered gold fields 
of California, making the journey, which 
took about six months, by the overland 
route. He remained there for a time, 
and upon his return came by way of the 
Isthmus of Panama. Since that time, 
he had remained in Manchester. In 
1851 he engaged in business for himself 
in the manufacture of furniture, but sub- 
sequently followed his trade as a journey- 
man for several years. In September, 
1862, he enlisted in Co. A of the 45th 
Massachusetts Volunteer Infantry and 
was in service for over nine months. 
His regiment formed a part of the 19th 
Army Corps under Gen. Foster in North 
Carolina, and took part in the battles of 
Kingston, Whitehall, Goldsboro and 
others. He was honorably discharged in 
July, 1863. 

Mr. Stanley was married on June 18, 
1854, to Elizabeth A. Edwards of Man- 
chester, who survives him. She is near- 
ly 80 years old. One son, Fred Stan- 
ley, a residenc of Woburn, also survives 
him. 

Mr. Stanley served as policeman of 
Manchester for one year, and as chief of 
the fire department. During the session 
of 1887 he was sent as Representative 
from the town to the General Court from 
the Tenth Essex district. In 1890 he 
was appointed Postmaster of Manches- 
ter, and held that office for five years. 
He served three terms as Selectman ‘and 
Assessor and Overseer of the Poor. In 
politics, he was a Republican and was a 
member of the Republican “Town com- 
mittee forthe last 25 years. He was its 
chairman for many years. He was for 
many years Quartermaster Sergeant of 
Allen Post, G. A. R., and he served two 
years as commander.

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COURAGE. 


Subject of Rev. L. H. Ruge, at Congregational 
Church, Manchester. 


Rev. L. H. Ruge of the Congrega- 
tional church, Manchester, spoke Sun- 
day morning from the text, ‘Be thou 
strong and very courageous.’’ He said 
in part: ‘Joshua needed strength. 
(here was but onething he could rely 
on and that was that God was fighting 
his battles with him. All his men had 
four centuries of slavery behind them so 
that they had lost all their manhood and 
courage. We all need this thought to- 
day. The Lord says to us this morn- 
ing, © Be thou strong and very courage- 
ous.’ He is with us fighting our battles 
for us. 

““ There is much false courage in the 
world and it is often mistaken for true 
courage. We all admire true courage. 
Some courage is the result of good 
health. A man feels strong when he is 
gifted with physical, mental and moral 
health. 

*" True courage is not born in conflict 
with inferior forces, but with superior 
forces. Men sometimes perform peril- 
ous tasks but with no knowledge of the 
peril in their hands. “They are not cour- 
ageous. A man sometimes goes into 
danyer not believing there is any peril. 
This is not courage. A man who is in- 
diffrent to fate and stoical to conse- 
quences is not courageous. A suicide is 
net courageous Hedoes not care for 
his life and it is easy to throw it away. 

““ One of the roots of true courage is 
in the realization of one’s peril. We 
must become aware of the perils around 
us before we are courageous. The 
greater our conception of danger, the 
greater the courage that faces the peril. 
The man who realizes the risk and takes 
itis courageous. A brave man _ often 
flees danger and goes out of the way to 
avoid a fight. The finest courage in the 
world often meets the enemy with 
blanched face. Because a man trembles 
may 'e that he is sensitive and sensible 
of the danger he 1s going to face. 

“True courage is rooted in faith, not 
doubt. A man must have faith in him- 
self and in the resources of the power 
with him, before he can be courageous. 
This courage born of faith has been the 
inspiration of all great discoveries in the 
past. Lincoln with his faith reminds us 
of the old prophets who believed. Peter 
had courage when he stepped on the 
water but he did not go far because he 
lacked faith. When Peter’s faith was 
supreme, we see a man with a courage 
far different than before 

““ The highest courage is rooted in 
faith in God, a !aith in an intelligent lov- 
ing God If we live in a universe ruled 
by blind chance, there is room for fear

Every line of printing matter in a 
newspaper costs its publisher something,”’ 
says Newspaperdom. ‘‘If it is to benefit 
some individual, that individual should 
pay something for it.

A LETTER FROM MR. RUGE. 
Manchester Pastor Writes of His 
Sad Experiences on the Opening 
of His Month’s Vacation in 
New York City. 


We are printing below a letter 
from Rev. L. H. Ruge, pastor of the 
Congregational church in Manches- 
ter, which tells of the sad home- 
coming of Mr. Ruge and family last 
week when they went on to New 
York to spend a month’s vacation. 
The letter is self-explanatory : 
Jamaica, N. Y. 
Mr. Alex Lodge: 

Dear Sir: It is with deepest sor- 
row that I write you that upon the 
morning of our arrival here, Wed- 
nesday, Jan. 26, we found that a 
few minutes before, Mrs. Ruge’s 
elder brother, Mr. W. H. A. Was- 
mer, was instantly killed by an elec- 
tric train on the L. IL. R. R. at the 
-Dunton station near his home as 
he was on the way to his New York 
office in Wall st. 

A gentleman was breaking the 
news to Mrs. E. W. Sherman, Mrs. 
Ruge’s sister, as we entered ter 
home. Mrs. Wasmer, his wife, had 
not yet heard the news and to me 
was delegated the trying ordeal of 
breaking it to her. You can im- 
agine our home-coming. 

The funeral took place Friday at- 
ternoon, Jan. 28, from the M. HK. 


4 ehurch, Jamaica, N. Y., of which he 


was a member and an active worker. 
The church and community demani- 
ed a public funeral because he was 
so well known through all this sec- 


‘2 tion of the greater city. The peo- 


ple thronged the church and large 
numbers lined the streets and gath- 
ered around the church. Many 
eame from far and near because of 
his popularity in athletic meets and 
his interest in public affairs. The 
pallbearers were six of his associates 
in the Bible class of which he was a 
member. To the tolling of the bell 
they carried the casket on their 
shoulders through a long line of 
young men who composed the rest 
of the class. 

The Rev. Dr. Davidson, his pas- 
tor, dwelt in touching tribute upon 
his character as a model son, a 
model husband, a model friend and 
associate, but above all as a model 
christian young man. It was 
shown by his business associates 
that although his social and _ bus- 
iness ambitions and aims were high, 
that his higher religious ideals were 
the governing pirnciples of his life. 
A friend touchingly sang ‘‘Lead 
_ Kindly Light,’’ and ‘‘Some Day the 
Silver Chord Will Break.’’ During

Dear Sir: The Safe Roads Auto- 
mobile association has had brought 
to its attention during the year 1909, 
1087 accidents, 896 serious injuries 
and 54 deaths, in connection with 
motoring in the state, as compared 
with 743 accidents, 624 serious in- 
juries and 33 deaths in 1908, in- 
creases of 46, 44 and 64 per cent., 
respectively. During the last half 
of 1909, the figures were 768, 623 
and 43, as compared with 509, 343 
and 17 for the same period of 1908, 
increases of 51, 81 and 153 per 
cent. In 1909, the greatest number 
of accidents occurred in July (151) 
and September (148) and in 1908 
the greatest number were in August 
(104) and September (102). 
increase in registration of motor ve- 
hicles in 1909 was about 30 per 
cent. 

During the past year the associa- 
tion took up cases with the police of 
48 cities and towns and with select- 
men and other officials, co-operating 
and advising when requested. It 
was represented at hearings before 
the Mass. Highway commission on 
special regulations made by 11 
towns under the new law; and on 
all hearings on automobile matters 
before legislative committees—advo- 
cating in practically all its provi- 
sions the law as it now stands, in- 
cluding several amendments offered 
by the association.

The facts in 92 cases were report- 
ed to the commission and the asso- 
ciation’s information put at their 
disposal. In these cases a large 
number of which the commission 
would doubtless have investigated 
on its own account, there were five 
revocations, 20 suspensions and 
eight warnings ordered. The com- 
mission sent warnings at the asso- 
ciation’s request in 16 additional 
cases. The association itself sent 54 
warning letters and formally prose- 
cuted 14 complaints before the com- 
mission and two in the courts. 

It is believed that the work of the 
association aided materially in 
checking reckless and inconsiderate 
driving, but the figures above given 
would seem to show the need for 
increased efforts, especially in the 
summer months, on the part of all 
who wish to have travel on our 
highways safe and enjoyable. The 
association now has a large member- 
ship and proposes to increase its ac- 
tivity and do its full share in the 
present year. 

Will you not aid the work by 
calling the above facts to the atten- 
tion of your readers, suggesting that 
they report the facts in all cases of 
reckless or inconsiderate use of the 
highways by motorists or others to 
George McC.

At the next meeting of the North 
Shore Horticultural society on Feb.

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Three towns in Massachusetts— 
Southbridge, South Framingham 
and Wellesley—appreciate keenly 
the peril that comes from lax and 
methods of keeping, 
checking and auditing town ac- 
counts. The recent misfortune 
which has befallen each of these 
towns has been the cause of much 
newspaper notoriety. The Citizen’s 
Committee of South Framingham, 
as a result of their financial diffi- 
culties, have organized a plan to 
keep a closer sight on the town af- 
fairs. Among other things it is now 
planned to have monthly trial bal- 
ances presented to the Selectmen 
and also published in the local pa- 
pers if desired, the intention being 
to bring unity and simplicity out of 
what is chaotic forms of account- 
ing, and to insure fullest publicity 
at frequent stated intervals. 

The citizens of Manchester have 
no reason to fear that any such mis-

fortune as has befallen the towns 
alluded to will befall this town. 
Those who are in a position to state 
say that the town’s affairs are man- 
aged more efficiently than the av- 
erage towns’ in the state. 

The fact that a town the size of 
Manchester has a valuation of over 
$13,000,000, and with over half a 
million in cash and checks passing 
through the hands of its treasurer 
in the course of a year, is sufficient 
to warrant the most up-to-date sys- 
tem of accounting and auditing. It 
has been suggested in some quar- 
ters that irrespective of any troubles 
that have arisen in other places 
there ought to be some system of 
auditing and accounting introduced 
here which will place the town’s 
financial condition in a_ position 
which could not be questioned at 
any time. In fact it might be sug- 
gested that an expert accountant 
ought to be procured to go over 
the books of all the town officers at 
least once or twice a year. 

The Boston Herald commenting 
editorially says, ‘‘The moral which 
intelligent and self-respecting com- 
munities will draw from _ recent 
events is that of rigid investigation 
of present methods, and determina- 
tion to comply with the system 
which has had the approval of stu- 
dents of municipal accounting and 
of the Bureau of Statistics. If town 
authorities and their townspeople 
do not choose to profit by these ex- 
periences and to learn the lesson 
which has been demonstrated be- 
fore their eyes, it will be the duty 
of the Legislature to take action. 
Non-resident owners of property, 
purchasers of town notes and bonds, 
and the public in general, which 
has an interest in efficient local gov- 
ernment not defined by city or town 
lines, must have some recourse for 
protection against local negligence. 
There need be no legislative inter- 
ference if only towns and cities do 
their duty and appreciate their re- 
sponsibilities of self-government.’’

Manchester and the town officers 
would feel safer if the town would 
take steps in having an expert ac- 
countant go over the books of the 
town as suggested above, at least 
once or twice a year. Town Treasur- 
er Stanley says he hopes such a 
thing can be brought about as it 
will go a long way toward making 
the burdens of his office rest easier 
on his shoulders, though he says the 
town is very fortunate in having 
such an efficient town auditor as the 
present incumbent, Mr. Cheever. 


When the town of Manchester 
granted the Manchester Electric Co. 
a franchise to dig up our streets and 
lay their electric cable conduits they 
did a good thing in one particular 
at least—in that the wires were to 
go underground and not overhead. 
To say that we wished all wires on 
our town streets were underground 
—telephone, telegraph, ete.—is hop- 
ing too much for it probably will 
not come in our day and genera- 
tion, now that the town has granted 
a franchise to the telephone com- 
pany to have their wires overhead. 
Some 15 or 20 years ago the priv- 
ilege was given to the Western Un- 
ion Cable Co. to run a special wire 
from the railroad on Beach st. to 
the Masconomo house. That was 
when the hotel was in a thriving 
condition and was one of the show 
places of the Shore. For the last 
few years, as everyone knows, the 
hotel has run down and so far as 
we can learn, the telegraph wires 
have not been used for several sea- 
sons. We may further state that 


they will probably not be used for 
many seasons more from the present 


outlook. 

However, whether they are, or 
are not to be used, the two wires 
on the poles at the present time are 
in a pretty dilapidated condition. 
The wires have been broken down 
across the street and along by the 
sidewalk on Beach street and to all 
appearances are out of condition 
entirely. The polls are so unsightly 
and in many eases so rotten that 
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they will have to be replaced if they 
are to be used at all. 

The point which we desire to 
bring forth is that these poles 
should be removed altogether, along 
this street, one of the principal 
streets of the town, and if the hotel 
wants a telegraph wire in the fu- 
ture, let the wires be strung along 
on the New England Telephone 
poles located on the opposite side 
of the street. The fact that the 
privilege was granted 15 or 20 years 
ago to run these wires is no reason 
why if they are not now in use, they 
should not be removed, especially if 
they are not maintained and kept 
in proper order. 


The prevailing high prices of 
necessities of life may lead to a de- 
veloping of the farming industry in 
Essex county.

Lettuce, radishes, cabbages 
and potatoes are grown on every 
Essex county farm. Altogether it 
seems as though the farmers of Ks- 
sex county are in a position to make 
good if they will take the oppor- 
tunity.

Some say it is due to high tariff. 
Farm produce has not kept up with 
the growth of population. There is 
an instinct of conservation in every 
member of this society. Things have 
been wasted and if this waste is 
not stopped, there will be great 
want. 

‘“We also believe that all natural 
resources should be used for the wel- 
fare of the public and not for the 
enrichment of a few. There is a 
note of utilization. We are coming 
to realize that we are not utilizing 
the powers within and around us. 
In order to meet the high prices, 
in order to meet these trying con- 
ditions, we must utilize the powers 
and opportunities which surround 
us. In Maine, people are buying up 
farms. Look at the farm land in 
New England. We have not the 
fertile soil of the West or even of 
Maine in Mass., but we are not get- 
ting the most out of what we have 
got. The man who can make two 
flowers grow where one grew before 
is worthy of praise. Our young men 
are going away from the farms to 
take up arts and crafts, ete., because 
of shorter hours and better pay. 

‘“We should honor the cultivation 
of the soil, and we should think 
more of sending our boys to agricul- 
tural colleges so that they may come 
forth and utilize their brains for the 
production of food stuffs, for the 
making of this earth a garden and a 
fruitful place. The man who does 
that today is doing a service. Util- 
ization of our resources is making 
our land yield produce and so let 
us be benefactors for our fellow 
men, but utilize the resources that 
we have in our possession.’’ 

He closed with a humorous story 
of the reception tendered the min- 
ister in going to a country town to 
supply the pulpit one Sunday.

If you hear the winding horn of 
the tally-ho echoing in the streets 
it is only a new toot for the avco- 
mobile. The multi-tone horn which 
we will describe is unlike any other 
of the multi-tone variety in that it 
is sounded by means of a rubber 
bulb. It is light in weight, not 
bulky, and can be placed anywhere 
that the ordinary type of single-note 
horn can. In producing the notes, 
pressure on the bulb forces air in 
two directions. The first is along 
a passage containing a revolving 
air distributer that branches in four 
directions to the four horns. The 
second passage contains a small pis- 
ton carrying a ratchet tooth which 
is shot forward and engages with a 
ratchet wheel, revolving it one tooth 
only. The ratchet wheel is attached 
to the air distributer, which, revolv- 
ing, opens in turn the orifices to the 
four horns. Air can be shut off 
from all the reeds, so that the horn 
can not be sounded by boys while 
the auto is standing,

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‘FRIENDSHIP. ”’ 
Subject of Interesting Sermon by 
Prof. N. B. Sargent at Congre- 
gational Church, Manchester 


Last Sunday morning Prof. N. B. 
Sargent of Haverhill, preached a 
most interesting sermon at the Con- 
gregational church, Manchester, on 
“Priendship,’’ taking his text from 
Proverbs 18:24—‘‘A man that hath 
friends must show himself friendly ; 
there is a friend that sticketh closer 
than a brother.’’ He said in part: 

‘“Ag I stand in this place, my 
thoughts go back to the years | 
spent in that gallery and it seems 
like awakening from a dream of the 
days that have passed, bright, but 
shadowed sometimes by dark clouds 
that passed, leaving the sunshine. 
It was like a long march, sometimes 
in the valleys, sometimes on the 
hills, but always toward the goal. 
I miss from this congregation those 
with whom I talked and held sweet 
communion, and who helped me and 
inspired me by their friendship and 
their words of kindness. Those who 
have gone make a long list and it 
is growing longer. They have left 
their work to you. How strange it 
‘seems with so many gone to still 
love and live on. 
 *T have brought to you this morn- 

ing a subject which I believe will 
be of interest to each one of us who 
still live on. That subject is 
‘Friendship.’ I have thought a 
great deal of this subject. I tried 
some years ago to find expression 
to my thoughts in a little song, but 
I failed. I cannot express my soul 
conception of this theme. Lois OF 
God, hence eternal. I long for noth- 
ing more than this, I would rather 
be homeless and even lifeless than 
friendless. To be without a friend 
is to be lost. 

‘But what is friendship? Friend 
and ship. Ship is the condition of, 
and friend means to be free to love. 
Hence friendship means freedom to 
love. I want to state plainly that 
I mean love, not those things some- 
times called love, such as passion, 
ete. One form is death dealing, the 
other life giving. Love means puri- 
ty, unselfishness, it is high and holy 
and eternal. Love is of God, for 
God is love. We are free to love, 
but we chain ourselves. The friend- 
ship of Christ is broad, deep and 
free and so must ours be. We soil 
friendship when we try to chain it 
by our wills. Its subjects must be 
free. Make a friend your slave and 
you have lost your friend. 

“Priendship is another name for 
Christianity. It is the fulfillment of 
its requirements. Christ is different 
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from other men in being a better 
friend. His life work was to make 
us friends with God and each other. 
That is salvation. We do not prize 
friendship as we ought. Let us love 
our friends better and not be asham- 
ed to let them know it. If we rec- 
ognize the true value of friendship, 
we shall admit the importance of 
how to win friends and also how to 
hold them. There are many men 
who make friends but cannot keep 
them. Others make few friends, but 
never lose them. Happy is the man 
who can win and hold them. So 
much of our happiness and success 
depends on our friends that we 
should give careful attention to this. 

‘Who should we win for friends? 
Not all men are worthy of our re- 
spect, trust and love. You will be- 
come like your friends and the 
world will know you by them. ‘Tell 
me with whom you associate and I 
will tell you what you are.’ It 
makes a great difference whom we 
select as friends. Christ said ‘Follow 
me.’ Seek for your friends the 
good, true and wise. Look up, not 
down for your friends. True friends 
are sharers of our jovs, sharers of 
our burdens, comforters in our sor- 
rows and sympathizers in all condi- 
tions of life. 

‘Do not win your friends by pres- 
ents. Some will cling to vou as long 
as you buy their friendship, but they 
will not be there in time of sore 
need. Beauty has attractions, but 
do not try to win friends by it. 0 
not win friends by position. None 
of these things will win friends. A 
bitter tongue repels rather than at- 
tracts friends. Some do not have 
friends because they do not deserve 
them. I think we all know now why 
Christ came to earth in such a way, 
why he refused earthly power. None 
of these things could win human 
hearts to be loyal and true. Some 
are always talking about winning 
hearts for Christ. Let us win hearts 
for ourselves first. You cannot win 
hearts for Jesus unless you have 
the ability to attract rather than re- 
pel. To have a true friend, you must 
first be one. 

“There are presents we must 
make our friends. We must give 
freely our heart’s affection and love. 
I told you you could not win friends 
by power, but there is a power of 
character that will win friends. I 
told you there was no need of posi- 
tion to win friends, but there is a po- 
sition you can hold and without 
which you will never make friends. 
That is nearer Him, the friend that 
sticketh closer than a brother. 

‘How to keep friends and how to 
hold them? As the magnet holds 
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the steel, by attraction. Draw all 
men unto you. They will not be 
driven or frightened. We must be 
lifted up by Him. By his life, by 
his death and by the sympathy of 
his heart, he is drawing all men ws 
to Him. So must we. If our friends 
abide in us forever, it will be be- 
cause we possess attractions that 
draw them to us and not repel them. 
We learn in pain and anguish that 
there is no abiding friendship ex- 
cept in truth. If we hold our 
friends, it will be by the attractions 
of a Christ-like character. [ive in 
Him and you cannot fail. Christ 
said, ‘Henceforth I call you not ser- 
vants, for the servant knovweth not 
what his Lord doeth, but I have 
called you friends.’ Let us cal each 
other friends.’’

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THE LAND OF THE GENUINE COWBOY, 
THE PECOS COUNTRY OF TEXAS. 


Little Known of Corner of Our Country along the Rio Grande 
Where the Cowboy is yet Real. 
(By M. J. Brown, Editor J ttle Valley, (N. Y.) Hub.) 


There is a sort of a magnet in the 
wild West and a romance around 
the cowboy that reach out to us, and 
as the barbed-wire fence each year 
pushes them back, the more do we 
want to see them and know of them. 

Years ago the Indian had a halo a 
yard wide around him—to my eyes 
—and I passed diys and days in and 
around the Rose Bud reservation, 
seeing the Sioux from a distance 
from the enchanted and romantic 
viewpoint. But one day I caught a 
bunch of them strayed from their 
dignity. They sat around an iron 
stew pot. The pot had a three-day 
old calf. The careass was _half- 
dressed and half-cooked. <A big In- 
dian would go down into that mess 
with a pointed stick, bring the lit- 
tle parboiled carcass out of the 
dirty water, and then the bucks and 
squaws would fight for it, each eut- 
ting and pulling off a piece of the 
slippery commodity until the car- 
cass would work loose from the 
prong and fall back into the stew. 

And my Indian romance went on 
a vacation, and it never came back. 

And in a measure is the cowboy 
a creature of romance, made to or- 
der by imagination, assisted by 
mushy stories and hero footlight 
stunts. 

In introducing this series of ar- 
ticles from the southwest, I want 
to take a photo of the real wild West 
‘“waddie’’ for you, for the articles 
will have much to do with him, and 
you don’t want any goods under 
false pretenses. 

A few weeks ago I attended a 
wild west show in a New York town, 
an aggregation billed as the real 
classy article from where cowboys 
grow. 

The boss hero had his hair cut 
the latest N. Y. fad; his neck and 
face cleanly shaved; he stood as 
straight as Gen. Barnes, reviewing 
his troups; he had a big white Stet- 
son with never a fly speck on it; a 
blue flannel shirt open low at the 
throat; a four-in-hand tie tucked 
under his belt; some patent leather 
stuff for boots; beautiful white 
buckskin pants; a tan belt full of 
six-shooters and cartridges, and 
some gloves with fringe around the 
wrist. This fellow had a voice train- 
‘ed for high, low Jack and the game, 
and the way. he did hero doings 


would make any 18-year-old hope- 
ful want to leave his happy home 
and hot-foot it to the ‘‘Bar L’’ 
ranch. 

In Westorn Kansas and Nebraska, 
in Colorado and Wyoming, I have 
seen the cowboy at home and have 
known him at his best and worst. 
In this country of southwest Texas 
T have lived with them and camped 
with them for nearly two years, and 
I want to spoil a little of your ro- 
mance and show you the cowboy as 
he is, or as he looks, rather. 

Off a horse he is about as far 
away from romance as a hog is from 
a humming bird. From constant 
bending over a saddle he leans for- 
ward when he walks; and from con- 
stant sitting in°a saddle he walks 
stiffened in the hips, and his ear- 
riage is like a rheumatic old farmez. 

Thin—the cowboy is always a 
bundle of bones, no doubt from the 
terrible sun heat. His hat—once a 
costly frame of Stetson felt—is dirty 
and out of shape, and pulled low 
down over the eyes to protect from 
the sun. The length of his hair and 
beard depends on how long he has 
been out, but they have an average 
growth of about three weeks, and 
filled with sand and alkali dust, his 
face is anything but a stage pic- 
ture. His lips are invariably cov- 
ered by great white blisters, caused 
by constantly wetting with the 
tongue and the sun’s heat. His 
pants are $6 corduroys and his neck- 
tie a red bandanna. His boots and 
his gloves are ever the real goods, 
the latter costing from $10 to $20 a 
pair—Rodeman’s hand made. 

And such is the real cowboy when 
on duty. Take his boots and hat 
off and put him on a New York 
farm and you would take him for 
Verdant Green, the last boy of the 
Green family. 

Is he green? 

Well, just come down here and 
start something, and see. 

This lazy-looking, lazy-talking, in- 
dolent, easy-going puncher' ean 
change to steel in just about three 
Texas seconds, and then there is 
‘‘sure something doing.’’ 

This western’ part of Texas—the 
extreme western part, out between 
the Pecos and the Rio Grande—is 
no doubt as genuine a real wild 
west corner as there is in the Unit- 


ed States today, and the cowboys 
who have been born here and have 
grown up in the saddle, are the real 
product, without a bit of tinsel or 
stage make-up. Far out beyond the 
railroads, way back from the towns, 
they live weeks at a time, scarcely 
meeting a human being. Sometimes 
singly and sometimes in pairs they 
ride the range; cooking, eating and 
sleeping in the open—healthy, dirty, 
happy, good-natured sons of nature. 

Where he gets his wild name ig 
in his cow town riots, and I want to | 
Say to the readers of this article if | 
you would follow a waddie in hig — 
work for about six weeks you would 
rob a bank just to break the awful 
monotony of the life—you woul4 
cut loose on something desperate to 
break up the terrible sameness and 
silence. 

You know when a 12-year-old kid 
has sat for three straight hours at 
a desk in school, sat there with the 
brake hard down on impulses until 
it seems he must yell, that when the 
bell finally releases him, why he will 
spit in a comrade’s face for sheer 
delight of action. 

And so with these fellows of the — 
saddle. With pockets full of silver — 
they come into the cow towns, fill — 
up on liquor, and the news dispatch- — 
es tell us the casualities. 

This letter is but an introduction — 
to the stories to follow. After a five ! 
years’ absence from this country I 
have only had time to shake a few — 
cowboy hands and get my bearings — 
—just time enough to hike out to a 
cow camp and have the boys load up | 
a tin plate of frijole beans and see 
if I could stow it under my belt with 
anything like the old-time record. _ 

Just time enough to go over the © 
divide and find the hole where I 
once dug for ten hot hours to find 
the bones of a Ranger who was said — 
to have been buried there in the — 
early wild days, but whose bones I | 
never found. They yet tell the story — 
here. 

Just time enough to hunt up an — 
old camping place by a wind mill 
tank, where I ouce washed my pants 
and hanged them to dry over night 
on the corral.

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An interesting comparison has 


been made in Springfield, between 
the horse and the automobile, re- 
garding their respective efficiency in 
the fire department. Inasmuch as 
the subject of an auto fire truck is 
being discussed for Manchester, this 
will no doubt prove interesting. 

The comparison was made on a 
basis of economy, and from the fig- 
ures the horse was counted out of 
the running. It appears from the 
figures that the horse will have to 
stop eating, or be destined to be- 
come in future nothing but the hero 
of firefighting legend. 

In comparing the horse and the 
auto as means of getting to and 
from fires, the commission took the 
work done during the fiscal year 
ending Nov. 30, by Auxiliary squad 
A of the Chestnut street station and 
the team of two horses attached to 
the hose truck at the Winchester 
square fire station. The auto did 
four times as much work at half as

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much expense as the team of horses. 

Last year the auto cost $103.54 to 
operate. Two unusual _ repairs 
amounted to $172.80, making the 
total cost of the automobile’s main- 
tenance $276.34. The team of hors- 
es cost $498.50 for keep. This is 
exclusive of harness and repairs 
about the barn. The auto respond- 
ed to 210 alarms and traveled ex- 
actly 1145 miles. The team respond- 
ed to 51 alarms and covered no more 
than 300 miles. 

The new motor hose wagon at- 
tached to hose seven responded to 
29 alarms, between Aug. 25 and 
Nov. 30, at a total cost of $3.08, for 
keeping. The auto traveled 66 
miles in the last three months. 
From the figures, the new chemical 
wagon costs about $1 a month, and 
it would cost that for a team’s daily 
keeping. These figures appear to 
the commission to be about the 
death knell of the heroic fire horse. 

In view of these figures it would 
seem that an auto fire truck for 
Manchester would be the means of 
a large saving.

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MANCHESTER HIGH SCHOOL ALUMNI BANQUET. 


First Annual Affair, Tuesday Evening, Largely Attended; 22 Classes 


Represented; Past Teachers Present. 


Supt. Mackin Suggests 


Changes in Hig*h School Course. 


The first banquet under the aus- 
pices of the Story High school AI- 
umni association at’ Manchester was 
held Tuesday evening in the Town 
hall. It was very largely attended. 
Sixty-seven past graduates of the 
school were present, 22 classes be- 
ing represented, beginning with the 
first class, 1878, and ending with the 
last year’s graduating class. Two 
hundred and eleven persons sat 
down to supper. 

The banquet was held at 7o’clock 
and was followed by speech-making, 
with Prof. A L. Sabin, principal of 
the High school, as toastmaster, and 
was followed by dancing which last- 
ed until 12 o’elock. 

Among those present were Prof. 
N. B. Sargent, the first principal of 
the High school, who taught here 
for 22 years, and A. B. Palmer of 
Everett, who taught here shortly 
after Prof. Sargent. Both gave in- 
teresting talks, recalling incidents 
of school hfe during their service 
here. Mrs. John Baker (Miss Hattie 
Damon) was the only other past 
teacher present. Prof. W. 8. C. Rus- 
sell of Sprinfield and Deacon Jo- 
seph A. Torrey, who taught at the 
High school at one time, were un- 
able to attend. 

The catering was by the Dirigo 
Catering Co. of Beverly. <A neat 
menu ecard, printed at the Breeze 
office, contained the following 
menu:

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Following the supper, Prof. A. L. 
Sabin called the gathering to order 
and extended a cordial welcome to 
all present, at this, the first banquet 
of the High School alumni. He gave 
a brief history of the High school, 
saying that the history of the school 
went back to very early times. It 
was not so old in years as in ob- 
seurity. Mr. Lamson’s history, he 
said, recorded that in 1848 the town 
voted that there be a high school 
established for the benefit of the 
whole town. This was the intro- 
duction of the ‘‘High school sys- 
tem,’’ as it was called, in the re- 
port of the committee, as distin- 
guished from the former ‘‘ District 
system.’’ The committee was in- 
structed to put the Town hall in 
suitable condition to accommodate 
the high school. According to some 
old Essex county records, he said, 
there were in Manchester, in the 
earlier days, three public and. pri- 
vate schools besides the high school. 
In the middle of the last century, 
high schools were not so much in 
vogue as private schools. The first 
teacher of the High school, in 1848, 
was John C. Long. The first course 
of study was introduced by Prof. 
Sargent, who took charge of the 
school in 1866 and remained until 
1888. The speaker had always ta- 
ken much pride in the movement 
started by him the first year he was 
here, in 1891, to start an alumni 
association and he was glad to see 
it had prospered and could now 
boast of this big gathering of peo- 
ple. He went on to say that Deacon 
Torrey was now the oldest living 
teacher, and that we would all re- 
member Mr. Torrey for the beauti- 
ful ideas expressed by him in poetry 
and that these will live long after 
he is gone. 

Prof. N. B. Sargent was then in- 
troduced by the toast-master, the 
introduction being prefaced by a 
profound problem in geometry, 
which Mr. Sargent did not under- 
take to answer. He said he felt 
somewhat like the colored actors 
when a ‘‘nigger’’ in the ign gat 
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schools are doing everything that 


can be done for the young. Some 
times I think we do too much ¢nd 
that we are taking away the things 
which inspire ambition in the young 
and make their work too easy.’ 
He alluded to the old days at the 
high school and to the grounds on 
the hill—he could never forget that. 
He spoke feelingly of his remem- 
brances and love which he bore the 
town and its people. He closed by 
quoting the last verse of his now- 
famous song, ‘‘The Same Tides 
Flow,’’? which we print in full. 


O’er these rugged hills so grand, 
Now to us a joy and pride; 
And along the rocky strand 
Where we watch the rolling tide, 
Masconomo, chieftain bold, 
With his arrows and his bow, 
Used to wander, we’ve been told, 
Many years ago.

He said: ‘‘I understand that this 
association is interested not only in 
meeting once a year and reealling 
_ the scenes and incidents of school 
days, but that it also is interested 
in furnishing a strong backing for 
- the local high school, and so a word 
— about that institution may not be 
out of place. 

“The high school in any commu- 
nity is a very important institution, 
as it has practically the last chance 
at the formation of character. The 
foundation of character necessitates 
the getting of knowledge, not the 
getting of knowledge in one par- 

ticular branch, for that tends to 
make one narrow—but the getting 
of a foundation knowledge in as 

many branches as possible. 
“The high school today is the 
_ peoples’ college and as such it must 
offer a sufficient variety of courses 
- -thatothe) student tmay«get a: founda- 
tion alongithnee dinesrsthe voeation- 
al, the social and the culturabonso. 
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I would suggest that there be added 
to this, manual-training for the boys 
and domestic science for the girls. 

“This does not mean that the 
school is to become a trade school 
for the chief aim of the high school 
hike all other schools is not to make 
men mechanics, but to make mech- 
anics men. 

‘“‘One more suggestion. I am in- 
clined to believe that the average 
eighth-grade boy or girl who enters 
the high school directly and _ at- 
tempts to carry on the regular work 
of that institution is too immature 
for so doing, and that one of three 
things is likely to happen: First, 
he becomes discouraged on account 
of his inability to grasp the sub- 
jects and drops out of school; see- 
ond, he takes a post-graduate course 
at the local high school or a year 
at some fitting school; third, he en- 
ters college with conditions and on 
account of immaturity and lack of 
preparation is compelled to take an 
extra year at an added expense of 
at least $500 or $600. I would sug- 
gest, therefore, that the course of 
study in the Story high school be 
changed from four to five years and 
that the eighth grade pupils enter 
what would be ealled a sub-fresh- 
man elass. This would give them 
an opportunity to become adjusted 
to and get a proper foundation for 
the regular high school work. I be- 
heve these changes would furnish 
an opportunity for a better equip- 
ment not only for college but for 
life.”’ 

Prof. Sabin then sang ‘‘The Stein

Christian Army Work. 


The Christian Army give the fol- 
lowing statement of their work for 
the month of January: 

‘‘During January, the great need 
of the work of the Christian army 
in this section was again made mani- 
fest. Highty-nine individual cases 
were admitted to the home, 1839 
meals were given free, 606 night’s 
shelter and 753 garments were giv- 
en away without cash payment. In 
addition 39 nights’ shelter were paid 
for by men who had not sufficient 
money to go elsewhere, and 19 
night’s shelter were paid for by 
other organizations, who also paid 
for 20 meals for persons sent by 
them to the army. 

“Two unfortunate children have 
been under eare all the month. 
Three families have been fitted up 
with furniture and are paying a lht- 
tle each week. Baskets of groceries 
have been supplied in ecases only 
needing just temporary _ relief. 
Work, although scaree, has been 
found for some. 


“The army’s income, including a 
loan of $385, was $171.15, and the 
expenses were $167.95, leaving $3.20 
to start another month with, which, 
from past experience, will be a very 
trying one.”’

North Shore people, as well as 
the gardeners, will be interested to 
learn that it was practically decided 
at a recent meeting of the directors 
of the Mass. Horticultural society, 
that the second show of the National 
Society of American Florists will be 
held in Boston in March, 1911. This 
society has given but one show bhe- 
fore and that was in Chicago, where 
$17,000 was taken in gate receipts. 

Both Horticultural and Symphony 
halls will be used, and the selection 
and date is set early that the gard- 
eners, florists and private growers 
may have ample time to grow plants 
for this exhibition. 

In addition to the National show, 
the American Rose and Carnation 
societies will also hold their shows 
at the same time in Boston. 


Don’t be too much impressed with 
what ‘‘everybody says.’’ Sometimes 
this ‘‘everybody’’ is nothing more 
than some neighborhood gossip. 
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Warren F. Spalding, a pioneer in 
prison reform, who drafted the bill 


that established the Massachusetts 
state reformatories, and also the 


first bill to employ probation offi- 
cers, gave a very interesting and 
instructive address in the People’s 
Forum series, last Sunday evening. 
Ilis subject .as announced, was 
‘“Modern Methods of Dealing with 


Criminals.’’ In the course of his 
address he classified criminals as 
professional criminals, who caleu- 


late the proceeds of their misdeeds 
and- reckon their imprisonments at 
so.many dollars per day; the hab- 
itual eriminals, who are arrested 
and re-arrested for the same _ of- 
fense; the eriminal of circumstance, 
whose wrong deeds are occasioned 
if not actually caused by the eir- 
cumstanees into which they are 
thrown; and the great mass of erim- 
inals who folow through weakness, 
rather than wickedness. Mr. Spald- 
ing showed the impossibility of fit- 
ting the punishment to the crime 
and the same difficulty of fitting 
the. punishment to the criminal. He 
then went on to describe the com- 
paratively modern idea of attempt- 
ing to fit the criminal to become a 


useful member of society again. 
Ile described the efforts made to 


this end in our reformatories and re- 
form sebools and in the system of 
probation which has been several 
years nN vogue im our state. When 
questioned as to the application of 
the reform idea to the jails, Mr. 
Spalding said that it had not been 
given any trial at all. He said that 
our present jail system is a disgrace 
to the nation and a relic of barbar- 
ism. We are in the habit of advis- 
ing our youth to keep away from 
bad company. When our state, how- 
ever, takes charge of our youth it 
puts them into worse company and 
compels them to associate with such 
company. It will not be long. that 
people will permit this to continue. 

Among the speakers to be at the 
Village church in the People’s 
Forum. series, one of the most in- 
teresting will be J. Weston Allen, 
Esq., of Boston, who will give his 
address on the ‘‘Ojibway Indians,’’ 
among whom he spent some months 
not long. since.” Another musical 
treat 1s also promised in the near 
future.

OUR NEW LINOTYPE MACHINE 
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We print above a picture of the 
new model 5 linotype machine re- 
cently installed at the Breeze office, 
the only machine of its kind on the 
North Shore, with the exception of 
the machines in the offices of the 
Gloucester Daily Times, at Glouces- 
ter, and the Beverly Times, at Bev- 
erly. The machine takes the place 
of the four girls usually employed 
to set the Breeze by hand. It is 
capable of doing the work of more 
than six compositors. Since its in- 
stallation on the first of February, 
it has not only set up the Breeze 
each week, but on it has set 
to the present date, over 300 pages 
of the Rockport and Manchester 
town reports. The metal is heated 
by gasoline and the slugs are made 
from the melted metal which, after 
being printed, are melted over and 


over again. The linotype machine 
is considered the acme of mechanical 
ingenuity— it is one of the machines 
which does everything but talk. 

The Breeze invites any one who 
is interested to come to the office 
any time between 8 and 5 o’clock to 
see it in operation. Incidentally, we 
might mention by way of a ‘‘puff’’ 
for ourselves, that we have just been 
able to secure the contract from a 
large publishing concern for setting 
the type for a 500-page history 
which will later be placed on sale 
all over the country. The machine 
gives us an opportunity and advan- 
tage of reaching out into larger 
fields than we were perviously able 
to reach. 

The machine is identically the 
same as those used by the big news- 
papers in Boston and _ elsewhere.-

On our front page this week we 
are printing a picture of Beach st., 
taken some 20 years ago, a picture 
that is unfamiliar to most of our 
Manchester people, and especially to 
the members of the summer colony, 
who are accustomed to ride over this 
street in the summer season. 

The picture was loaned us by 
Charles O. Lee. It was taken from 
the railroad crossing, looking to- 
ward the Postoffice. On the extreme 
left will be noticed the building 
where the Breeze office is now locat- 
ed. A barber shop was then located 
there. The next building on the 
street is the old Kinsman house, de- 
molished some years ago, previous 
to the erection of the postoffice block. 
It will be noted that none of the 
stores now lining this street had yet 
been built. Dow’s block and thesmall 
stores between that and the Breeze 
office had not been built, neither had 
Bell’s store, nor the Blaisdell build- 
ing, occupied by Smith’s express. 
Dr. Blaisdell’s and A. C. Needham’s 
residences, on Union street, are 
shown in the picture. 

At the head of the street will be 
noticed the white building, now oe- 
cupied by Valentine’s market and a 
tailor shop. 

On the right hand side of the 
street, in the foreground, will be 
seen the building owned by J. S. 
Reed, now used by him as a home 
and restaurant. Shaughnessy, a 
plumber, then occupied the lower 
portion of the building, coming here 
about the time of the installation of

LITTLE STORIES OF THE SOUTHWEST, 


COW LANDS OF TEXAS. 


An El Dorado and a Desert, both in Season---a Land of 
Droughts, Reptiles, Spiders and Bad Men. 


(By M. J. Brown, Editor /ittle Valley (N. Y.) Hub.) 3 


When nature finished up her job 
on this dump of a world, cooled 
things off and opened up for settle- 
ment, she had everything pretty 
well averaged up, with a drawback 
tacked onto every garden of Eden 
and a bargain day with every bit of 
desert. . 

To we who live back where winter 
is king for five months, we can hard- 
ly associate summer weather with 
the last days of January, yet out 
here in the southwest the summer 
is all that New York eyer had in its 
balmiest Junes. 

Day after day the soft winds 
blow up from Mexico, bringing 
spring with them and day after day 
the ineffable sunshine spreads over 
all, and this semi-desert country in 
midwinter is all that Los Angeles 
can ever be—in climate. 

Why isn’t it a garden of Eden? 
There are a hundred whys. Coming 
from the frozen north to these 
prairie dog plains, where the south 
breeze is as soft as a baby’s touch, 
one thinks of little but the ever-blue 
sky and the trill of the birds. 
Warmth and sunshine are here and 
all else is forgotten. 

If there were no drawbacks, 
would these plains of the Texas 
southwest remain a cow country? 
Would a country of ten months’ 
warmth and sunshine be given over 
to cattle and sheep raising unless 
there were the best of reasons why 
it could not be used for anything 
else? 

I have seen these plains when not 
a drop of moisture had fallen in 
over a year, and there have been 
seasons when twice as many. months 
have passed with the brown tracts 
drying up and eracking open for 
want of water, and when it would 
appear that everything living ex- 
cept spiders, snakes and lizards, had 
abandoned the thirsty land; when 
rabbits and prairie dogs migrate to 
water and when the coyoutes ran 
mad for thirst. 

Under such conditions how would 
a man from Maine enjoy life here? 
What would a New Yorker or an 
Ohioian think of the blue skies and 
the Mexican breezes? 

There are other drawbacks. 

Under the mesquite clumps live 
the big hairy tarantulas—the deadly 
webless spider of the southwest— 
which we Yankees don’t take to, 
but which take to us. Often the 


grocer catches one in a buneh of 
bananas and gives a free side show 
with his spidership, but I wish that 
you might see one of those giant 
spiders in action—one of these fel- 
lows you don’t. find on banana 
bunches. 

In the bottom of a draw yester- 
day I found one of the biggest of 
these brown tarantulas, and he was 
out in the open where I could tor- 
ment him, and where I proved the 
assertion that they can jump. With 
a long limb I prodded it, prevent- 
ing its escape to a hole, and as I 
waved the bush over its head the 
spider jumped for it, gained a hold 
and in an instant was running up 
the limb toward my hand. Like the 
boy with the hot nail, I didn’t wait 
to be told to drop it. But I camped 
on its trail, and later‘on when I had 
seen it crawl into a hole, I covered 
it with a tomato can, poured in a 
bucket of water and when he came 
out I had him. 

And another one to look out for, 
and one which northerners and east- 
erners don’t care to mix up with, 
is the diamond rattler, that most 
deadly of all snakes, and it is elaim- 
ed the only venomous snake in all 
the southwest. This reptile abounds 
here and can be found on every 
acre, and I can only account for the 
very few being bitten by the story 
that the snake only bites when dis- 
turbed and that he always warns 
before he strikes. Only during the 
dog days of summer, when the rep- 
tiles are shedding their skins and 
when they are said to be blind, is 
there very much precaution exer- 
cised. 

Many have an impression that 
these vast plains are low and level 
because they are ‘‘down in Texas,”’ 
but really they are from 1500 to 


~2000 feet above the gulf of Mexico. 


I went to the top of one of the high- 
est divides today to see the sur- 
rounding country. One doesn’t 
need a spy glass. The dry air is so 
clear that distance seems annihiliat- 
ed and the eye almost loses its reck- 
oning. And north, south, east and 
west, so far as the eye can reach is 
spread out that never-ending mon- 
otony of view—brown aeres, cacti, 
mesquite, chinnock and white stones. 

One may travel for 24 hours stead- 
ily without a sight of a human be- 
ing. Everlasting, never-changing 
monotony. Once in a while the 


black face of a Mexican will look 
down from a sand butte, and you 
will see his sheep scattered through 
the bushes; and again you will meet 
some lore cowboy riding the range, 
and when after hours of riding a 
windmill comes into view, it is in- 
deed a welcome sight for a ranch 
house will be close by, where one 
will be given a welcome so cordial 
and a hospitality so genuine that it 
will renew one’s faith in mankind. 
But it is the cow towns where one 
finds interest and real wild west hu- 
man nature—the towns where the 
ranchmen the cowboys and the Mex- 
icans constantly come and go. 


Nearly all writers of the cow 
country slop over considerably in 
praising the cowboys and _ ranch- 
men for their open and almost fore- 
ed hospitality. Stop to a ranch 
house and it is literally true that 
they cannot do too much for you. 
It is.a habit born of earlier days, 
and becomes a duty. But in the cow 
towns, where the visitor pays his 
way, and the people know he is 
looking at them and asking of 
them from  ecuriosity—well, it 
has been my _ experience that 
these people have as thick a crust 
around them as you will find any- 
where and that the prejudice 
against a Yankee sticks out plainer 
than in Mississippi. Their courtesy 
and accommodation is too often mis- 
taken for welcome. 


The cow country takes a man on 
trust and then waits for him to make 
good. It is not a locality for Chau- 
tauqua circles and ice cream socials. 
The man who can appreciate the 
patronage doesn’t go, and who can 
fall in and mix it with the fellows 
‘‘just natural like,’’ without play- 
ing ‘‘short’’ or slopping over—the 
man who has discernment enough 
to go far enough and not too far— 
such a fellow will make friends here 
of men who would die for him and 
who will never forget him. 


I never saw this more clearly il- 
lustrated than in Sonora the other 
day, when a man from Utica, N. Y., 
who claimed to be doing special 
magazine work, found that the cow- 
boys were not as warm as the Mexi- 
can breezes. Around the hotel he 
made himself obnoxious by ever- 
playing the tenderfoot. He was new 
to the country, and he thought the 
play was to proclaim it generally, 
take off his collar, go in his shirt- 
sleeves, ask questions and spend _ his 
money. Going into a saloon where ~ 
a bunch of cowboys were loafing and 
playing dominoes, he called every- 
body up to “‘have something’’ and 
not a man in the place responded. 
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Luckily the fellow had sense enough 
not to urge or question, otherwise 
he might of had some real life ex- 
periences to have written of. 

The man was overdoing and did 
not know it. Some one had told him 
he must be common and spend his 
money, and the cow punchers simp- 
ly resented this fellow’s too-appar- 
ent and unnatural patronage. 

Time is the most abundant of all 
things in this country, and tomor- 
row is the most convenient of all 
words. Indolent, easy-going, the 
people live in the today, and let 
Carnegie and the Rockefellers do 
the worrying. 

Comforts there are none—that is 
according to our dictionaries. With 
the one exception, meat, the people 
do not raise anything they consume. 
Nothing will grow here except grass 
and weeds. Not a vegetable, a ber- 
ry, a tree of fruit, not a single green 
thing that man’s system craves. No 
gardens, not an onion, a radish, a 
vine—nothing, because of uncertain 
rainfall. Every article worn, eaten 
or used, except meat has to be 
freighted in from the railroads, 
hence the people have reduced their 
necessities to a minimum—beans, 
bacon and bread—and one could 
chase a cat through the most of the 
houses if all the doors and windows 
were closed. 

But there is health here in the 
thirsty land, health that money can 
not buy and drugs can not give; 
there are days of rare winter beauty 
and balminess that no place on earth 
can surpass; there are twilights 
with no curfew calls in the evening 
glow and nights when a great white 
moon shakes down a soft light and 
makes a scene so beautiful and al- 
luring that a cover over one’s bed 
seems sacrilege. 

There are no pennies, and very 
few ‘‘Yankee dimes’”’ in this coun- 
try. Two bits is the smallest piece 
of change in ready circulation. 
Ask for a postage stamp and tender 
a nickle and you get two stamps 
and a postal card. No one wants 
or will accept ‘‘penny pieces,’’ and 
it is but very recently that dimes 
and nickles have come into the me- 
dium of circulation. Everything 
one buys is bought into quantities 
of dollars, halfs and quarters. 

To give you a little idea of the vol- 
ume of business done in these cow 
towns I would state that one gen- 
eral store in Sonora does an average 
business of $1000 a day, and there 
are a half-dozen other stores. It 
would certainly be interesting to 
get statistics on the saloon trade 
here, but I will leave this rather 
delicate assignment for the next 


WHO HOLDS THE KEY? 


Rev. Henry C. Adams of Winthrop, Preached Interesting Sermon at 
the Congregational Church, Manchester, Sunday Morning. 


Sunday morning, the Rev. Henry 
C. Adams of Winthrop, preached at 
the Congregational church, Man- 
chester, taking as his text, Rev. 3:20, 
‘Behold I stand at the door and 
knock. If any man hear my voice 
and will open the door I will come 
in and sup with him, and he with 
me.’’ He said, in part: 

“Tf God is seeking for admission 
into human hearts, man has the 
power to grant or refuse the re- 
quest. If man had no choice in the 
matter, there would be no signifi- 
eance in the knocking. God is in- 
finitely wise, powerful and good and 
yet the divine power is being 
thwarted by the human will. 

‘Tt seems of little importance to 
me in this present life what man’s 
responsibilities will be. We hold 
open the door or we keep it closed. 
The vital question is what are we 
doing with the key? We hold the 
key. Are we using it in the right 
way or are we letting it rust in its 
place? The door will not turn on 
its hinges unless we take the trouble 
to open it. So great and complete 
is the measure of man’s freedom 
and the responsibility given to hin! 
This is what makes him a man, his 
freedom and the hope of sometime 
becoming God-like. ‘We shall be 
like him, for we shall see him as he 
is.’ We are free, responsible beings, 
and no one of us ean look back or 
any important event in our lives 
without knowing it is of our own 
choosing. 

‘“We see God standing at the door 
of our life, knocking for admission. 
Man holds the key. Many wiil an- 
swer in the time of trouble or loss, 
and adversity may move one to open 
the door that has been elose:l 
through prosperity. Yet none of 
us will ever covet adversity for our 
friends. 

‘‘God is ever standing at the door 
of our inner life, seeking admission. 
Let us think what this means. If 
human freedom has such heauty oF 
human nature, what shall we say of 
that beauty of divine nature of God, 
in his attitude toward men’ Can 
any conception be any more glort- 
ous? God is love, and love seeks 
the object upon which it is bestowed. 
If I say this is a grand conceptioa, 
how much grander is the though! 
that God is at all times, in all plac- 
es, seeking entrance to human 


man. With the temperance feeling 
here, I don’t fancy the job. 


hearts and lives. It is a fact of 
great significance, a fact to which 
many of us, perhaps all of us, owe 
our first impulse God-ward. First 
open the door. Some experience 
touches one person and leads him 
to God, another touches another 
person with a like result but these 
various experiences only serve to 
make very clear the fact that God is 
in them all, that he is continually 
knocking to see if he ean not gain 
the door of the inner life that is 
barred against Him. 

‘We are all impressed by the ana- 
logy between the natural and spirit- 
ual life. The psalmist. hikens God 
to the sun. One is the source of 
spiritual life and the other of physi- 
cal life. The sun always shines, al- 
though clouds sometimes shut it 
from the earth. The sun is ever 
seeking to pierce the clouds that 


‘light and heat may be given the 


earth. This is the chief point in 
the analogy this morning. It is hard 
to keep the sunshine out. It needs 
no special attraction to draw the 
sunlight. I like to think that this 
is a beautiful way of showing the 
soul’s relation to God. Man is free, 
with dominion over his own life, 
and God, with infinite patience, is 
seeking to enter into our lives. This 
is the conception the text gives us. 
God has been knocking at the door 
of your and my life all this week. 
Some of us have opened the door 
the greater part of the way. I won- 
der if any of us have fully given 
God the right of way? 

‘*We cannot measure Christ’s love 
to us, but unless our love for Him 
is greater than ‘our love for our- 
self, in no sense do we allow him 
to come into our lives, and the doors 
are still barred against him. 

‘The test of our love is the meas- 
ure of our obedience. The Master 
said a great deal about obeying. ‘Ye 
are my friends, if ye do the things 
I command you.’ What God asks 
of us, he gives in winning men. 
Love always obeys. God is love, 
and so God also obeys and the cross 


of Christ is first of all the fullest, 


deepest expression of God’s love to 
man, algo .of ..Christ’s. obedience. 
Obedience to God -is simply putting 
God first. Are we doing this? This 
is opening our heart to God, open- 
ing it so that he may enter and take 
our life to use as he likes. He is 
standing at the door of our imner 
life, knocking for admission that he

MANCHESTER, Mass., Feb. 9, 1910. 

Notice is hereby given that the Board of 
Registrars of Voters will be in session at the 
office of the Board of Selectmen on Wednesday 
evening, Feb. 16, from 7 to 8; also on Wednes- 
day evening, Feb. 23, from 7 to 8; also on Sat- 
urday, Feb. 26, from 12 a. m. to10 p. m., for 
the purpose of receiving evidence of the quali- 
fication of persons claiming a right to vote at 
the election to be held on Monday, March 7, 
1910, and of correcting the list of voters. 

See that your name is on the Voting List of 
your town; if not there call at the office of the 
Board of Registrars on the days above men- 
tioned, and be registered, or you cannot vote, 
Bring with you a certificate from the assessors 
or a tax bill or notice from the collector of taxes, 
showing that you have been assessed a poll tax 
as a resident of the town of Manchester. 

All persons whose names are stricken from 
the voters’ lists for any lawful reason, will, be- 
fore they can again have their names placed up- 
on said lists, be required to register their names 
at the time hereinbefore stated in like manner as 
new voters. 

Naturalized citizens presenting themselves for 
registration must bring their naturalization papers 
with them. 

If a qualified voter of this town whose name 
was on the voters’ list last year, and who has 
been assessed for the current year, finds after 
the close of registration that his name is not 
placed on the voters’ list of the current year, by 
reason of having been omitted by clerical error 
or mistake, he may upon personal application, 
have his name placed upon the voting list, or, 
if application be made on the day of election, he 
may have a certificate to vote.

Mr. Foster is survived by his 
widow, four sons, Benjamin F., of 
Boston; Gerry Ingalls of California, 
Harry ©. of Magnolia, and Edward 
S. of Winchester, also six grandchil- 
dren, Alice Frances and Edward 
Stanley, jr., children of Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward S. Foster of Winches- 
ter, and four children of Gerry I. 
Foster of California.

We print on our front cover this 
week a sketch of the attractive new 
block of stores built at Magnolia this 
winter by Jonathan May for Charles 
W. Smith of Germantown, Pa., a 
summer resident of Magnolia. The 
sketch was very kindly sent to us by 
Mr. Smith. 

The block, which we may presume 
will be called ‘‘Smith Block,’’ is lo- 
eated on Lexington ave., and is 
on the opposite side of the street 
from the old Magnolia Hotel, and is 
next to the Donchian building. It 
is nearly opposite the Colonnade. 
Attractive in design and built with 
the slap dash finish in front, the 
stores present a very fine appear- 
ance, and when the display windows 
are filled with wares of the five oc- 
cupants this section of Magnolia will 
present quite a shoppy appearance.

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SOUTH WEST STORIES OF SAND STORMS, 
TREASURE CAVES AND HUMAN BONES. 


A Land where Time is Cheap and Game is Plenty, and where 


Rain Drops are worth as much as Opals. 
[By M. J. Brown, Editor / ttle Valley (N. Y.) Hub.] 


A grewsome little incident hap- 
pened this week which illustrates 
that human life in the southwest is 
not the dearest of all things and 
that a bundle of human bones is no 
more or less than just bones. 

Some of the cowboys took me out 
on the Ozona trail to where there 
is a cave which has figured promi- 
nently in the wild history of west 
Texas. Only a few years ago, verbal 
history has it, that this cave was the 
last stand for ‘‘Black Jack’’ and 
his gang of train and stage robbers 
—a resort when he was hard pressed 
by the Rangers—and a cave the 
opening of which one might hunt 
for weeks and never find, and all 
the time be within a few rods of it. 

The opening to the cave is about 
30 inches across, an almost perfect- 
ly round hole going straight down 
about eight feet into sold white rock. 
It is surrounded on every side by a 
circle of dwarfed cedars and directly 
over the opening is a cedar, which 
had in days past been: bent over, held 
down by a weight, and had grown in 
this horizontal position until its 
green foliage entirely covered the 
opening, and no one could ever 
dream that the top of this scrub tree 
guarded a secret that many a Rang- 
er gave his life to find, without re- 
sult. 

Tuesday, with a couple of friends 
we went to the eave, lifted the brush 
covering, and one by one lowered 
each other, by lying on our faces 
and letting each other down by the 
hands. At the bottom the cave wid- 
ens into a little tunnel, perhaps six 
feet across, from which are exits 
through three holes, just big enough 
for a man to crawl through. 

Lighting a candle one of the boys 
crawled through the opening; and 
no sooner had his feet disappeared 
when we heard him eall to those 
behind to catch him by the feet and 
draw him out, as a big rattler was 
coiled on a ledge just above him. 
Before the explorer had been pulled 
half way out, I was already on the 
shoulders of another man, and pok- 
ing my head out of the opening in- 
to the sunshine. The exploring ex- 
pedition was abandoned. Interest 
had gone down below zero. 

But I started to tell you some- 
thing about bones and things. It 
has a connection with the cave. 

Returning from the cave I found 


two young fellows who two weeks 
ago crawled through the openings 
and made a hunt for ‘‘Black Jack’’ 
Ketchem’s buried treasures, but in- 
stead of a kettle of gold they found 
a human skeleton, complete of every 
bone. The boys gave me the story, 
but I had been to Texas before and 
I smiled, when to convince me they 
showed me where they buried the 
bones, after taking them out of the 
cave and to town. 

I had dug for bones in Texas be- 
fore, but I was again easy, but a 
foot under the soft earth we found 
the skeleton, the white bones picked 
clean by the coyoutes and the skull 
with a hole in the top—a souvenir 
which will later be used for a desk 
ornament in New York. As for the 
history, you guess. 

This week I saw what I have never 
before happened to witness in my 
travels—a genuine dust storm, or 
sand storm. The wind came up with 
the sun, blowing hard from the west, 
and every hour it increased until 
afternoon there was a storm which 
was the exact counterpart of a New 
York state winter blizzard, only that 
in place of snow was dust and sand, 
the sweepings of the desert coun- 
tries from the Pacific coast. 

Looking out across the prairies 
the sun is darkened by the great 
dust clouds, and one would think a 
terrible thunder storm was coming 
on. Everywhere the air is grey and 
the wind blowing at sixty miles an 
hour, drives the sharp particles with 
terrific force, and it is almost im- 
possible to face it. There is only one 
thing to do during a sand storm, and 
that is to hunt cover. And there 
are several things to do for days 
afterward, eat dust, wear dust and 
sleep with dust. It drives through 
the loosely-constructed houses and 
settles onto and into everything. 
And this is another of the draw- 
backs I failed to mention. 

The past year has been one that 
has caused the sheep men, the eat- 
tle men and the business men to do 
some worrying in the cow countries, 
because of the lack of rainfall and 
consequent lack of feed. The plains 
have been burned up and the water 
holes dry for many months, and the 
much despised prickly pear cactus 
has been utilized for feed to keep 
alive the starving steers. This cac- 
tus grows in great patches all over 


the prairie, and thousands of shoots 
branch out, big as dinner plates, an 
inch or more thick, juicy and green, 
but protected by needle-like thorns 
an inch and a half long. It is pitiful 
to see the half-starved cattle try to 
eat these plates. They will break 
them off with their hoofs and paw 
them around on the ground to break 
off the thorns and then eat them. 
I have seen the poor cattle with 
these plates nailed to their noses 
with the sharp needles. The ranch- 
men now have an oil torch 

with which they burn off the 

needles, and then feed them. There 

is also a soto plant which grows 
in abundance here, and whose root 

is much like a cabbage head, that 

affords good feed in emergencies, 

but there is too much work to 

‘“‘knock”’ them, and it is strictly a_ 
last resort feed. 

Everybody goes the eredit limit 
in this country, and when «4 hard 
season comes it hurts everybody. 1! 
a man owns a hundred head of eat- 
tle and a thousand head of sheep 
he will mortgage them to the limit — 
and buy more, and then when hard _ 
times pinch and money is close, it 
“‘done gets him.’’ g 

Every cow town in the southwest _ 
has its Mexican annex, the same as_ 
the towns in the old south have 
negro subsidiaries. Apart from the 
main town will be the elistered i 
*dobies of the Mexicans, with tiatch-_ 
ed roofs, looking very curious to the 
Yankee eye. In a way, these im 
dian-looking men are woaders of in- 
genuity and thrift, yet agam the 
most prodigal in their ways of liv-— 
ing.

table, are grease and peper. Every — 
cooked article has to swim for eX- 
istence in lard, and then be covered — 
in Chili pepper, and covered go_ 
thickly that a mouthful of some of — 
the table concoctions will make one 
hiccough to swallow. ‘Why ‘grease 
and pepper should be so popular in 
a country so hot is one of the many 
strange ones that keep ‘a’ visitor 
guessing out. ; aioe 
Wandering back over the range 
the other day I ran across a wooden 
cross, way back from any ‘habita- 
tion, and learned later that’ it was 
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a Mexican place of worship—a place 
where the Catholics gather in place 
of a church, and back where the 
cowboys will not interfere with the 
services. There are no Mexican 
churches or priests in this locality, 
the Mexicans simply meeting and 
going through a sort of chanting 
praise service. 

Coyoutes are almost as thick as 
jack-rabbits on the divides, and the 
sheep man pays a big mutton assess- 
ment to them every year, despite the 
bounty on their heads, the trappers 
who make a living by catching them 
and the spreading of strychnine. 
The big grey loafer wolf is also 
dread to the sheep and cattle men. 
The ranchmen add to the state boun- 
ty on these dangerous fellows and 
$25 is the price of a scalp. They are 
very hard to kill, hiding in caves 
during the day and plundering in 
the night time. 

As for game, deer abound here, 
but it needs a seasoned ranger to 
shoot them. They hide in the cane 
brakes of the rough places in the 
day and graze in the night. Quail 
are here by countless thousands and 
are hunted for meat, not sport. 
Wild cats and skunks are numerous, 
but the fur of the latter is worthless, 
because of the climate. Panthers 
are here, but not often seen, and 
onee in awhile a Mexican lion will 
come up from the Santa Rosa Moun- 
tains of Mexico. 

It has been hard for me to write 
these three letters, for the reason 
that the locality is odd to me, and 
has lost its novelty, and where in- 
terest is stale, descriptions are apt 
to be. 

But I have now fully arranged a 
trip that should, and I believe will, 
be full of interest in every hour, and 
I hope to make the remaining ar- 
ticles of this series assay a little 
higher. Next week I| start on an 
overland trip of 170 miles, direct 
south 120 miles to the southern Rio 
Grande at Del Rio, and then across 
the border and 50 miles south into 
Mexico, through the pueblos of the 
Mexicans and Aztecs and into the 
Santa Rosa mountains. I have an 
old timer for a guide and driver, 
and the price is simply paying the 
grub stake. There are any number 
of men here who will furnish the 
outfit if the visitor will stake it, 
both for the love of the trip and be- 
cause of the stories of opals and gold 
that come from over the Rio Grande 
—stories of richness that remind one 
of the days of °49. Many.men go 
over the border and spend, months 
in these mountains, returning. with- 
out a dollar, only to raise a. grub 


stake and go back. Such is the lure. 


of gold. Year after year they hunt 

the mountains and hope springs 

anew from every failure. The hunt 

for gold has a fascination all its 

own, and one that never dies.

children, for the whole town can be 


used by them as a playground. That 
is true as far as it goes, but we be-. 


lheve that much good is being ac- 
complished by those towns and cit. 
ies that are offering to the children 
play grounds where the children 
may assemble during their play 
hours and enjoy themselves. 


Beverly, the last year, had ap- 
paratus placed in the field opposite 
the railroad station and a regular 
instructor was employed to spend a 
certain number of hours each day 
with the children, and wonderful 
good was accomplished. If Man- 
chester can afford it—and we be- 
lieve she can—apparatus, such as is 
usually used in cases of this kind, 
ought to be purchased and some 
steps taken toward procuring a 
young man°of excellent traits and 
character, with whom we can trust 
the children of the town at certain 
hours during the summer months. 
The few cents which would come out 
of the pockets of the voters to be 
used for the benefit of the children 
would never be regretted. 


It is a matter of record that among 
the good things that have been ac- 
complished in the last year, is the 
advancement of the playground 
idea. Of the larger cities 184 spent 
$1,353,114 in giving to the children 
of the tenements a breathing spot 
where they might run and romp 
from daybreak to sunset. .Then 336 
cities maintained and _ supervised 
playgrounds. The total amount of 
money spent by both municipalities 
and private purses is more or less 
problematic. But the good done is 
certainty. It is printed upon little 
faces and bodies; 
tiny hearts. 

Chicago probably did more for 
her little ones than any other large 
city, spending for playgrounds 
$500,000. New York, with more 
than twice Chicago’s population, 
spent but $123,000. Detroit spent 
a little more than two cents per in- 


habitant. Jersey City and Louisville. 
spent two and one-fourth cents. St.

Louis (possibly waiting to be shown 
the benefits of playgrounds) spent 
but one cent per inhabitant during 
the 12 months. 


' Inspector of buildings! The sug- 
gestion that such an office ought to 
be created in Manchester may seem 
ridiculous, considering the size of 
the town and the comparatively 
small amount of building going on. 
We believe, however, that the town 
would make no mistake, if at the 
coming March meeting or some fu- 
ture time, action were taken to bring 
this about. At the present time, no 
one has any authority to say any- 
things as to the construction of 
buildings or chimneys in _ houses, 
except in the case of boarding-hous- 
es, hotels and public buildings, 
which come under the jurisdiction 
of the State Board of Police. If the 
authority were given to some com- 
petent person, it would go a long 
way toward guarding against dam- 
age from fire, due from chimneys 
and fire places not properly con- 
structed, and now that Manchester 
has electricity and there is consider- 
able wiring being done, much 
trouble could be avoided in this di- 
rection. A member of the board of 
fire engineers would be, in our esti- 
mation, the best person to appoint 
to such a position. 

We notice there is an article in 
the town warrant for the coming 
town meeting which would seem to 
call for an investigation as to the 
safety of the town hall. If Man- 
chester had a building inspector, it 
would be unnecessary to bring the 
matter before the town in this man- 
ner. 


The work of continuing the double 
track of the B. & M. railroad, to 
Gloucester, will be commenced next 
week. The track was built from 
Magnoha to the Annisquam river 
marshes, half-way between West 
Gloucester and Gloucester proper, 
It is now to be 
completed to the city proper. It 
will be long into the summer before 
the double track will be in operation.

Editor North Shore Breeze: 


Dear Sir: We believe it is gen- 
erally known among the citizens of 
Manchester that this Board has de- 
cided not to reappoint Mr. F. M. 
Andrews as Superintendent of the 
department, after his present term 
expires, April 1. This matter ap- 
pears to have become an issue in the 
election to be held March 7, and 
we believe many wrong impressions 
concerning the question are being 
received by the voters of the town. 
We think, therefore, that it would 
be well if we were to issue a state- 
ment to the voters, giving our rea- 
sons for desiring a change of Super- 
intendent. 

Our reasons, which we desire to 
state as briefly as possible, are, that 
the department has fallen into a 
badly demoralized condition as re- 
gards discipline and for the past 
two years there has been constant 
friction between the employees of 
the department and the superin- 
tendent and consequent annoyance 
and trouble for the members of the 
Board. On several occasions the 
Board have had reason to expect the 
resignation of one or both of the 
engineers, as well as other em- 
ployees of the department, as a re- 
sult of these conditions. Not only 
has there been this trouble between 
the Superintendent and his men, but 
it has been his policy to incite bad 
feeling between these men against 
each other with the result that as 
he himself admitted to the Chair- 
man of the Board: ‘‘there is no dis- 
cipline left and I Should not care to 
remain here under these condi- 
tions.’’ Observing these conditions, 
the Board has made earnest en- 
deavor to locate the cause and our 
investigations have convinced us 
that the trouble lies with Mr. An- 
drews, rather than with the men, 
and that the only remedy was to re- 
move Mr. Andrews, or the entire 
working force under him. 

In addition to the conditions 
above mentioned the Board has re- 
ceived,many complaints of incivility 
and sometimes insult from Mr. An- 
drews.* There’ have been many 0oc- 
casions on which there has been 
much ‘unnecessary objection and 
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argument about simple business of 
the department which should have 
gone through without friction, and 
much bad feeling has been caused 
among consumers and others by the 
very peppery temperament of the 
Superintendent. 

The Board feels that the public 
have the right to expect and de- 
mand ordinary courtesy and civility 
from its servants, but in the ease of 
Mr. Andrews these qualities seem 
altogether lacking and many people 
hesitate to approach him on busi- 
ness of the department. Mr. An- 
drews has never been loyal to any 
Board, under which he has served, 
but has persistently and publicly 
criticised any or all of the Board, 
whenever or wherever opportunity 
has presented itself, nor has he con- 
fined his criticism to the Water 
Board alone but has included the 
town officials gnerally from top to 
bottom. In short, Mr. Andrews has 
simply talked himself out of good 
standing. 

These are our main reasons for 
desiring a change in this office and 
we believe they are sufficient. 

The existing conditions would not 
be tolerated by any business man in 
his own affairs and we believe it to 
be for the best interest of the de- 
partment to make the change at this 
time. 

We are informed that the report 
is being circulated that our late 
member, Mr. Stanley, was not in fa- 
vor of this action and we wish to 
state that the action of the Board 
was unanimous and Mr. Stanley 
was entirely in accord with the 
other members of the Board, regard- 
ing this question. 

This matter having become an is- 
sue in the election, the question 
seems to have resolved itself into 
this: Shall the Water Department 
be operated to promote the 1:1er- 
ests of Mr. Andrews or in the best 
interests of the department and ihe 
town? We leave the decision to the 
voters.

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THE FAR SOUTH WEST---A PART OF 


OUR COUNTRY WE DO NOT KNOW 


A Trip Down Devil's River from Source to Mouth—a Weird, 


Burnt up Locality on our Frontier. 
[By M. J. Brown, Editor little Valley (N. Y.) Hub.] 


When you come to west Texas, 
stop at Juno. 

You’ll have to stop there, for 
there is nothing farther west. It 
is the jumping on place. West there 
is nothing—not a post office, a gro- 
cery or a hotel. It is as far west as 
cultivation goes. 

On your map you will find traced 
a rather crooked stream from Sono- 
ra to Juno, and it is labeled Devil’s 
River. I drove a mule down its bed 
for over 100 miles and I do not be- 
lieve that anywhere on the course 
for 60 miles could a damp stone be 
found if you dug for 50 feet. Devil’s 
River, it is indeed, if it ever rains 
out here, for this great draw is the 
drain for a hundred miles, and when 
general rains come this channel is a 
raging dangerous torrent. 

Your geographies tell you that 
west Texas is a plains country. I 
wish the man who wrote this mis- 
statement could follow down dry 
Devil’s river, from Sutton county 
to the Rio Grande, for west Texas 
history would change. 

This great draw, in places two 
miles wide, and again narrowing 
down to 300 yards apparently was 
once a great river. For over a hun- 
dred miles it is lined by great bare 
bluffs as high as the Allegany 
mountains, these bluffs running 
back many miles in every direction, 
and forming smaller canyons—trib- 
utaries to the big draw. 

The trip down this dry river is 
one a travler will never forget, be- 
cause of its weirdness, its desola- 
tion, its dryness, its heat and its 
strangeness. Shut in this great val- 
ley, and looking up at the walls of 
rock and sand on either side, one 
will occasionally stop and wonder 
where he is at—wonder if he is still 
in the United States. These hills are 
different than any hills you ever saw. 
There is a strangeness associated 
with them, and an awesome feeling 
comes over you. It seems as if the 
baked buttes had been heaved up 
from below, pushed up ages ago by 
some volcanic action, and had ever 
since been waiting for the moisture 
that never comes. 

Many of the hills are as devoid 
of vegetation as is John Rockefel- 
ler’s head of hair, acres and acres 
covered with sand and stones, stones 
as small as marbles and as large 
as houses. Then will come miles of 


Spanish dagger 


cacti, cat claw, soto, dwarf oak, 
and sicaweista. 
Hundreds of caves are hidden in 
these bluffs, the homes of coyoutes, 
panthers, loafers and wildecats, and 
thousands of pounds of honey are 
hidden in these chambers. 

Hunting? Well, if you could only 
find your way back you could go 
up almost any of the side draws and 
start a deer. They abound in these 
hills and the roughness of the coun- 
try protects them and will for many 
years to come. But unless one has 
one of the old timers for a guide, 
he had better shoot quail in the main 
draw, for the country is a maze, and 
he will become hopelessly lost in an 
hour. Every draw looks just like 
the other draw, crossing, intersect- 
ing and winding, and to become lost 
in these canyons, with not a ranch 
house in 50 miles, is dangerous. But 
any tenderfoot is cautioned when 
lost to climb to the top of the high- 
est peak he can find, make smoke 
signals and wait for someone to 
come and get him. 

There are panthers on these hills 
as big as yearlings; wild turkeys are 
numerous, deer are plentiful; there 
are a few bears, while wolves, wild- 
eats and civie cats can be started 
anywhere. 

And after hours of riding through 
the hot drains we come to Juno. 
This cow town is 125 miles south- 
west of San Angelo—a nice little 
three days’ drive. It is probably 
the most peaceful and the wildest 
and the wickedest west Texas cow 
town, and one of the oldest towns 
on the Devil’s River country. Two 
general stores, a smith shop, a ho- 
tel and a saloon make up the town. 
But the saloon should have been 
named first for it is the magnet. 
Without it Juno would long since 
have been lost from the map. 

Every Saturday the cowboys come 
in from the canyons and until Mon- 
day morning there is anything in 
the way of wild west entertainment 
one wants to see. And when these 
common drunks become monoton-. 
ous, a barbicue is pulled off. The 
‘09’ boys come in to clean up for 
the tailor shop outfit and west Texas 
makes history. 

Why men will live in those desert 
hills and canyons I cannot under- 
stand. I talked with a bright young 
puncher regarding his life and 


_this stream, 


found he was just home from the © 
rich cotton lands of Texas, and glad 
to be back. 

‘“‘This is sure “nough a sorry 
country, but I wouldn’t give one of 
these little ole sand hills for all the 
country west of Devil’s river.’’ 

Such is love of home. 

Texas, from Deaf Smith County ~ 
to almost the whole west half of 
the Rio Grande, is dried up. Not 
since the spring of 1906 have there 
been general rains, and the ranches — 
are in bad shape. On many pastures 
a fourth of the cattle have starved 
to death, being unable to find 
enough vegetation to keep alive on, 
Sheep men are drifting out of the 
country for want of range and the 
price has risen from two cents per 
head in 1906 to six cents per head 
now, and almost unobtainable for | 
this price. 

One gets a pleasing surprise on 
the drive from Juno, down the dry 
Devil’s river to Comstock. For 
miles you follow the winding can- 
yons through a country that seems 
burnt out,, gigantic ash heaps that 
seem to have been heaved up, and 
parched dry, so dry that the air 
feels it. And then without the 
slightest suggestion, and when you 
would think there was not a drop 
of moisture within a hundred miles, 
the team stops and the horses lower 
their heads to drink from as beauti- — 
ful a mountain stream as ever rilled 
down the Alleganies—a big strea 
of blue, cold mountain water, aa 
from hundreds of springs and filled” 
with trout and catfish. And here 
starts wet Devil’s river, as beautiful — 
a stream as ever mocked a desert. 
Along the banks are giant pecan — 
trees and beautiful groves of shrub- _ 
bery, and one can in a degree ap- — 
preciate the feelings of the men of © 
‘*49’? when they reached an oasis 
in Death Valley. 

A dozen miles the trial follows — 
crossing it a dozen — 
times, and then it is with genuine © 
regret that the route breaks through — 
a cannon gate and comes out on a 
divide country—the up and doewn 
rolling country. And there is open — 
to the eye-a field of green as far as — 
the eye can reach—a field of green — 
on which any horse, cow, sheep or 
goat will starve to death, a vegeta= 
tion of a dozen varieties that cattle — 
cannot and will not.eat...This scene — 
is a paradox, a mockery, of starva= 
tion, and reminds. one.of the, ex 
clamation of the shipwrecked sailor, 
‘“Water, water. ev ony where, but not 
a drop to drink dt Ba 

Miles and miles, hours. et hours 
one will drive, through. this rolling 
country of white hills, almost strip: 
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ped of every bit of vegetation by 
the protracted drowth. But you 
can see just as far as you want, so 
you can look over into Mexico and 
see the outline of the Santa Rosa 
mountains a fuil hundred iniles. 

And then you dro; down from the 
divide, and there aimost hidden by 
the bluffs is Comstock—that little 
desert cow town on tle Southern 
Pacific, and one of the pioneers of 
Sunset route. 

There is not and cannot be obtain 
ed a drop of water in Comstock or 
vicinity. For years they have been 
trying to find water, and they are 
still at it. I went out to a well the 
railroad is drilling, one of a score 
or more that has been forced down 
through absolutely solid rock, with- 
out an inch of dirt, for hundreds of 
feet. 

Every drop of water is freighted 
into Comstock, and it goes without 
telling that baths are barred in this 
cow town. The little dump of a 
hotel so called because it has a sign 
and a $2 a day rate, does not have 
a public wash stand. If you want 
to get the alkali dust out of your 
eyes and ears you must become a 
$2 a day man, when the Mexican 
boy will show you to an eight by 


ten stall and bring you in perhaps a - 


quart of water in a pitcher. 

I asked a cowboy how they wash- 
ed their clothes and took baths 
there. 

“Don’t know, brother. Reckon 
they passes it up ’till it done rains.”’ 

Every house in town has its cis- 
tern and eve gutters running into 
it, and when it rains, as it sometimes 
does, they catch enough water in 
these holes in the ground to last for 
two years. If you are going to stop 
off here, come soon after a rain, for 
a year or so after the fluid gets a 
little thick and is rather hard to 
swallow—although soap makes it 
spread beautifully. Would state it 
has been 18 months since a shower 
has wet the shingles of Comstock, 
and you may guess of how many 
millions of wigglers are daily boiled 
into coffee. It takes a fool tender- 
foot or a nervy man to drink it 
straight. 

The cowboys in these back towns 
have almost a dialect. In localities 
where there is very little going or 
coming and where a section is large- 
ly a community of itself, many ex- 
pressions are used and words coined 
that are as Latin to a Yankee. Then 
too the accent is so different, the 
words carrying with them the Span- 
ish idiom, and it is really hard to 
understand these full- blooded Amer- 
icans of the saddle, or the little Am- 
erican children of the homes. 


And just below Comstock I came 
to the Rio Grande—the muddy, 
treacherous, historic old river that 
separates two countries, running 
shallow in its yellow bed and across 
which I ean almost throw a stone 
into Mexico. This is the stream that 
Mexicans hate, because it marks 
the boundry of a great tract of land, 
that was the price of defeat in the 
war with Texas, and a boundry that 
the Texan hates because it separates 
him from the richest of grazing 
lands, which it covets. 

If it were not for running this 
into politics, I would state that Am- 
ericans along the Rio Grande (and 
perhaps some of the Americans far 
off in Washington, D. C., as well) 
are biding their time impatiently 
waiting until age shall have loosen- 
ed the grip of the iron hand of Diaz, 
and when border troubles and in- 
ternal revolutions will have furnish- 
ed sufficient excuses for interven- 
tion and assimilation, and when the 
Rio Grande will no longer hold Am- 
ericans back from a land they covet. 

And now for ancient old Mexico 
and its people.

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WRONG VIEWS OF THE CENSUS. 


No Harm Can Come to Any Person Who Answers the Questions. 


Letters from the census supervis- 
ors to the U. S. Census Bureau, 
show the erroneous apprehension of 
a considerable element of the popu- 
lation that their answers to the enu- 
merators’ questions in the next cen- 
sus, beginning April 15, this year, 
will cause increased taxation, legal 
entanglements, or injurious conse- 
quences to their persons and prop- 
erty. 

In order to quiet such unfounded 
fears, which would, unless removed, 
materially affect the accuracy of the 
census, the bureau has prepared an 
official statement relative to the de- 
cennial census, its origin, purpose, 
and uses. 

This statement should furnish 
complete assurance to those concern- 
ed that information given the enu- 
merators is held by the Census Bu- 
reau in the strictest confidence with 
reference to the identity of the in- 
formants, as required by the policy 
of the bureau and commanded by 
the law of the United States. 

The bureau’ earnestly hopes 
that clergymen, physicians, school- 
teachers, employers, and other pub- 
lic-spirited citizens who come in ¢on- 
tact with large numbers of people, 
will cooperate with the bureau by 
telling persons who are believed to 
entertain erroneous opinions of the 
census the real facts and urging 
them to give full replies to the enu- 
merators. Teachers are particularly 
requested to speak of the census to 
the school children and ask them to 
tell their parents about it.

It is emphatically declared, by the 
statement, that the information 
sought from the people of the Unit- 
ed States is used solely for general 
statistical purposes. It will neither 
be published nor used in any other 
way to disclose facts regarding any 
individual or enterprise. The cen- 
sus, it goes on to say, is not, never 
has been, and can not be employed 
to obtain information that can be 
used in any way in the assessment 
of property for purposes of taxa- 
tion or the collection of taxes, either 
national, state, or local; or for de- 
portation proceedings, extradition 
measures, army or navy conscrip- 
tion, internal-revenue investigations, 
compulsory school attendance, child- 
labor law prosecutions, quarantine 
regulations, or in any way to affect 
the life, liberty, or property of any 
person. 

It points out that replies to the 
enumerators are and must be held 
by the Census Bureau in strict and 
absolute confidence. . All the bureau 
officials, supervisors’. clerks, enu- 
merators, and interpreters, before 
entering upon their duties, are 
obliged to take a solemn oath not to 
disclose any information they may 
obtain, except to the Census Bureau, 
and a violation of the United States 
law in regard to this oath means a 
$1000 fine or imprisonment for two 
years, or both, in the discretion of 
the court.

THE VALUE OF QUIETNESS.

Rev. L. H. Ruge Preached Interest- 
ing Sermon, Sunday Morning, at 
the Congregational Church, 
Manchester. 


Rev. L. H. Ruge preached Sunday 
morning at the Congregational 
church, Manchester, taking for his 
text, the words, found in the serip- 
ture reading of the morning, ‘‘Be 
still and know that I am God.’’ He 
said in part: 

“This is an age of hurry and 
hustle. The motto of the world is, 
aster, Faster, Faster. The sym- 
bols of the times are the clang and 
clatter of the high speed electric 
train and the rush of the subway 
express with the roar of the auto. 
The world is looking for a man who 
can reduce the time schedule of the 
ocean steamship and the trans-con- 
tinental train. Now we are looking 
for a man to shoot the crowds 
through the air. A man in any eall- 
ing today is valued by the speed 
with which he can _ accomplish 
things We have still the ignorant 
and barbaric idea that God is in the 
whirlwind instead of in the still 
small voice. All this struggling un- 
rest is fatal to the physical man. 
Scores every day pay the toll of 
noise and excitement. But the strug- 
gling life has its place in the pro- 
gress of human events, if it is bal- 
anced by seasons of calm repose. 

‘““This unrest is fatal to the ecul- 
tivation of intellectual life. It is 
fatal to calm meditation which is 
essential in the building of wisdom. 
We are being rushed through so 
many text books of science that the 
mediocre multitudes are a result. 

‘‘Noise and bustle are fatal to ar- 
tistie faculties. An artist never 
paints a picture in a hurry. Strains 
of music are often born in the si- 
lence of the night. This is where 
scientific and philosophical laws are 
founded. 

‘‘Bustle is fatal to the cultivation 
of family life. There is no time for 


conversation, the father rushes’ 'ton 


work in the morning, the children 
rush to school, and the mother rush- 
es through her household tasks and 
her social duties, and the whole fam- 
ily rush to the theatre in the eve- 
ning. 

‘‘It is fatal to the true formation 
of character. Quiet, calm, hope, 
peace and faith—such as these are 
conducive to the finest characters. 
Fogs and vapors literally cover the 
brain of a person excited. Deep 
down into the past experiences, 
down the dark stairs of memory, of- 
ten slippery with forgotten tears, we 
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should go, until we find the quiet, 
holy place. 

‘‘Quietness has its moral applica- 
tion. It has a moral effect on the 
soul and makes it calm. When 
trouble and evil break the silence, 
there is a wisdom more profound 
than words. It is hard to hold our 
peace in trying circumstances, but 
Christ was still under many trying 
circumstances. He rarely replied to 
the jibes of his enemies, and he was 
led to his cross ‘like a lamb led to 
the slaughter, he opened not his 
mouth.’ Let us then preserve the 
Christ-like quietness of soul. Be- 
fore crushing defeat be still. Faith 
preserves its calm before death, ac- 
cident and other unsolved mysteries. 

‘“‘Nature is an example of quiet- 
ness. What falls more quietly than 
the dew, and. yet what is more ef- 
fective? What fragrance unfolds 
more quietly than the flowers? The 
stars and sun are noiseless. The 
ereatest love is without language or 
power of utterance. 

“The older we get, the wiser we 
are; and the wiser we are, the less 
dogmatic we are; and the less dog- 
matic we are, the quieter we are. 

‘““There is a science of unformu- 
lated speech in which God alone 
speaks and in.which the immortal 
soul listens.’

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through living in this town. We have 
just completed at the Breeze office 
the annual report for the town of 
Rockport and we were interested to 
note that the total expenditures for 
the year was something in the vicin- 
ity of $145,000, while in the Man- 
chester report, we notice that $225,- 
864.50 was the total expenditure, not 
counting the amount paid out on the 
additional water supply, which 
brought the total expenditure up to 
$359,232.41. Now, when it is real- 
ized that Manchester has a popula- 
tion of less than 38000 people to 
Rockport’s 6000, it will be seen that 
the town of Manchester spends per 
inhabitant $85.00 against $24.00 
spent in the town of Rockport. By 
this we do not mean to say that 
Rockport spends less than other 
towns, but to emphasize more fully 


the big amount which Manchester 
spends and to show the urgency of 


electing to public office the best men 
which we ean find for the various 
positions. 

The voters should go to the polls 
and vote conscientiously for the men 
they want to manage the various 
town affairs the coming year. Leave 
personalities behind; vote for the 
best and most competent men! 


We note in the report of the Man- 


chester school committee that $2000. 


is asked for, to make further chang- 
es and improvements at the play- 
grounds near the Primary school. 
The appropriation committee, we 
notice, have recommended that 
$1500 be appropriated for this work. 
Last year $800 was appropriated. 

In regard to the $600 ealled for, 
to purchase apparatus for the play- 
ground the appropriation com- 
mittee do not recommend. This 
does not necessarily mean that the 
committee is opposed to any such 
thing. They probably want to leave 
it to the voters. 

We have heard it said that the 
town has no legal right, under the 
existing statutes to appropriate 
money to buy apparatus for play- 
grounds, but there are bills before

the present legislature which will 
probably broaden out this law so 
that such a thing will be possible in 
the future. In many places where 
these playgrounds have been provid- 
ed, the people have subscribed mon- 
ey to pay for the apparatus and in 
some cases, have subscribed money 
to hire an instructor. 

We reiterate our statement of last 
week that we think Manchester 
should do what it can in the devel- 
opment of the playground. If it is 
within the legal rights of the town 
to provide apparatus at an expendi- 
ture of a few hundred dollars and 
perhaps furnish an instructor, it 
ought to be done. In a recent issue 


the Boston Transcript says: 
‘‘Action under the playground 
statues in this state has developed 
many new conditions not foreseen 
when the laws were drafted. Two 
bills have been introduced in the 
Legislature designed to meet the 
new needs. The first bill simply 
provides that cities and towns may 
supply supervision and apparatus 
for playgrounds under their control. 
When the playground referendum 
was established by chapter 513 of 
the Acts of 1908, it provided that 
cities and towns accepting the pro- 
visions of the act might employ su- 
pervision, and, by reference to chap: 
ter 28 of the Revised Laws, that 
lands taken might be maintained as 
playgrounds, but this covered only 
the 40 cities and towns voting yes 
on the referendum. In the mean- 
time 20 or more other places have 
been falling into line. They might 
in some way provide supervision 
and apparatus, particularly if the 
people construed ‘‘maintain as a 
public playground”? as meaning 
this, but this is not evident nor was 
it anticipated when chapter 28 of 
the Revised Laws was enacted. Un- 
der the Massachusetts system of 
state control of municipalities it is 
difficult for local authorities to de- 
velop a new form of activity at pub- 
lic expense without an enabling act. 
Individual cities and towns repeat- 
edly apply for such special legisla- 
tion. If the Legislature sees fit to 
pass the proposed measure there 
need be no difficulty in the future. 
“There is nothing mandatory 
about the act, it simply makes it pos- 
sible for any city or town to respond 
to public opinion and go as far as it 
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will in developing beyond the vacant 
lot provision of the past. It, more- 
over, gives legislative recognition, 
at least by inference, of the fact that - 
equipment and supervision go hand- 
in-hand. We have as yet perhaps 
nothing that in a legislative way 


«suggests, though again inference 


might indicate that supervision 
could precede apparatus. As a mat- 
ter of fact, most experts now put 
supervision first and many would 
like to see tried the experiment of 
an unequipped but carefully super- 


_ yised playground. At present there 


seems to be no record of such an 
experiment. If this proposed act be- 
comes law it will be possible for any 
town in the State to go as far as it 
likes. Public opinion will become 
the effective, as it is the proper in- 
strument for deciding what is to be 
done. 

‘Wor like reasons a second bill is 
proposed. All takings of land for 
playgrounds are made by ‘the 
Commissioners, if 
any, otherwise the city or town.’ 
This means that all playgrounds are 
under the control of the Park Com- 
missioners. Such commissions are 
eenerally expert in developing parks 
as such, but it does not necessarily 
follow that they are expert in super- 
vising and equipping playgrounds. 
There are a few cases where park 
commissions have done such work 
with notable success, in other cases 
they prefer not to have it, and in 
still others they ought not to have it. 
It is a grave question in any event, 
for play is an essential part of edu- 
cation and it ought in the main to be 
controlled by those who see it in this 
way, wherever they may be found. 
The law purposes, therefore, that 
public opinion, acting in cities 
through the local government and in 
towns through the town meeting 
may decide whether this work of 
supervision and control shall be in 
the hands of the Park Commission, 
the School Committee or a special 
playground commission appointed 
for the purpose. 

“The situation with reference to 
the park commission has been men- 
tioned. The relation of the School 
Committee to the work is obvious. 


But there are many arguments in 


favor of a special commission. When 
starting the movement in any place 
there are many problems to be solv- 
ed... Neither park commissioners 
nor school. committee men are se- 
lected with these things in mind, 
and they. have plenty of other work 
to do. A special commission would 
be seleeted with a view to meeting 
the special needs. For the first five 
or ten*years, at any rate, such a 
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commission seems to promise much 
better results than are likely in 
either of the other cases after 
playgrounds have passed the ex- 
perimental stage, and there remain 
no serious problems in regard to 
methods of equipment and supervi- 
sion, it would be in order to put 
then: in the hands of some perman- 
ent department, and as far as possi- 
ble reduce the multiplication of 
departments. These facts, however, 
do not apply in all cases, and it 
would be unwise for the legislature 
to prescribe one rule for all. Local 
conditions and public opinion may 
be safely left to decide what is best 
in each case.’’ 


So much _has been said of late 
about town funds, ete., since the de- 
faleation of several town treasurers, 
bank clerks, etc., that more or less 
agitation has been made for improv- 
ing the systems of auditing town ac- 
counts. A few days ago, through 
the courtesy of Town Treasurer 
Stanley of Manchester, the Breeze 
editor was privileged to look over 
Mr. Stanley’s books and see the sys- 
tem he uses and we must give Mr. 
Stanley the credit of having a most 
simple and yet business-like system. 
Everything is kept in excellent 
shape. The system of checking up 
receipts of the various departments, 
as well as expenditures, is clear. Mr. 
Stanley keeps track of things on a 
day account book of his own, and 
then checks up later with the books 
kept by his assistant, Miss Watson. 
Mr. Stanley says he could show a 
cash balance at any time during the 
year in less than one hour. He nat- 
urally feels proud that after years 
of study and experience he has final- 
ly perfected a system which is both 
simple and accurate. He has been 
collector 21 years and treasurer 17 
years.

‘“‘CURRENT EVENTS.’’ 


Miss Jennie Cole, a teacher in the 
Beverly High School, Speaks Be- 
fore the Manchester Woman’s 
Club. 


At the Manchester 
last Tuesday afternoon, 


Woman’s elub 
the mem- 


bers of the Parent-Teacher associa- 
tion were present as guests. Miss 


Jennie Cole of Beverly gave a most 
interesting lecture on ‘‘Current 
Events.’’ She said in part: 

‘“‘The last half of the 19th cen- 
tury was one of moral decline. The 
cause of this was the Civil war, the 
enfranchisement of the slaves, the 
influx of immigrants with no knowl- 
edge of the rights of American eit- 
izens and the oper ning up of vast 


areas of land in the Ww est. What 
wonder that the country became 
productive of corruption. Presi- 


dent Garfield raised the moral stan- 
dard. The great President, MeKin- 
ley, had little time to continue the 
work for he was engaged in the 
Spanish war. It was Roosevelt who 
proved himself a man as well as a 
reformer. You remember his in- 
vestigations were against individu- 
als as well as corporations. How 
positively he dealth with the Fili- 
pinos and the corrupt government in 

anama. Whatever greatnesses are 
attributed to Theodore Roosevelt, he 
will be considered the saviour of our 
woods, soil and waters. Look at the 
public lands set apart during his 
administration. The benefit of this 
will fall to posterity. 

‘<Tf Roosevelt is known as a re- 
former, Taft will be known as an 
organizer. Never before did a Pres- 
ident come to the chair with such 
preparation as Taft. He was the es- 
tablisher « f ihe government of the 
Philippines, and he opened their 
legislutiye assembly. In the dark 
days of the Panama construction, he 
was sent there and he affeeted such 
eood organization that the dirt be- 
oan to fly at onee. He was ready 
when Cuba was on the eve of a seri- 
ous revolution and he affected the 
present orderly condition of affairs. 
Think of his decisions on the su- 
preme beneh, ana how valuable he 
was to McKinley, as secretary of the 
cabinct. Back of all this is the 
great, calm mind which has won 
him }is reputation. 

‘Has he fulfilled the expecta- 
tions since coming into office? Many 
eriticisms have been heard. Among 
those things eriticised were the tar- 
iff question and settlement, and his 
message to congress. He is, never- 
theless, a follower of Roosevelt, but 
he will not carry them out in the 
Roosevelt way, but in the Taft way. 


ESTABLISHMENT OF THE MAN- 
CHESTER HIGH SCHOOL. 


Recalled by One of Manchester’s 
Oldest Citizens, John A. Gould, 
the First Instructor—1841. 


Editor North Shore Breeze: 

Dear Sir: Kindly permit me to say 
a few words as to the establishment 
of the Manchester High school, and 
the first principal of it. 

Mr. John A. Gould came to Man- 
chester in 1841 and was examined 
and approved of by the committee 
—Dr. Asa Story, Rev. Oliver A. Tay- 
lor and Mr. Larkin Woodbury—to 
take charge of the ‘‘Newport’’ 
school for the fall and winter terms. 
Again the following year he was en- 
gaged and as before for the same 
school. The school then numbered 
58 scholars. The following year he 
was placed at the head of the Cen- 
tral school, numbering about 100 pu- 
pils, whose ages ranged from 7 to 
20 years. He continued there for 
five years. 

March 6, 1848, the town voted to 
establish a High school ‘‘for the ben- 
efit of the whole town,’’ and Mr. 
Gould was elected as the principal. 
In 1850 he retired from further ac- 


tivity in his vocation as a school 
teacher, left Manchester, and much 


to the regret of the townspeople, 


went to Boston, where he engaged in 
business, till advancing age—over 80 — 


years—compelled retirement. 

Mr. Gould was not only a suecess- 
ful teacher, but as a citizen was 
highly respected and useful. He 


was connected with the Congrega-— 


tional church and was instrumental 
in many ways, especially in that 
branch of church service relating to 
music. He was leader of the choir, 
and when the church placed an or- 
gan in the singing gallery, in 1846, 
he was the first to handle it, much 
to the gratification of the people. 

Mr. Gould was largely instrument- 
al, with the aid of Dr. Strong, in in- 
troducing music into the schools. He 
was also a composer of music. Some 
of his work was published by Oliver- 
Ditson Co. 

He was closely in touch, as well, 
with the fathers and mothers of his 
pupils and they were much interest- 
ed in the schools and fully appreciat- 
ed his desires that their children be 
fitted for lives of usefulness. 

Mr. Gould married a Manchester 
girl, a daughter of Capt. Benj. Leach. 
She was a woman of rare domestic 
qualities, reared a family of six chil- 
dren, a loving friend to the poor and 
afflicted, highly respected and _ be- 
loved by all who knew her. 


GEO. F. ALLEN.

He made a most intelligent handling 
of corporations when he said to con- 
gress, ‘There are good ones and bad 
ones.’ In the Ballinger-Pinchot dis- 
pute, he found reason to exonerate 
Ballinger. Yet, Forester Pinchot is 
one of the ereatest men the country 
has ever known and he is ‘all right’ 
as a public servant. The investiga- 
tion will accomplish just what Mr.

Miss Cole here spoke of the Postal 
Savings Bank and the Parcel Post 
and of the advantages to be derived 
from them. She also spoke of the 
new city charter in Boston, as a step 
in the new awakening. Then pass- 
ing on to the various countries of 
Europe, she mentioned Egypt, Per- 
sia, India and Turkey, as examples 
of the establishment of government 
by the people. She showed how 
China and Japan responded to the 
awakening, and also of the future 
prospects of Belgium. England, al- 
so was compared in the list, and this 
was made plain by illustrations of 
the power of the peers and the es- 
tablishing of a new parliament. She 
closed her remarks with a poem ap- 
propriate to the subject. 


At the close of the address, tea 
was served by the hostess, Mrs. 
Maude Carter.

Business Disposed of in Record Time—One Day; $202,000 Appropriated; 
$5,000 for Auto Fire Truck; $24,000 for Highways; $23,700

Manchester established a record, 
Monday, when the business of the 
annual town meeting was consum- 
mated in one day. For the first time 
within the memory of anyone pres- 
ent, the articles of the warrant were 
disposed of and the officers of the 
town were elected the same day the 
meeting was called. Total appro- 
priations of $202,067.58 were made. 

The day started with a thunder 
shower in the morning an almost un- 
heard of occurrence for this time of 
year. This did not keep the voters 
away from the morning session, how- 
ever, as there were nearly 100 pres- 
ent. By afternoon the skies had 
cleared and fair weather prevailed. 

The largest vote in the history of 
the town was recorded—507. The 
great interest in the election of two 
water commissioners was the pivot 
on which the interest centered. 
Frederick J. Merrill was not re-elect- 
ed. George E. Hildreth succeeded 
him for a three-year term and Sen- 
ter Stanley was elected to fill out the 
unexpired term of the late Jeffrey 
T. Stanley, two years. If the re- 
tention of Supt. Andrews of the wa- 
ter board was the issue of the elec- 
tion, then Mr. Andrews certainly 
won out.

Lyman W. Floyd 
was defeated by a very large ma- 
jority and Albert Cunningham the 
successful candidate, received 10 
votes more than Dr. R. T. Glenden- 
ning. 

Richard L. Cheever was the sue- 
cessful candidate for park comiis- 
sioner. Other details of the vote 
will be found elsewhere. 

The dispatch with which the meet- 
ing was put through is responsible 


in a large measure to the efficiency 


of the moderator, Raymond C. Allen, 
and also to the good work of the ap- 
propriation committee.

Austin Morley said he lived pretty 
close to that school. $2000 was not 
enough, he thought. The walks 
around the school building ought to 
be fixed up. 

EK. P. Stanley offered an amend- 
ment that the sum be made $2000. 
If the job can be completed for $500 
additional, let’s have it, he said. 

F. K. Hooper agreed with Mr. 
Morley that the walks around the 
school ought to be improved. As to 
the completion of the playground, 
the committee had $800 last year and 
they did a good job with the money 
at their disposal. This article calls 
for ‘‘improving,’’ not for ‘‘complet- 
ing’’ the work. The estimate was 
merely guessed at; it was approxi- 
mate. He thought it good judgment 
to appropriate $1500 this year, and 
finish the job when some definite es- 
timate can be brought in. 

Mr. Morley wanted to see it fin- 
ished. Let it go over to the next 
meeting and in the meanwhile find 
out what it will cost to complete it. 

Mr. Hooper favored letting it go 
over to the next meeting. 

Dr. Tyler. When the appropria- 
tion committee went over the 
grounds with me they said they were 
glad to see at least one piece of work 
where the cost of finishing it was 
known. He said further that he had 
consulted four contractors and that 
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three of them had estimated that the 
work could be completed for less 
than $2000. 

Mr. Morley asked the speaker if 
he had considered the walks. 

Dr. Tyler said the walks had been 
considered by the school committee 
and until the warrant was issued 
he had supposed there was a provi- 
sion for this. 

Austin Morley moved a reference 
of the whole matter to a committee 
to report at the adjourned meeting, 
with estimates, covering the walks, 
ete. 

It was voted to refer the whole 
matter to the school committee.

BE. P. Stanley said his position on 
this matter of dredging was well 
known. He had always been deeply 
interested in the matter. He was a 
member of the committee years ago 
that put through the dredging when 
the government helped out. He out- 
lined a scheme he then had for cut- 
ting across the Glass Head flats and 
doing away with the big curve in 
the channel at the entrance to the 
harbor. It could be done then at a 
cost of something like $20,000. 

The recommendation of the ap- 
propriation committee that all town 
officers and committees keep with- 
in the appropriations made by the 


_ town was adopted. 


Mr. Hooper moved that the recom- 
mendation of the finance committee 
in regard to payment of outstanding 
water bonds be referred to the se- 
lectmen, they to consider the matter 
and report at a meeting called for 
the purpose; also to ascertain as to 
the rights of the town to return to 
its treasury the unexpended balance 
in the hands of the water commis- 
sioners. Voted. 

Mr. Hooper said there was a good 
surplus left over from the additional 
water supply money and he believed 
it would be a good thing to use this 
money to redeem some of the old 
water bonds. He understood prac- 
tically all the bills had been settled 
except one or two unsettled land 
damage claims, and these might not 
be settled for years. 

E. P. Stanley said it was all very 
well to reduce our debt. But there 
were two ways to look at it. In case 
we can’t redeem the water bonds 
wouldn’t it be well to make a sink- 
ing fund for a start for a new town 
hall. (Applause). It is time we had 
a better hall than this for the rich 
town of Manchester. (More ap- 
plause). And if we can’t redeem 
these bonds let us make a start for a 
new town hall. 

Mr. Hooper. There is no better 
and surer way to establish a sink- 
ing fund than to reduce the debt. 

The recommendation in the report 
of the board of health, that Central 
Pond be cleaned and that $800 be 
appropriated for the purpose was 
next taken up. F: K. Hooper moved 
that $800 be appropriated for the 
purpose. He said something ought 
to be done as to sewerage, the state 
board of health themselves say they 
are absolutely at sea and do not 
know what to say. 

D. T. Beaton said he had dissent- 
ed from the recommendation of the 
finance commission in this matter 
because he did not believe this cess- 


pool should be maintained in the 


center of the town. The wisest thing 


to do is to fill it up. 

Chairman E. 8. Knight read a 
communication from the state board 
of health in which they referred to 
Central Pond as a ‘‘serious nuis- 
ance.”’ 

The $800 was voted. 

Dr. Tyler moved for a reconsidera- 
tion of the vote whereby it was vot- 
ed to refer the subject matter of Art. 
11 to acommittee. He took this move 
because he thought there were not 
enough voters at the morning session 
to give this matter serious considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Hooper wanted to vote un- 
derstandingly. He wanted the mat- 
ter to go before a committee and 
then it might be learned just what it 
was proposed to do. 

W. GC. Rust hoped the vote would 
not be reconsidered. Proper for this 
thing to go before a committee and 
find out just what is needed. If 
$2000 is needed, give it to them. 

Dr. Tyler. The committee wants 
a finished job. We want a play- 
ground where the children may go 
and play, something they ought to 
have had years ago. 

M. E. Gorman. ‘‘Have we ever 
accepted the public playgrounds 
act.’’ He was told that this applied 
only to towns and cities of 10,000 
population or over. He hoped that 
whatever money was appropriated 
a certain part of it would be set 
aside to hire an instructor for a part 
of the summer. A great good could 
be accomplished in this way, he 
thought. 

Rev. T. L. Frost. We have a com- 
petent school committee and if they 
think $2000 is a sufficient sum for 
this work they ought to have it. He 
favored reconsidering the motion. 

Mr. Morley again emphasized the 
need of improving the walks about 
the school. $1500 would never com- 
plete the work. The committee got 
more for the $800 they spent last 
year than any other committee ever 
did. 

The motion to reconsider was put. 
Decidedly in favor. The original 
motion that the subject matter of the 
article be left in the hands of a com- 
mittee lost by a large majority. Mr.

Dr. Tyler then moved that the sub- 
ject matter of this article be laid on 
the table until the April meeting.

Previous to this, Dr. Tyler said 
he was fond of conundrums and the 
appropriation committee had _cer- 
tainly placed one before him today.

Manchester Stands High. 


In a special report to the Legis- 
lature, the state board of education 
have figures showing the school ex- 
pense for each pupil, the ratio of tax- 
ation and valuation and the average 
attendance, all of which throw con- 
siderable light upon the situation in 
Manchester. Manchester, it will be 
seen, stands at the head of the list 
in the towns of Essex county as to 
the amount of money spent per pu- 
pil. But on the other hand, she 
stands next to the last upon the lst 
as to the amount of the ratio of tax- 
ation for school purposes.

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NORTH SHORE CARPENTERS DEMAND INCREASED WAGES. 


After May 1, 4734 Cents Shall be the Minimum Rate of Wages, and 
44 Hours Shall Constitute a Week’s Work. 


At a meeting of the North Shore 
District council, held last week in 
C. L. U. hall, Central street, Salem, 
it was voted that the following de- 
mands be made upon the contrac- 
tors, and that a copy of the circular 
be sent to each and every contrac- 
tor in the district: 

‘‘Dear Sir:—You are hereby most 
respectfully notified that the follow- 
ing established trade rules will be in 
foree for the year May 1, 1910 to 
May 1, 1911, as adopted by the 
North Shore District council for its 
members throught the district.’’ 

Carpenter’s New Schedule. 

‘‘Article One, Section A—Eight 
hours shall constitute a day’s work 
for all house carpenters or 44 hours 
a week, and no house carpenter shall 
be required or allowed to work more 
than eights hours for a day or 44 
hours for a week. 

‘‘Article One, Section B—Fifty 
hours shall constitute a week’s work 
for all millmen, as follows: Nine 
hours per day for the first five days 
in the week and five hours on Satur- 
day. 

‘* Article Two—aAll overtime, ex- 
cept holidays and Sundays, shall be 
time and a half up to 10 p. m. and 
double time thereafter. All holli- 
days shall be double time except La- 
bor day. All Sunday work shall be 
triple time. No earpenter or mill 
hand shall work on Labor day ex- 
cept in extreme emergency eases, for 
which they shall receive triple time. 

‘‘Article Three—The recognized 
holidays are May 30, July 4, Labor 
day, Thanksgiving day and Decem- 
ber 25. 

‘“* Article Four—The minimum rate 
of wages for house carpenters shall 
be 4784 cents per hour; foremen 55 
cents per hour, and no contractor, 
builder, boss or foreman shall be al- 
lowed to hire or attempt to hire, any 
house carpenters (except it be an ap- 
prentice or a man incapacitated by 


age or injury), for less than 4734 
cents per hour. But may pay any 
carpenter as much more as they may 
deem him worth. 

‘““Article Five—Millmen shall re- 
ceive not less than the following 
rates of wages, but as much more as 
any mill operator may choose to pay. 
First-class cabinet makers, 40 cents 
per hour; second-class cabinet mak- 
ers, 36 cents per hour; first-class 
moulders, 40 cents per hour; second- 
class moulders, 36 cents per hour; 
sawyers, 27 cents per hour; first- 
class stock fitters, 40 cents per hour; 
second-class stock fitters, 36 cents 
per hour; turners, 40 cents per hour; 
first-class mill hands, 36 cents per 
hour; second-class mill hands, 2614 
cents per hour; planer hands, 3214 
cents per hour; fast feed and variety 
moulder men, 40 cents per hour. 

‘“Article Six—Employes shall re- 
ceive their wages each week not later 
than the regular quitting time on the 
regular pay day; and any man who 
is sent out jobbing at such a dis- 
tance that he may have to pay car 
fares, shall be reimbursed by his em- 
ployer. 

‘‘Article _ Seven—The business 
agent of district council may have 
the right to appoint a steward on all 
jobs where he may deem it advisable 
and may visit any job at any time 
when it may be necessary for the 
best interests of all concerned.”’

IN A LOTUS DREAM OF TOMORROW— 
THE WEIRD OLD WITCHERY OF MEXICO. 


A Nation of Old and New Where ‘‘Mon Yanna"’ Never Comes— 


A country old before New York was Started. 
[By M. J. Brown, Editor Little Valley (N. Y.) Hub.] 


Las Vacas, Coahuile, Mexico, Feb. 
8.—It doesn’t seem possible that a 
nasty, muddy little river could di- 
vide civilization from—I was going 
to say barbarism, but I stop and 
wonder if Diaz will see it. But I 
will risk it, and let it slide. 

Lines as sharp drawn as a fence 
separate the present century from 
the time of Christ, and I go back 
to the donkey and the two-wheel 
water cart, and pinch myself to 
know if I am really seeing it, or 
whether I am to hear the bell boy 
pound on the door and sing out: 
‘*six-thirty; train goes in 40 min- 
utes; turn on your light.’’ 

Ever read Wallace’s ‘‘Fair God,”’ 
‘‘Prescott’s Contest,’’ Noll’s ‘‘Em- 
pire to Republic,’’ ete? No? Ever 
read much of anything about Mexi- 
co? Know anything about the King- 
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Louis Kronberg, the noted artist 
of Boston, is exhibiting his paintings 
at the MecClee galleries, Philadel- 
phia, until March 12. Mr. Kronberg 
was the holder of the travelling 
scholarship given by Ernest W. 
Longfellow of New York and Man- 
chester, from 1894—1897, which en- 
titled him to three years’ study 
abroad. The Pennsylvania Academy 
of the Fine Arts purchased his fa- 
mous picture ‘‘Behind the Foot- 
lights,’’ which received a medal in 
Boston. 


David Fenton Co. Lands Contract to 
Build Cup Defender. 


The Manchester Yacht club, 
through E. A. Boardman designer 
of the boat, yesterday placed an or- 
der with David Fenton Co. of Man- 
chester for the construction of the 
club’s Seawanhaka cup defender in 
the series of race to be sailed off 
Manchester in July with the Royal 
St. Lawrence Yacht club of Montre- 
al, challengers for the trophy. Man- 
chester club members have sub- 
scribed sufficiently to guarantee the 
payment of the building and rigging 
of the new eraft. 

Mr. Boardman, who designed and 
sailed the Manchester I., winner of 
the cup in 1905, after the Canadians 
had successfully defended it for ten

The first race will be held July 25, 
but the Canadians are expected here 
early in July and will bring two 
challengers for a series of trial races 
prior to determining which boat —

between a white man’s civilization 
and 12 or 15,000,000 of black faces 
who today live in the far past, back 
in dim centuries of ruins and des- 
potism, back in the days of wayside 
shrines, back in the age of peonage 
and squalid huts, back to the time 
of Egypt. 

But I am not writing history. I 
am not going te-tell you a lot about 
when this country was inhabited by 
a people who built great pyramids 
and greater cities and then dropped 
off the map. You don’t care for 
columns of dry talk about the Tol- 
tics, the Vikins, Cortez, the Aztecs 
(1196), ete. I am going to tell you 
a little about Las Vacas, San Carlos 
and the places where the tourist 
does not go. 

Las Vaeas, one straight street of 
business places, perhaps 600 popula- 
tion and not one soul who can speak 
the English language. Doesn’t a 
man think he must be dreaming? 

I tried it alone, without an inter- 
preter—started at one end of the 
street and went down the line, ta- 
king in everything from stores, bar- 
ber shops, saloons, hotels, ete. 

I wanted some Mexican money, 
so I went into a saloon (which is 
also. a. general store and a meat 
market) and bought drinks for four 
sons of Diaz, who weren’t working. 
I laid down an American silver dol- 
lar and got in change one dollar 
and eighty cents. They got mes- 
eal, beer, wines and some other of 
those concoctions, one of which, 
meseal, (made from the century 
plant) Texans say will make a rab- 
bit spit in a bull dog’s face and 
dare him to fight, and if a man 
takes on a few drinks he will fight 
himself if there is no Mexican handy 
to kill. 

I went to the garrison where the 
soldiers were. Not one of them 
could speak a word of English, but 
when I said New York,, they fell 
over themselves to try to entertain 
me. One of them broke off a foot 
or two of some kind of sugar cane 
and asked me to chew it. Some of 
them wore sandals—the old time 
sandals of Jerusalem—and how pit- 
iful it did seem to see these soldiers 
of a great(?) republic marching out 
to target practice barefooted. 

Did it make me think of West 
Point? ; 

Recently this little town was the 
lively spot in the insurrection. The 
insurgents came down the one lit- 
tle street and turned loose on the 
soldiers. There are a heap of bul- 
let holes in the ’dobies. Fifteen 
soldiers were killed before Diaz 
down the pike. They tell the story in 
could get re-enforcements up from 
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Del Rio (Tex.) that American cap- 
ital fostered this outbreak. But I 
am not supposed to give away state 
secrets. (Ask Knox). 

Not one single board in these 
Mexican provincial towns. Just a 
few mosquito poles to hold the roof 
up and the rest is mud. “Dobies, 
mud houses builded us they did a 
dozen centuries ago—one room, the 
size of a box ear, where these Mex- 
icans, Indians, Aztecs, Toltecs, or 
any old race you care to style them 
—live like animals. 

And yet. You will see a little 
girl coming from school with a 
wooden frame of drawn work. She 
will stop on some corner and pull 
threads. Watch her and she will 
quit. Ask her how much for the 
frame and she will say, ‘‘no savy 
Merieano.’’ Later her Indian moth- 
er will hunt you out and see what 
you will stand for. If you can talk 
Spanish you can get the rare work 
for a few cents (Mexican) but if you 
‘‘no savy’™ they won’t do a thing to 
you. 

If you can talk the mungeral you 
are dead safe in this country; if you 
can’t they have no time for you, and 
they are guessing under which arm 
you carry the pocketbook, how much 
there is in it (American gold) and 
how much trouble your corpse would 
be. 

These Mexicans hate an American 
(the white-faced American, who has 
snow in his blood). Half of them 
can’t remember -who their grand- 
parents were, yet with a pride half 
regal, they have an American in the 
aeroplane business when it comes 
to courtesy. If their dobe has two 
skins you get one of them for a bed, 
and if they have one biscuit and a 
shot of chili, you get the biggest 
half of the bread and all hot stuff 
dressing your throat will stand. 

Baek in 1497, when Columbus was 
trying to make the pudden heads of 
Spain believe the world was round, 
and when some old queen was taking 
her jewelry around the corner to see 
how much she could realize on it, 
the Aztecs were living down here 
across the Rio Grande, as they live 
today—1910. If they have pro- 
gressed any we haven’t noticed it. 
Out here under the Aztee sun they 
still live—doing business at the same 
old stand, and they don’t care for 
any other stand. 

They weave in the same old way, 
if they want that kind of weaving, 
or they will take your order—for 
they are getting wise. 

You ean get shoulder blankets 
here (sarapes) from $5 to $100, de- 
pending on whether they saw you 
first, or whether you caught them 


out of frijole and beans. The age 
of the weave should regulate the 
price, but it depends a whole lot on 
whether Joe Cannon or Aldrich. is 
steering the schedule. There are 
some superb old designs going out of 
existence as fast as they can, that 
mark the passing of another lost art. 

They tell the tale up in New York 
that a man can come down here over 
the line, pay 80 cents per acre for 
range pasture, hold it for ten years 
and it will make him rich. I pre- 
sume this is all to the good if Diaz 
holds out that long— and hundreds 
are taking this chance. 

Mexicans won’t work. They give 
no thought for the morrow. No am- 
bition, no desire beyond the today. 
Just content to exist. Their needs 
are few—a bowl of beans twice a 
day, a blanket and a skin to sleep 
on. I never saw one who chewed 
tobacco or smoked a pipe, or one 
who didn’t smoke cigarettes. In the 
winter they will go up in the Santa 
Rosa mountains and kill bear, find 
them in a comatose state in the caves 
where they are easily dispatched. 

There isn’t one in a hundred Mex- 
icans who ean or will speak English. 
Texans tell me that it is because 
of hatred of the language—that 
many of them can talk and under- 
stand English, but simply will not. 
But an American, who is foreman 
of a big hycindia, told me they simp- 
ly cannot learn it—that is the native 
born Mexicans. 

Many of the women are handsome, 
after the Indian style. The black- 
est of hair and eyes, and they are 
ever ready with the cherry ‘‘ Buenas 
noches’’ to a stranger. The lan- 
guage is soft and pleasing to the 
ear, and the same word may have a 
half-dozen meanings, depending on 
the accent. 

And while you are trying to weave 
a little romance around her you 
will see her enter a little 10x12 mud 
hut, a squalid, filthy abode, which 
has one room, where the whole fam- 
ily eats, lives and sleeps. She will 
go over in a corner where a kettle 
smoulders over a few embers, dip in 
an earthen cup and fish up a few 
beans and more water, sit down and 
blow and sip it. She may have a 
ehunk of tortillas (corn cakes) on 
the side. No seasoning but pepper. 
If she had a piece of bacon as big 
as a dollar I suppose she would 
think herself an aristocrat. 

And I wonder if her last bath and 
change of clothes goes back to the 
time of Aztlan. She looks it, and | 
can’t summon up any more romance 
around her than I could around a 
fat Seneca squaw on the Salamanca 
reservation.

Many 
10-acre farms today are paying 
largcr profits than farms several 
times their size, because they are 
better cultivated. Intensive farm- 
ing is the secret of success in Essex 
county farming at the present time. 

Dairy farming is one of the most 
promising ventures at the present 
time. Milk is held in higher esteem 
as a food than it ever was before.

Ocean Travel Subject of Interesting 
and Instructive Talk. 


Last Friday evening, after the reg- 
ular business meeting of John West 
Colony, Pilgrim Fathers, Beverly 
Farms, guests were admitted and a 
very pleasing lecture was given by 
James A. Burns, who is one of the 
supreme officers of the order. He is 
with the Cunard Steamship Co., and 
delivered a most interesting lecture 
on ocean travel and the facilities 
and comforts now offered by the 
Cunard liners.

from the greatest cities in the coun- 
try—the development from a quiet 
little country town to one of the 
most famous resorts the country 
knows today with its fame world 
wide. 

In the early forties, before the 
railroad trains had begun to run 
down the Gloucester branch, Boston- 
ians had picked Beverly out as a fine 
interesting place to spend a summer. 
It was in those days that Bostonians 
of wealth, seeking a vacation instead 
of going into Maine, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont—as those who 
seek recreation today, these Bos- 
tonians came to Beverly and to Bev- 
erly Farms and started what was 
destined to become a world-wide va- 
cation ground. 

Among the earliest summer visit- 
ors, the name of John G, King is in- 
separably linked with the growth of 
the Beverly summer colony. He 
found Beverly Farms, or that section 
now known as Pride’s Crossing, a 
delightful place to spend the warm 
weath. There on the Isaac Prince 
farm he spent his summers. There 
was fishing a few minutes away in 
the broad Atlantic, there were wind- 
ing roads, pleasant to drive over and 
there was every condition which 
made that pleasant little place just 
the finest he knew. 

In those days Beverly Farms was 
for the most part a collection of 
farms—and from that condition ob- 
tained its name. After a few seasons 
at the Princes—and becoming fa- 
miliar with the country through his 
own walks and drives and his daily 
journeys in the stage coach from 
Beverly with Jacob Winchester, who 
used to handle the reins over the 
stage horses, he decided to buy a 
place. 

According to Mr. King’s way of 
thinking it seemed that somebody 
else appeared as purchaser and Mr. 
King had ‘‘Jake’’ Winchester, long 
since departed, buy the John M. 
’ Thissell place on Hale street, at the 
brow of Mingo beach, for him. He 


paid $900 for the estate, consisting 


of a farmhouse and several acres of 
land, and he was so pleased with 
the bargain that he gave Winchester 
¢100 for the part he played in the 
transaction. The old house, which 
then sat close by the road was moved, 
back and a house moved from Salem 
added on and John G. King became 
the first house-owning summer resi- 
dent of Beverly. 

The King place remained in the 
possession of that family until this 
year when it was sold to Ellis L. 
Dressel of Boston, a well known 
Myopia man and who for many 
years has summered at the Cove. 
The passing of the years saw the 
estate cut up and now on a portion 
of it is built the magnificent summer 
home in which Mrs. Susan P. Long- 
worth, mother of Congressman Nich- 
olas Longworth, spends the season. 

Some time after this Isaac Prince 
sold his estate at Pride’s Crossing 
to Charles T. Paine. This estate it 
is said contained nearly 150 acres, 
ran nearly from Hale street to the 
water and was sold for $6000. Mr. 
Prince felt so badly at the time and 
feared that he had charged his 
boarder too much, that he gave him 
a pair of cattle as a bonus. 

On this Paine place today $6000 
would not buy a hoyse lot even of 
the city size and it is dotted with 
mansions costing and estates valued 
at millions of dollars. Here in the 
Paine reserve today are the summer 
homes of Judge William H. Moore, 
the railroad king; of Mrs. Edwin 
Carleton Swift, widow of one of the 
founders of the great Swift com- 
pany; of Washington B. Thomas, 
head of the sugar trust; of Henry 
Clay Pierce, the St. Louis railroad, 
wire and oil king; of the Misses 
Paine and others well known in the 
social world. 

Beverly Farms soon began to at- 
tract notice outside and a year later 
Samuel Cabot built the first house 
on West beach. Col. Henry Lee 
built out on the point adjoining 
West beach and now known as Lee’s 
point. David A. Neal, then presi- 
dent of the Old Eastern road, follow- 
ed and built near what is now the 
site of the home of Neal Rantoul, 
one of his descendants. _ 

Franklin Haven of Boston was 
among the next to come to the Farms 
and he purchased the property near 
West beach. The Haven estate had 
a fine frontage on the sea and has 


always been one of the most attrac- | 
tive of the summer places. Mr. Ha- +! 
ven built a fine house and did con- | 
siderable entertaining. Daniel Web- | 
ster was frequently his guest and — 
came down every fall for a stay and

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A PROCLAMATION 


By the President of the United States of America 


WHEREAS by the Act of Con- 
gress, approved July 2, 1909, the 
Thirteenth Decennial Census of the 
United States is to be taken, begin- 
ning on the fifteenth day of April, 
nineteen hundred and ten; and 

WHEREAS a eorrect enumera- 
tion of the population every ten 
years is required by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States for the 
purpose of determining the repre- 
sentation of the several states in the 
House of Representatives ; and 

WHEREAS it is of the utmost im- 
portance to the interests of all the 
people of the United States that this 
census should be a complete and ac- 
eurate report of the population and 
resources of the country: 

Now, therefore, I, Wiliam How- 
ard Taft, President of the United 
States of America, do hereby declare 
and make known that, under the act 
aforesaid, it is the duty of every 
person to answer all questions on 
the census schedules applying to him 
and the family to which he belongs, 
and to the farm occupied by him or 
his family, and that any adult re- 
fusing to do so is subject to penalty. 

The sole purpose of the census is 
to secure general statistical infor- 
mation regarding the population and 
resources of the country, and replies 
are required from individuals only 
in order to permit the compilation of 
such general statistics. The ceasus 
has nothing to do with taxation, 
with army or jury service, with the 
compulsion of school attendance, 


son or his affairs. 


with the regulation of immigrition, 
or with the enforcement of any na- 
tional state, or local law or ordi- 
nance, nor can any person be harm- 
ed in any way by furnishing the in- 
formation required. There need be 
no fear that any disclosure will be 
made regarding any individual per- 
For the due pro- 
tection of the rights and interests 
of the persons furnishing informa- 
tion every employee of the Census 
Bureau is prohibited, under heavy 
penalty, from disclosing any in‘or- 
mation which may thus come to his 
knowledge. 

I therefore earnestly urge upon 
all persons to answer promptly, 
completely, and accurately all in- 
quiries addressed to them by the 
enumerators or other employees of 
the Census Bureau, and thereby to 
contribute their share toward mak- 
ing this great and necessary public 
undertaking a success.

Beverly has richly merited the 
title which the late Gov. Greenhalge 
gave it of ‘‘The Garden City of the 
North Shore,’’ and today it is one of 
the show places of the country.

ADVANCE FARM SCHEDULE. 


Farmers to be Furnished Copies Be- 
fore the Census Begins. 


Washington, D. C. 
March 14, 1910. 

A great increase in the accuracy 
of the census returns from the farm- 
ers, a considerable saving of the 
working time of the farm enumera- 
tors, and the removal of much of 
whatever misapprehensions and 
prejudices may exist among farm- 
ers with regard to the census are the 
important results expected by the 
United States Census Bureau to fol- 
low the use of the Advance Farm 
Schedule, which has been adopted 
and will be ecireulated, through the 
rural postmasters, among the farm- 
ers a short time before the actual 
census taking. 

The employment of this advance 
schedule is a distinct innovation in 
census methods. It is the logical 
and practical outcome of the Cen- 
sus Bureau’s persistent effort for 
some time past to give the farmers 
a clear and comprehensive prelimi- 
nary knowledge of the Farm Census 
questions and to induce them to keep 
written records of their farm opera- 
tions and equipment in readiness for 
the call of the enumerators, begin- 
ning April 15 next. 

Four million copies of the sched- 
ule will be printed, and the distribu- 
tion of them among farm owners and 
tenants will be intrusted to the farm 
enumerators soon after they are 
commissioned, about April 1. 
~ Postmaster-General Hitchcock has 
promised the assistance of his de- 
partment in the effective distribu- 
tion of the schedules, and he will is- 
sue instructions relative thereto to 
the rural postmasters. They will be 
required to address and forward to 
the farmers receiving mail at their 
offices the advance farm schedules 
supplied them by the enumerators. 

In a note to farmers on the front 
page of the schedule, Census Direc- 
tor Durand states: 

*‘In accordance with the act of 
Congress, the census of the popula- 
tion and farms of the United States 
will begin on April 15, 1910. On or 
soon after that date an enumerator 
will call at your house for the pur- 
pose of obtaining the required in- 
formation concerning your farm. 

‘‘Many of the questions which will 
be asked you concerning the equip- 
ment and operations of your farm 
can not be accurately answered by 
you without considerable thought 
and the making of careful calcula- 
tions or estimates. Therefore, this 
form has been sent to you in ad- 


vance, so that you may study the.

Leaving the ice-coated dock in 
New York, on Feb. 5, the next view 
of land is the ‘‘Morro Castle,’’ San

OLD CONCORD. 

Rev. Benj. R. Bulkeley of Beverly 

Addresses the Manchester 
Woman’s Club. 


_ At the meeting of the Manchester 
— Woman’s club, Tuesday afternoon, 
the first disappointment of the sea- 
‘son occurred, when the scheduled 
speaker of the afternoon was un- 
_ able to be present. The disappoint- 
ment, however, was short lived, for 
Rey. Mr. Bulkeley of Beverly was 
“procured and he gave a very inter- 
esting talk on ‘‘Old Concord.’’ He 
_ said in part: 

“‘T have the humble place of fill- 
ing in, today. I have talked a great 
deal about Old Coneord and you will 
_be fortunate if you have never heard 
me before. I lived in Concord for 
‘di years, I have been back several 
__ times and visited the Emerson house. 
| Some of you have been there. The 
founder of Concord was Rey. Peter 
| Bulkeley of England. They came 
|} there to seek freedom to worship 
God. They founded good old Con- 
cord. Many famous men have rus- 
 ticated there, among them, James 
Russell Lowell, Senator Hoar and 
} Senator Everett. And when I think 
of the town and think of how my 
) lines were fallen in pleasant places, 
| it seemed like fate that led me to 
_ that place. 

| ““When I was in my senior year 
_ at college, my predecessor asked me 
|} how I would like to preach in the 
|} chureh of my ancestor’s founding. 
was delighted to go and also to 
_ find that I was to be entertained by 
| Dr. Emerson. 

“YT want you to think of points 
about Concord that you have never 
heard of before. Two weeks before 
the 125th anniversary of the town 
the old church burned down. Parts 
| from it are now kept in the new 
| ¢ehureh, including a desk in the Sun- 
| day school room made of wood from 
_ the old church. At the old church, 
| in 1712, Goy. Bradford used to go 
| and speak. That was before the 
| battle of Concord. The first body 
of newly chosen delegates from the 
| colonies came here to separate from 
| England. Ever since the _ battle 
_ there has been fighting between Lex- 
— ington and Concord as to the honor 
} of being the place at which it oc- 
| curred, but there is glory enough 
to go around. 

_ “Near the battle ground is one 
of the most famous houses in the 
| country, ‘The Old Manse.’ One 
_ hundred and fifty years ago William 
_ Emerson, ancestor of Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, built this house. Haw- 
_thorne wrote ‘Mosses from the old 
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Manse,’ from inspiration given by 
this house. The ‘Old Manse, stands 
today just as it was built. Emerson 
lived there at one time. 

‘“The first house on the Lexington 
side of the town, of importance, is 
that of Mr. Bull, who invented the 
Concord grape. How often we heard 
Mr. Bull say in the Social Circle that 
he wished to invent a grape that 
was hardy, and the Concord grape 
is the result. The parent vine is 
still to be found there. 

‘‘Next to Mr. Bull’s house is the 
Hawthorne house, ‘The Wayside.’ 
It was afterward sold to the writer 
of the Pepper books, who also re- 
sided in Concord. I once ealled 
there while making my parish calls. 

‘“‘Now we come to tke Emerson 
house, where I spent my first night 
in Concord. Matthew Arnold, the 
English essayist, and Herbert Spen- 
cer visited there, while I lived there, 
and wished to see the place where 
Emerson lived.”’ 

Mr. Bulkeley here recited the 
‘* Apology,’’ written by Ralph Wal- 
do Emerson, who reached great 
heights in poetry. Emerson said: 
‘‘Give me health and a day and I 
will make the pomp of emperors 
ridiculous.’’ If we have command 
of ourselves, of our reason, and 
health and time to spend, the out- 
side show of an emperor is not worth 
the comparison in his ideas. Such 
was Emerson. 

‘“‘Now we come to the centre of 
the town and you will find the old 
cemetery hard by the church and 
there you will find two stones which 
I will comment upon. The first 
white stone in the cemetery cele- 
brates the character of a woman and 
reads thus: ‘This stone is designed 
by its durability to perpetrate the 
moral character of Abigail Dudley.’ 
The other slab is at the grave of 
a negro. 

‘‘In the library there is a Con- 
cord alcove where there are books 
that are written by Concord people, 
on Concord and its people. Where 
is the town that can make such a 
showing as this? 

‘‘First, Peter Bulkeley came here 
and settled for religious reasons, for 
freedm to worship God; second, 
patriotic interests came at the time 
of the battle of Concord, and third, 
was the literary interest. Emerson 
was an optimist.’’ Mr. Bulkeley 
closed by reciting the poem on ‘‘Op- 
timism,’’ written by Emerson.

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Abstract of the American Telephone 


and Telegraph Company’s 
Annual Report. 


President Theodore N. Vail has 
sent to the 385,000 stockholders of 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
graph company the annual report of 
the directors, showing that 1909 was 
a year of remarkable activity, prog- 
ress and prosperity. 

The important activities include 
the purchase of a substantial inter- 
est in the Western Union Telegraph 
company, the conversion of over a 
hundred million dollars of bonds in- 
to stock, the increase in the number 
of shareholders by over 9000 during 
the year, and the rearrangement of 
territories of some of the associated 
companies in accordance with state 
or geographical boundaries. The | 
number of telephone stations in the 
Bell system was increased to over 
5,000,000, including one and one-half 
millions operated by connecting 
companies; the wire mileage of the 
Bell companies has been increased 
to over 10,000,000 miles, the traffic 
has increased to nearly 20,000,- 
000 connections a day, amount- 
ing to six and a half billion connec- 
tions a year; the plant additions 
were over $28,000,000, with nearly 
$45,000,000 applied out of revenue 
to maintenance and reconstruction 
purposes, with the result that the 
plant has steadily become more per- 
manent. 

The gross revenue collected from 
the public for telephone service by 
the Bell system, not including the 
connected independent companies, 
was $150,000,000, an increase of near- 
ly $12,000,000, and $45,000,000 or 
nearly one-third of the whole was 
appropriated for current repairs, 
maintenance and depreciation. The 
surplus available for charges and 
so forth was $48,500,000 of which 
$24,000,000 were paid in dividends. 
The next obligations in the hands 
of the public were $524,000,000, 
while the companies’ property 
amounted to $612,600,000—an ex- 
cess of $88,600,000, or 17 per cent. 
of property above labilities, without 
any account being taken of fran- 
chises, contracts, patents, rights of 
way of great value, and which 
would now be difficult to obtain at 
any price.

until it would seem there will be no 
limit to the valuation of such lands 
in the near future, for the interior 
population is fascinated with the sea 
and the sea shore is like a hair-line 
in comparison to the vast interior 
regions.

More 
repairs are needed today than ever 
before. People live up to higher 
standards. The handy man about 
the house who could do most any- 
thing from building a coal bin in 
the cellar to patching the roof is 
a rare individual in the community. 
It is necessary to employ a skilled 
mechanic to make repairs today. It 
costs about twice as much to emply 
them to day as 20 years ago, as the 


money wage is higher and ne hours

checks made payable jointly to the

All checks to towns 
must be endorsed by a majority of 
the board of selectmen and town 
treasurer, and checks to cities, by 
the mayor and city treasurer. 

**T think you will readily see that 
this system better safeguards the in- 
terests of the municipalities, es- 
pecially the towns, inasmuch as 
both the board of selectmen and 
treasurer will have full knowledge 
of every transaction at time of pay- 
ment, rather than the treasurer 
alone, which is the case under the 
present system. 

*‘Inelosed with all payments will 
be a voucher giving the amount of 
the check and just what account 
the same is in settlement of, thus 
enabling the boards of selectmen to 
endorse these checks at their regular 
meeting, entering record of the same 
upon the minutes of the board.

Auto Fire Truck Visits Manchester. 


Manchester people had an oppor- 
tunity of seeing an auto fire truck, 
such as the town voted to buy at 
the annual town meeting, last week. 
The combination chemical and hose 
truck for the Lowell fire department 
was ready for delivery Monday af- 
ternoon and at the solicitation of 
Chief James Hoare, drove down the 
shore to Manchester and from there 
to Gloucester. At Manchester a 
crowd of about 100 people was in 
the square to see the new truck, 
which is, indeed, a handsome outfit 
and which looks capable of doing ex- 
cellent service in case of fire. After a 
few minutes stop in front of the en- 
gine house, Chief Hoare, Selectmen 
Knight and Swett, Engineer Clar- 
ence Morgan, the Breeze man and 
several other citizens—13 in all— 
boarded it for a run to Gloucester. 
As the car was to be delivered in 
Lowell that night, no chances were 
taken with it in showing its speed, 
ete. It covered the distance between 
the corner of Brook and School 
streets and the Gloucester City hall 
in 22 minutes and was going at what 
would ordinarilly be called slow 
speed. Leaving the corner of Brook 
and School streets at 2.20, the car 
passed under the railroad bridge on 
Summer street, at 2.2314; the Heath 
at the Cove, 2.2514; the 
Carnegie residence, 2.27; Coolidges’ 
Point entrance, 2.2814; Raymond 
street, 2.29; the Gloucester-Man- 
chester line, at 2.30, just 10 minutes 
from the time it started. On the re- 


turn trip it made even better time 
than this. Manchester has not as 
yet placed an order for a machine, 
we understand, though it will in all 
probability purchase a Knox, such 
as the Boston and Springfield de- 
partments are equipped with. Sa- 
lem, Beverly and Gloucester are al- 
so thinking of purchasing an auto 
fire truck. A representative from 
the Salem committee, Mr. Watts, 
and also one from the Central fire 
station, in Beverly, rode on the car 
on its trip down the shore. 


Additional Town Meeting Notes. 


In our account of the Town Meet- 
ing in Manchester last week we 
omitted to mention a resolve offered 
by O. T. Roberts, and adopted, to 
the effect that the park commission- 
ers be instructed to grant permis- 
sion to the superintendent of streets 
to take sand from any of the beach- 
es of the town for use in the high- 
way department. Mr. Roberts up- 
held the action of the commissioners 
in prohibiting the removal of sand 
from the beaches, but he did think 
it was well enough to have sand, in- 
stead of gravel or crushed stone 
dust, used on the sidewalks. For 
this purpose, he believed, only some 
30 or 40 loads of sand is used in the 
course of a year. 

In the list of appropriations last 
week we omitted to take account of 
the $1000 re-appropriated for the 
use of the special committee on sew- 
erage. This makes the grand total 
appropriated to date, $203,067.58. 

The board of selectmen made the 
following additional report in re- 
gard to claims and suits for and 
against the town. ‘‘A petition has 
been filed in the land court for a 
registration of the clay-pit lot and 
the same has been referred to an 
examiner. An early report may be 
expected. 

‘“In regard to the EK. W. Longfel- 
low controversy the bill in equity 
brought by him against the Town of 
Manchester, in the U. S. Circuit 
court, has been dismissed and there 
is pending in the Superior court, for 
the county of Essex, a suit brought 
by the town against him, against 
which he is defending that he is a 
citizen not subject to taxation. This 
will be heard at a later date. 

‘‘In the matter of Bowditch vs. 
Town of Manchester, the matter 
stands in court, without further ac- 
tion, 

‘‘In regard to the petition to the 
war department against the B. & M. 
railroad, in relation to the bridge at 
Manchester, the hearings are con- 
cluded and we are informed that the 


report by the Engineer’s department 
has been sent to the secretary of: 
war at Washington. We expect a_ 
favorable report at an early date. 

“In regard to the claim of. Will- 
iam Till and others against the town 
for damages for personal injuries 
sustained by reason of a collision 
alleged to have occurred on Sept. 9, 
1909, between a certain carriage and 
a certain water hydrant, located on 
School street, we report that after 
a careful investigation, we settled 
the same by the payment of $185, 
taking a release from all parties in- 
terested. 

‘‘We would also report that upon 
an agreement with E. S. Bradley, 
regarding the removal of certain 
steps upon the sidewalk on the 
northerly side of his estate on Cen- 
tral street, we made a payment of 
$65, and received from him a quit 
claim deed of all right and title 
acquired by adverse possession or 
otherwise to any part of the side- 
walk covered by said steps.”’

THE PACE MAKERS. 


Sermon Preached at 


Congregational Church, Manchester, 


March 13, 1910. 
By Rev. L. H. Rugs. 


Text: ‘‘Tf thow hast run with the 
footman, and they have wearied thee, 
then how canst thou contend with 
horses ?’’ JEREMIAH 12:5. 

The prophet Jeremiah was wea- 
ried, the continual iniquity and 
growing apostasy of the common 
people dismayed and discouraged 
him. They set the man of God a 
sad and sorrowful pace in his zeal 
to bring them back. Thre are pace- 
makers in lawlessness and iniquity 
as well as in righteousness, men who 
set the pace for hell as well as men 
who set the pace for heaven. 

And the words here are a medita- 
tion by the prophet or an answer to 
his discouraged ery. If he is 
wearied by the sins of the footman, 
the common people, what will he do 
about the galloping revelers in in- 
iquity at the King’s court and the 
priests of the temple? 

If the prophet gets dismayed at 
the common sins of this community, 
what shall he say when he sees it 
entrenched in power in the “‘seats 
of the mighty?”’ 
the corporations of the land and the 
traction companies have set the pace 
for the lawlessness that is sweep- 
ing over the land in Philadelphia 
and elsewhere. 

Again, if a man gets discouraged 
at the little everyday duties and 
trials of life, how shall he bear up 
under the greater responsibilities 
and burdens? What a lot of tired 
people there are. How they lag be- 
hind and give up because others sur- 
pass them. The reason so few 
achieve anything is because they get 
tired so easily. 

Let me say here that if any one 
gets tired of life and feels that life 
is not worth living, that the ‘‘game 
is not worth the candle’’ that one is 
in poor form to try the issues of an- 
other hfe. If this life sets you too 
fast a pace, be assured, if there is 
another life, it will set you even a 
faster pace. We have tested life 
somewhat, some to a large extent, 
and we know it takes continual ef- 
fort and courage to amount to any- 
thing, and if we are overcome by 
these present experiences how shall 
we stand up under the untried and 
unknown experiences on the other 
side? Be unwearied, keep at it un- 
tiringly. That is the character 
stuff they want beyond the Jordan. 

The great men of all ages were 
pace makers, Moses set the pace for

national and human freedom. He 
was the founder of democracy. 
Paul set the pace for missionary 
zeal. Columbus, Fititther, the Puri- 
tans, Washington, Edison, all these 
have set the world’a pace’ The in- 
surgents in Congress are setting the 
pace in the revival of a government 
by the people. 

A certain few set us all a pace in 
everything. They eall attention to 


a certain book and soon we are all: 


reading it. They laud a work of 
art or an opera and the world goes 
wild over it. They mould opinions 
in the press and we call them great 
editors. They are pace-makers. We 
never would have read the book, 
nor heard the opera, nor have had 
the opinion if someone had not set 
the pace. 

We need the impulse and inspira- 

tion of the pace maker. We need 
the housewife that can bake a loaf 
of bread, boil a potato and make a 
cup of coffee a little better than 
anyone else. We need the man that 
can build a chair or a house a lit- 
tle better than anyone else. We 
need the man that can sell more 
goods and make money a little fast- 
er than anyone else. We need a man 
who can think a little deeper, and 
reason a little better and talk a Lit- 
tle better than anyone else. One 
enthusiastic and tireless genius in 
any craft or calling lifts many 
others with him up to success and 
eminence, and it is a sorry day for 
any of us when the pace-maker is 
gone. . 
And we have need not only of the 
impulse and the inspiration, we have 
got to keep up with the pace-maker 
or we can never excel either in this 
world or any other. 

Jesus set the standard and pace 
for humanity for all time. He to- 
day is immortal in leading the sin- 
ning soul up and on to perfection. 
Someone had to show the poor sin- 
ning soul how to struggle up out 
of sin and self and Jesus did it. 
We are told that in the land of Eden 
peace and perfection our first par- 
ents fell.

Is the talk heard in most 
of our homes regarding the teacher 
such as would make the child look 
up to and cause respect for the 
teacher? What have you gained 
when you have made the child think 
less of his teacher? 

If you want to make a boy a sue- 
cess, you must make him feel he 
ean, not that he cannot. The teach- 
er knows she is not as good as she 
ought to be—the mere feeling that 
you respect her makes her feel that 
she must do the best she knows how. 
The first thing is to make the teach- 
er feel you respect her. Show her 
kindness. The best work you ean 
get from the teacher is not what 
she is paid for. Let us think of the 
teacher and come to her aid with 
sympathy and kind words. The 
teacher has faults, so have you.

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BACK IN THE OLD DAYS 
OF OUR NEW COUNTRY 


Historic Old Santa Fe, a Place Rich with History of the 
Wild Far Past—the Days of Carson and Kearney 
[By M. J. Brown, Editor Little Valley (N. Y.) Hub.] 


When it becomes more popular to 
know something about our own 
country, and less about Africa and 
Italy, then perhaps we Americans 
will know more about this arid but 
enchanted land of the southwest— 
this wonderland of witchery and 
mystery. 

Almost every foot of New Mexico 
has something of interest, something 
to make you stop and wonder. | 
don’t know where to start, what to 
take up first, or where to quit. 

Just out there, crumbling to ruins, 
is a fortress—where the early Span- 
iards builded mud fortifications to 
protect themselves from the savages 
300 years ago. The elements are 
wearing away these historic walls, 
and the American people are not lift- 
ing a protesting hand. Some hack 
driver will take you up on the hill, 
sing you a little fifty cent song of 
history, and hurry you back. 

If those crumbling walls could 
But 
they can’t and there are few to talk 
for them. There they waste away— 
out under the brightest sunshine of 
the southwest—a sunshine and a cli- 
mate that deals far more gently with 
them than does man. 

_ And over across is the place where 
General Lew Wallace wrote ‘‘Ben 
Hur’’—or the concluding chapters. 
I can understand the inspiration 
from this environment and surround- 
ings. 

- Down in the Plaza of Santa Fe is 
where General Kearney defeated the 
Pueblo Indians 220 years ago, and 
raised the stars and stripes. 

On the other side is the old palace, 
the oldest government building in 
our country, which was built of 
*dobe bricks in 1598. 

On the south side of the plaza is 
the oldest Masonic lodge of the Unit- 
ed States, on whose rooster is the 
ernment all men are equal, and ey- 
chives are filled with curious and 
historical memorials of the early 
days of.the square and compass. 

Over there is a monument erected 
to General Kearney’s memory and 
patriotic deeds, whose stone letters 
proclaim : 

‘*We come as friends to make you 
a part of the Republic. In our gov- 
ernment all men are equal, and ev- 
ery man has a right to serve God 
according to his heart.’’ 


Up on the hill is the ruins of Fort 
Marcy, where a few years ago The- 
odore Roosevelt climbed and took 
off his hat to the memory of the dead 
heroes. 

Out by the Federal building is a 
monument erected to the memory of 
Kit Carson. I had read that Carson’s 
home was in Taos, north of here, and 
that his body was buried there. I 
found an old man who wore the Ma- 
sonic badge and asked him how Car- 
son could be buried in two place. 
He looked at me and asked where I 
was from. 

‘<There is a monument at Batavia, 
N. Y.,’’ said he, ‘‘which marks the 
place where the bones of William 
Morgan are supposed to le, and the 
inscription states he was murdered 
by the Free Masons. Some of you 
Masons say he is buried in Canada 
and others in England.’’ 

From another man I learned that 
an attempt was made to remove Car- 
son’s bones from the old pueblo of 
Taos to Santa Fe, but so great was 
the protest that it was abandoned. 
Then the Masonic lodge at Santa Fe 
proposed that the lodge which would 
raise the greatest amount of money 
for a monument should erect it. San- 
ta Fe won out, and there it glistens 
in the sun today, but back up in the 
ancient old pueblo of Taos, his bones 
lie, buried, under the rites and cus- 
toms of the days of Tuble Cain & 
Co. 

But most ancient of all, most his- 
toric of all, and associated more 
nearly with the days of this coun- 
try which were wild beyond the tell- 
ing—there stands out under the 
Aztee sunshine the old San Miguel 
chureh—a wonder to all who see it, 
and a building whose crumbling mud 
walls you gaze at with speechless 
awe as you try to picture the days 
of the devote Franciscan Fathers 
whose bones lie buried under the 
floor of this oldest church in Am- 
erica. 

Back in 1541 Catholic hands build- 
ed this church out of earth. Its 
walls are four or five feet thick, 
and its rough mortar was laid on by 
the hand, rather than by the trowel. 
Projecting from the ’dobe walls are 
the ends of the wooden beams, the 
ends crackled and parted by the dry 
rot of over 390 years—-beams laid in 
place when Christopher Columbus 


was telling the Spaniards of a new 
world he had found. 

The rains of centuries have wash- 
ed down and worn away the ’dobe 
bricks from the top, and around the 
base of the walls the crumbling dirt 
is many feet thick. One looks at 
these historic old walls, and as his 
hand reaches out to take a handful 
of the dirt, a something seems to 
hold it back, and to make the act a 
sacrilege. 

I entered this old church and stood 
over the graves of men whose names 
are history. The venerable Father, 
garbed in the uniform of the Order, 
told me that under my feet lay the 
bones of Father Juan de Jesus, kill- 
ed by the Indians in 1680, and across 
the aisle there rested the bodies of 
De Vargas, 1704, as well as the bones 
of many other notable persons and 
governors of the early days. 

On the walls are oil paintings so 
old and so historic, that Columbus’ 
ancesters look like 1910 Milwaukee 
beer signs by comparison. There are 
two by Giovanni Ciamabue, in 1287, 
pictures that have defied time for 
over six hundred years—pictures 
beautiful in their rich hue, blue and 
yellow colors, and which look down 
on you from the ancient walls and 
defy time. There are others so old 
the dates and identification are worn 
out and lost. There are old masters; 
beautiful specimens of ancient wood 
carvings, Mexican and Italian work, 
statues, all so old and so expressive 
of centuries gone by that they hold 
the visitor in awe. 

One of the old masterpiece paint- 
ings hanging in the altar has two 
holes through it, pierced by Indian 
arrows, so it is said, many years 
ago. 

I am not through with the old 
things. Just inside the church is a 
bell, weighing 800 pounds that was 
hammered out in Spain over 650 
years ago. It has four inch walls 
and is wrought of copper, silver, iron 
and gold. Different from all other 
bells, this bell does not move, only 
the clapper. I took the end of my 
knife and tapped the bell from the 
top down the sides and the reverber- 
ations were like chimes, each note 
seeming to be in harmony with and 
tuned to the other. 

Now one more old one: On a Hit- 
tle side *dobe street of Santa Fe, 
and where one would never notice 
it from the hundreds of other mud 
houses that all look alike, is the old- 
est mud house in our country that 
has been continuously occupied— 
over 400 years old. What little 
Spanish history there is connected 
with it is to the effect that a great 
Indian chief built it in about 1500,

Later Coronado made it his head- 
quarters and tollowing were many 
notable men. 

Three or four hundred years ago 
the house had two stories, so a leg- 
end has it. The Spaniards came up 
from Mexico searching for three 
priests. They. came to this house 
and found the Indian chief’s daugh- 
ter alone. They demanded to know 
where the missionaries were or to 
be shown their graves. The girl re- 
fused to give them any information 
when they cut off her hands and her 
brown arms. . Later the Ind:ans ear- 
ried away the dirt of the upper story 
of this house in sacks and some- 
where back in the mountains made 
of it a sepulcher for the chief’s 
daughter. It is out here, somewhere, 
now, but none have ever found it— 
neither has anyone ever found the 
graves of the Fancisean Fathers, nor 
does anyone know when, where or 
how they met death. 

There is a monument in the cen- 
ter of the plaza at Santa Fe that has 
attracted .almost national attention 
and a lot of criticism, because the 
inscription says it is erected to the 
memory of the soldiers of 1862, who 
‘‘fought the rebels.’’ It was erected 
by the territory legislature, and 1+ is 
the only monument in the couniry 


whose lettering refers to the ¢on- - 


federates as ‘‘rebels.’’? Southerners 
don’t think any too much of this 
stone shaft. 

It bothers me to tell where a Mex- 
ican, Indian or Spaniard commeies 
in this territory or where a white 
man leaves off. Only the black, 
glossy hair will give one a clew. You 
will see a light-complexioned, fash- 
ionably-dressed youngster pushing 
out 1910 drinks over a Mission bar, 
or assigning you a room on a Plaza 
hotel, where General Lew Wallace 
used to spend his money in the early 
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days. He looks like a New Yerk 
tourist and I wonder if he has a job 
in the office during the season where 
he can see the sights [| am seeing 
without having to grow poor every 
time he turns around. Then | lear 
the soft Spanish roll of his tongue, 
and I look at him with a new in- 
terest. J wonder if he is a descend- 
ent of Chief Tiquex; one of Cor- 
onado’s hand-me-downs; whether he 
has not Laquna or Astufa Indiana 
lore back in his blood—or where or 
when he ever came from. He knows 
less about his ancestors than | do, 
and cares a heap less. 

But the Spanish girls, one can tell 
them at sight. They seem to be 
more true to old ways. Few speak 
English, so you ean understand, and 
each has a something about her that 
dates her back. You will find her 
in the restaurants and stores. She 
may be dressed in full fashion, but 
she will have some old bracelet, ring 
or ornament that tells you she 1s a 
daughter of the south and has the 
blood of Cortez in her veins. 

As to the Indian girls, you don’t 
find them in the restaurants. They 
preserve every custom and manner 
of the days before the Spaniard el- 
bowed them to the hills—stately, 
dignified, dressed as their Aztee 
mothers dressed, and looking at you 
through eyes that seem to have in 
them pictures of a long past. But 
more of these later. 

It was in this town, Santa Fe, thet 
Warren Wilcox, a printer of Cherry 
Creek, N. Y., had to make a very 
hasty leave, something like a year 
ago, and which incident became of 
enough importance to be discussed 
on the floor of the senate at Wash- 
ington, in connection with the state- 
hood matter. 

Wilcox wrote a letter to the 
Jamestown Journal.

show his knowledge of Spanish, so 
he dragged in some expressions that 
had a different meaning than what 
he supposed the words spelled. In 
some way a copy of the paper came 
back here and was reprinted in the 
New Mexican. A friend gave him 
a timely tip, and he was able to get 
out on a train to El Paso. 

Have you had enough of 1287 and 
1910 for this week? Enough of the 
days before Columbus or Joseph 
Cannon, A. D., 1910? 

Got to give you some Indian 
stories yet, some stuff that comes 
down here from the hills, but which 
there is no history. And I have got 
to tell you of a people and a time - 
so many thousands of years before - 
the first Spaniard came up the Santa 
Fe trail that Coronado’s exploits 
seem like a news dispatch about 
wireless electric lights.

LL OvER America there is 
a great and enthusiastic 
interest in outdoor living.

And in seeking the most ideal lo- 
eation the multitude has found that 
there is a strange fascination in the 
call of the singing surges, in the 
surf swept reaches that seem to 
stretch into infinity over which un- 
seen voices tone a never ending 
symphony. By the drone or roar 
of the ceaseless tides they never 
weary of listening to the story of 
rature’s inscrutable power. Here 


are forgotten the strife of tongues, — 


the contentions and hatreds of men, 

the sin and sorrow of the soul. 
There is something luring in the 

voice of the channel bell, something 


fulfilled within us in the gleam from ~ 


a lonely wave-buffeted tower, some- 
thing thrilling in the madness of 
tumbling breakers rolling in foam- 
ing crests of green waters at our 
feet or climbing the eternal rocks.

To see and 
know a genuine sea shore enthusiast 
you must get a westerner after he 
has gotten the briny flavor of wind 
and wave. He becomes almost a 
fanatic in his zeal about sand dunes 
and salt and is an inveterate sum- 
mer sojourner by the sea. 

And this increase every year in 
the summer colonies from the south- 
ern and middle states, and even 
from the far Pacific coast is signifi- 
The summer population has 
doubled within the last ten years 
and its increase is more rapid each 
season, but the sea shore lands are 
not doubling nor increasing in area.

Any man of moderate skill and some 
experience can design a fairly sat- 
isfactory 40-horsepower car; but the 
small car calls for original and in- 
ventive talent. 

To the man of moderate means 
we must look for much future prog- 
ress in design. We can already 
build cars of a speed which must 
be close to the limits of human en- 
durance; and the reliability of 
the present automobile compares 
favorably with that of any other 
piece of machinery. Were it a ques- 
tion of speed alone, we might well

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THE ETERNAL CROSS. 


Subject of Sermon by Rev. C. S. 
Pond of Beverly Farms, at Man- 
chester Baptist Church, Last 


Sunday. 
Rey. Clarence Strong Pond of the 
Beverly Farms’ Baptist church 


preached last Sunday morning at 
the Baptist church, Manchester, in 
exchange with the pastor, Rev. T. 
L. Frost. His subject was ‘‘The 
Eternal Message of the Cross,’’ and 
he took for his text the words: 
““Who for the joy set before him en- 
dureth His cross and despising the 
shame.’’ His message was in part as 
follows: 

‘““The message of God is eternal 
for He is eternal. God is always in 
His world. His work is constant 
and not intermittent. He did not 
step into Chaos and out of Order 
4000 years ago, creating a world and 
then stepping out to let it run its 
own way. He remains in the world 
constantly guiding and controlling. 
The Christian believes that the 
world forces are all in the hands 
of a wise, loving God. The problem 
of life is not to find God. God does 
not need to be found. We need 
rather to let him find us, and have 
His way in our thinking, doing and 
believing. To meet a spirit, spirit- 
ual capacity is needed. We are 
spirits. Unfortunately we see 
through a ‘glass darkly.’ We are 
spirits in bodies. There is spiritual 
sight to respond to spiritual light. 
As in the world about us, there is 
light for seeing, sound for hearing, 
water for drinking, food for the eat- 
ing, seed for the ground and ground 
for the seed, a divine law of corre- 
spondence or complements, soisthere 
an answer to the soul of men of a 
way to know the Father. Well may 
we ask, 1f God wishes us to know 
Tim, why does he not provide the 
way? He has, and that way is 
through Jesus. We know Christ 
and may enter into His experience. 
Jesus saith, ‘He that knoweth me 
knoweth the Father,’ ‘I and my 
\ather are one,’ ‘I am the way.’ 
God does wish us to know Him 
and Tlis will. Christ is His answer 
to the soul’s need. 

““Jesus makes it plain that we 
may know the Father. His know- 
iedge is of life and experience rath- 
er than mere word breaking. His 
call, while it satisfies the mind, 
(‘what the mind rejects the heart 
Soon ceases to adore’), is for the 
heart. ‘I am the water of life;’ ‘I 
am the bread of life.’ Drink and 
your soul thirst is satisfied. Eat and 
your soul lives. The doctrine of 
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God is learned in the school of life 
rather than in the closet of the phil- 
osopher. He that will know God 
must do God’s will. That good will, 
eternal and full of value to this life 
is forever revealed in Christ. He 
calls all into the life of good will. 


‘‘The call to experience is eternal 
not temporal. We speak of Christ’s 
ministry of three years. The vital 
message of Jesus was to show God. 
God has ever been speaking to the 
world. In Lis own son only do we 
find the life of mar fully finding the 
hfe of God. Did not Jesus himself 
tell of the vineyard owner who sent 
the servant and finally the son to 
claim the harvest. Jesus succeeded 
fully in what the prophets revealed 
partially. Jesus shows us the face of 
the God of merey, love and wisdom. 

““The eternal ministry of God did 
not end with Jesus, but the holy 
spirit remains to do the Master’s 
work among men. When it became 
expedient for Him to go away then 
ministered the spirit of God, Him- 
self, always and eternally to con- 
vict of sin, of righteousness and 
judgment. God has eternally stood 
at the door of man’s heart knock- 
ing for admission. He leaves His 
spirit to call men up from the life 
of the animal to the life of a spirit- 
ual being. The voice of conscience, 
of experience in life, in punishment 
of sin, reward of righteousness, the 
guiding hand of reason, the admoni- 
tion of friends, the power of prayer 
and the ministry of comfort are but 
some of the many means used by 
God through the message of Christ 
to call men up into the life of a 
spirit. This call to a spiritual ex- 
perience is eternal as He is eternal. 

“The ministry of Jesus is an 
eternal ministry. Only truth can 
abide eternally. He said ‘I am the 
truth.’ Only truth and God abide 
eternally. The life and ministry of 
Jesus stand the test of time. Truth 
knoweth no limits. No true message 
of God abides for the moment. 
Truth is not limited to time 
or space. Of Christ’s death it is 
said, ‘This thing was not hid in the 
corner.’ Golgotha is the message 
in time of a truth that is eternal. It 
is this that makes Jesus’ death re- 
veal the saviourhood of God’s na- 
ture. He is not the martyr, but 
Christ the saviour. The eternal 
message of the eross is God recon- 
ciling men to Himself. He is al- 
ways reconciled to men. He is ever 
ready to hear the call of the purest 
saint or the vilest sinner. The mes- 
sage of the cross is eternal. 


‘““The eross reveals four. eternal 
truths concerning God and his re- 


lations with men. God despises sin 
and sin is dreadful and erratic. The 
Christ on the cross is an eternal 
condemnation of the shamelessness 
and erratic injustice of sin. The 
Christ was deliberately chosen in 
preference to the sinful Barrabar 
for the cross. Innocence is hung on 
a ‘tree.’ Second, the cross reveals 
for all time the helpfulness of God. 
If sin is shameless and erratic we 
find God’s helping hand through all 
time but in Jesus it is supreme. His 
whole life was a living condemna- 
tion of sin. Third, the eternal suf- 
fering nature of God is revealed. 
God is a sufferer because of evil. It 
is one of power and will be of ulti- 
mate value. His will will prevail. 
Did not the prodigal’s father suf- 
fer of soul as his son went wayward ? 
God is a righteous God and the suf- 
fering Christ reveals his righteous 
suffering because of the sin in the 
world. It is suffering unto hope but 
not unto despair. Fourth, the eternal 
message of the cross is the eternal 
will of God to forgive. They eruci- 
fied innocence. Innocenee said, 
‘Father forgive them they know not 
what they do.’ It is the forgiving 
mind of God. The message of the 
cross eternal, ‘If I be lifted up, 
shall draw all men unto me,’ is still 
true. He that heareth the call to 
experience alone can understand its 
deep loving heart message of God to 
the soul. The cross teaches men 
God’s will to forgive.’’

More Trouble! 

The San Jose scale has increased 
at a very rapid rate in Massachu- 
setts during recent years, so much 
so as to form as serious a menace 
to our orchards as any of the im- 
ported tree pests, and to be vastly 
more dangerous than our native in- 
sects. Where this scale once ob- 
tains lodgment in an orchard it will 
kill the trees in a very few years, 
except they receive careful yearly 
treatments. Its spread is rapid and 
not easily to be guarded against. 
One of the most annoying develop- 
ments of the situation is the spread 
of the scale from the property of 
those who care too little for their 
fruit and ornamental trees to prop- 
erly protect them to that of their 
more eareful neighbors. Many in- 
stances have been brought to the 
attention of the state board of agri- 
culture of orchardists who have been 
put to great yearly expense and been 
subjected to a great deal of injury 
because of the carelessness of their 
neighbors. 

Ample authority exists under 
Chapter 444, Acts of 1909—the 
State Nursery Inspection law—to 
compel offending property owners to 
clear their property of the scale. 
With the purpose of bringing this 
information to the attention of the 
public the board has issued its cir- 
cular number 1, which will be 
sent to any address within the state 
on application to J. Lewis Ellsworth, 
secretary state board of agriculture, 
State House, Boston, giving extracts 
from the law and explaining how 
to set it in motion. Nature leaflet 
number 33, giving directions for the 
treatment of this and other scale 
insects can be obtained in the same 
manner.

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Among those who attended the 
charter hearing at the State House 
on Tuesday were Mayor Trowt, Al- 
derman Loring, Councilmen Phillips 
and Woodberry, Thomas D. Connol- 
ly and Edward E. Morgan.

At a meeting of the Beverly board

as provided in the draft, as drawn 
up by the committee made up from 
the members of the city government 
and citizens.’’ The petition was 
widely circulated and about 150 vot- 
ers here signed it.

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STRANGE LANDS AT HOME— 


NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


ODD SPOTS WE KNOW NOT OF 


Strange Customs, People and Ways, in the Heart of Our 
Civilization, of which we Know Little. 
[By M. J. Brown, Editor Little Valley (N. Y.) Hub.] 


Seventeen miles outside of Santa 
Fe I ran onto an attraction which 
interested me, as it will easterners, 
A turquoise mine, owned now by Tif- 
fany & Co., the New York jewelers 
This mine’s history goes back so tar 
it has dry rot. They say when the 
Spaniards first came here turquoise 
were as plenty as beans with the In. 
dians, but where they got then they 
would not tell and Spaniards could 
not find out. 

Today the mine is closed the most 
of the time, effectually and vigilant- 
ly closed, not only with a lock that 
would defy a New York yegg man, 
but a patrol is made night and day. 
They tell the story here that Tiffany, 
not wishing to glut the market on 
these stones, only takes out a few 
of them each year, and as these 
mines are scarce, he has a combina- 
tion in restraint of competition that 
has the shoe trust in the a. b. ¢. rew. 
Tiffany was also one of the get-in- 
early fellows over in the petrified 
forests, when vandalism went, and 
they say out here that he has logs 
enough of topaz, moss agate, and 
amethyst stored away to run old 
New York for years to come. 

I stopped off at the little Indian 
pueblo of Isleta on the way to Santa 
Fe, and there saw the American In- 
dian—the real, old ancient descend- 
ant. 

They gather around you with their 
trays of topaz, and baskets of pot- 
tery, but they never ask vou to buy. 
They stare at you with those eyes 
of a far past, and one can’t help 
but respect them. LEach has his 
wares but none urge their sales— 
you may select a piece of pottery 
from the first one or the last one and 
it apparently seems all the same to 
them. The Indian girl stands back 
and looks at you with eyes of old 
Tiquez. She wears the garb of 400 
years ago. Select a piece from her 
basket and she will simply tell you 
the price, and when you have bought 
it it would seem that she has done 
the favor. The only mark of civ- 
ilization that I could note was when 
she short-changed me, and a bystand- 
er insisted that she make good. 

If there is a man, woman or child 
in New Mexico who is not a Catho- 
lic, he or she must be lonesome. ‘The 
church and religion is universal, and 
it seems to me that every hour some- 


one is going to church somewhere. 
Day and night the bells toll for some 
service, and everybody goes. In the 
old San Miguel church at Santa Fe, 
the Cure, a venerable, white-headed 
old man, looked at my name in the 
register, and told me his boyhood 
home was in Rome and Seneca Falis, 
N. Y., and we spent a most pleasant 
half-hour, I telling him of central 
New York and its changes, and he 
listening with eager interest. Of 
course, he learned I was not a Catho- 
lic, yet he pressed on me an invita- 
tion to come back every day and 
visit with him. 

What I most miss in this country 
is the English language. I shall for- 
get how to speak it if I do not hear 
it more often. Anywhere, every- 
where you go you hear the Spanish. 
You will see a young fellow who you 
will size up as just out of an east- 
ern college, and is spending dad’s 
money on a tourist trip. You will 
change tables at the Spanish res- 
taurant to be with him and just 
when you have decided to ask him 
if he is from Buffalo or Detroit, you 
will hear him give his dinner order 
to the Spanish girl. The only fel- 
low I have had really appeal to me 


was one who asked me to loan him, 


ten dollars until he could get his 
cleaning and pressing sign out. He 
said he was short just this amount, 
and I could stand on the gate and 
take the coin until he made me good. 


~ He said that he used to press and 


clean for the Stafford in Buffalo. 

I haven’t written a word about 
the climate of this, the 13th day of 
February, 1910. The eastern news 


dispatches tell me winter has the 


call back in New York, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, yet ij am up here on 
a sand butte, with my eoat off. On 
the top of the hills | can see snow 
in any direction on the tops of the 
mountains which seem only a haif- 
hour’s walk, and when the wind 
blows down from Cotorado it has 
the smell and tumperature of snow. 
But just get under cover fromthe 
north’s breezes and it is siliimer-— 
a bright, beautiful sunshine suin- 
mer, that savors of indolence. 
Today, a little outside of Stanta 
Fe, I visited an old city of the dead 
—an old burial place that probably 
has history buried in every square 
rod, but which is but Greek to me. 


~decay—every foot. 


It is the most forlorn, neglected spot 


I ever saw. The yard covers sev- 


eral acres, enclosed by a tumbling 
down ’dobe fence and as sad a place 
as one could find in historic New 
Mexico. Simply ruin, neglect and 
There are old 
Spanish wood carvings over some of 
the graves, that were they anywhere 


but in a land replete with our coun- — 


try’s old history, would be of unusu- 
al interest. Few go near this place, 
and its stones are fallen and graves 
neglected. I never saw a more for- 
lorn spot. Almost everything is 
Spanish and Catholic. Here is a 
grave marked by a mesquite stub, 
wired to which are two common 
stones. I can’t guess the signifi- 
cance, but the man who placed that 
monument there, perhaps 200 years 
ago, knew. Over there is a sand- 
stone broken down, on which are 
carvings and designs which seem to 
me should be in the territory’s mu- 
seum. All is Spanish. The eross is 
everywhere. 

But in a hidden spot, under a mes- 
quite clump, and where only accident 
directed me, I found a simple little 
slab on which was inscribed: 

An American, peace to his ash- 
es.’ . 
Can you imagine what kind of a 
story those half-dozen words tell? 
His name is not there. Why? Cer- 
tainly Americans buried him down 
there, and thought him of enough 
record to mark the spot. Who he 
was, how he died, when he died, why 
he died and what about him you 
may guess. His was the only Amer- 
ican grave I found in a two hours’ 
search in that desolate cemetery, and 
I would give much to know more. 


One curious bit of stone carving - 


in a neglected corner attracted my 


attention. It was a crude outline of ~ 


a heart with a knife thrust through, 
and under it some Spanish words I 
could not translate. The crumbled 
stone told the story of age, but it 
did not relate the tragedy or ro- 
mance. And I scratched a 1910 
match on this stone, ighted a Turk- 
ish trophy and wondered what it 
was all about—whether it told the 


story of some long-forgotten love af- 


fair, and the pierced heart repre- 
sented a ‘‘died of a broken heart’’ in 
1420 or whether it would say that_ 
some Navajo Indian struck six inch- 
es of steel into it to settle some little 
gentleman’s affair in the long ago. 
Now you guess. 

What seems to me a serious ne- 
glect is the erumbling of these his- 
toric places. 
states, the government and historic 
societies are taking active steps to 
preserve history and historical spots 


Back in the east, the. 


~ 


ra 
eres 
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that were fresh with paint and mor- 
tor when these places were almost 
forgotten history. For illustration, 


the oldest house in the United 
States, described in a previous let- 
ter, is crumbling away here under 
a New Mexican sun, while so-called 
Americans, who lve within 300 
yards of it, hardly know it is there, 
and if so, simply as a magnet to at- 
tract tourists to. 

Its little bit of a sign says it was 
builded in the year 1500 (I think I 
am in error in the date of a previous 
letter). Perhaps the Indian chief 
threw up its walls, then, or per- 
haps he didn’t do it until a hundred 
years later, but regardless of a cen- 
tury its are the oldest walls in the 
onee wild west, three or four*hun- 
dred years old, and worthy of pres- 
ervation by men who have blue Am- 
erican blood in their veins. 

This morning I visited it for the 
fourth time—in the early morning 
sunshine. And I saw: The door 
opened and a Mexican or Indian 
came out. He went around to the 
end of this house, where time and 
the elements have washed away 
what was once a fire place chimney 
builded by the hand of Coronado in 
1580, split a few sticks of cedar on 
the ruins of the chimney and carried 
them inside. Through the open door 
I could see a skillet over the fire. 
The native placed the sticks on and 
closed the door. And he shut out— 
shut out the smoke and odor of fried 
ealf’s liver from my historic morn- 
ing dreams of 1500. It seemed to 
me I -must open the door and fire 
this dirty mongrel into the street 
and over the old worm-eaten door 
frame place a brass tablet of govern- 
ment protection. q 

And they tell me that any time 
this native should decide to destroy 
these old walls there are none and 
no authority to stop him. 

Ignatius Donnelly, in one of his 
books tells us that this, the Great 
American Desert and its edges, were 
hit by a comet. If you would come 
out here and prowl over the strange 
country and its volcanic formations 


_ you would believe it—or anything 


anybody had amind to tell you. 
There is something so strange and 
unreal to it that you jump to any 
fairy tale. Certainly something hit 
it sometime, or heaved it up. There 
are acres of ash heaps—cinders that 
you ean’t find the bottom of. 
Whether a comet cleaned its grates 
here, or whether centuries ago some 
hidden force pushed the stuff up. for 
me to guess at, I don’t know, but I do 
know there is a strangeness in it all, 
a mysterious something that spreads 
out on these acres and left puny man 


to guess at how, when and from 
where they came. 
- Superstition, it is a rod thick in 
every inch of this northern New 
Mexico, and there are hundreds of 
bright looking men (Mexican and 
Indian) who believe just as truly 
that there are witches in these hills 
as they do that New Mexico will 
get statehood at this session. In 
every hamlet some old codger will 
tell you how he, or some member of 
his family, has been bewitched, and 
he believes it, just-as much as you 
believe he is nursing a_ nervous 
dream. When one of the mountain 
or plains Mexicans see a strange cat 
or dog about his home at night, he 
has a horror and dread of impending 
danger that is pitiful in its super- 
stition and ignoranee. And _ this 
man, who has proved all of a white 
man’s courage in bloody Indian wars 
of this ecountry—well, the only way 
I ean explain it is to think back, 
not so very long ago to Salem, Mass., 
when no doubt my ancestor was one 
of the judges who pronounced death 
to some witch. This is a very old 
and a very new country. 

Twenty years ago, right in the 
locality from which I am writing 


this letter, the Penitent Brothers— 
crucified a brother each and every 
year. They were Mexicans, a rem- 
nant of the orders of the Middle 
Ages, and it was their custom or re- 
ligion, during the 40 days of Lent, 
to inflict self-tortures that would 
shame the Indian Sioux sun tortures, 
to literally erucify one of the num- 
ber, a living man or woman belong- 
ing to their sect. Other tortures 
were to wind their legs so tightly as 
to stop circulation, bear crosses, and 
to march in bare feet, until they fell 
exhausted, over the glass like forma- 
tions of these hillls. 

If you can’t believe this, look up 
the history of New Mexico and Ari- 
zona, or (once more) think back 
to Salem. As late as 1891 are au- 
thentie accounts of crucifications in 
this strange corner of our big U. S., 
at San Mateo, and I am told that 
there were still later horrors of this 
kind, in remote places, at much lat- 
er dates. 

Had you better go over to Pom- 
peii, or come out here and dig up a 
more interesting history . 

I have more for you—thousands 
of years older, and yet more strange.

Grand Army Veteran Dead. 
William James Pert, a veteran of 
the Civil war, passed away on Wed- 
nesday evening at the home of his 
son on Bennett street, Manchester, 


after a serious illness of only three , 


weeks. Mr. Pert was born Nov. 30, 
1831, in Newport, R. I. He came to 
Manchester when five years old and 
has spent practically his whole life 
here since. In his boyhood days he 
assisted his father in conducting a 
bakery in the brick building still lo- 
eated in the rear of Knight’s coal 
wharf. He learned the cabinet-mak- 
ing trade and was for some years 
employed by Leach & Annable. 

At the time of the Civil war, Mr. 
Pert enlisted at Readville, Mass., 
Sept. 26, 1862, as a private, in. Co. 
A, 45th Regiment, Mass. Volunteer 
Infantry. He served nine months 
and was discharged at Readville on 
July 7, 1863, at the expiration of his 
term of service. He was cngaged mn 
the battles of Kingston, Whitenail 
and Goldsboro, and. was. slightly 
wounded at the battle of Kingston, 
on Dee. 14, 1862, being hit in ‘he ear 
by a piece of shell. 

Mr. Pert was for a number of 
years captain of the old Manchester 
hand tub. He was for 15 vears jan- 


‘itor of the engine house and for 21 


years sexton of the Ep:scopal church 
on Smith’s Point. For many years, 
until recently, he was in charge of 
Tuck’s Point picnic grounds 

He was for many vears the leader 
of the choir of the Baptist ehiech. 

He was the father of seven chil- 
dren, only two of wluch lived to 
grow up. One of these, William H. 
Pert, attained some note as a sing- 
er. He died some years ago. he 
surviving son is Charies R. Pert. 
There are also two grandchildren, 
Waldo H., and Mildred I., both of 
this town. His wife was .Irances 
M. Nason of this town. She died 
some five years ago. 

Funeral services were held this 
afternoon at 2 »)’ciocx, from the 
Crowell Memorial chapel, Rev. IL. 
H. Ruge of tha Congregational 
church officiating. The G. A. R. heid 
their service.

Is not the time now ripe for Man- 
chester to improve and add to its 
fire house facilities? Several weeks 
ago we pointed out the cramped con- 
dition of the present quarters and 
advocated the expediency of making 
an addition to the present house, or 
building a new station, large enough 


to hold at least part of the apparat- 


us. 

The great catastrophe in the town 
of Hamilton, adjoining Manchester, 
ought to be a good lesson for us— 
that too much attention cannot be 
paid to our fire-fighting facilities. 
We have splendid equipment, and a 
new auto combination truck is soon 
to arrive for Manchester, but at the 
present time there is no place to put 
it when it arrives. It is proposed 
to do away with the horses and tear

out the stalls occupying the center 
of the station, thus making room for 
the new apparatus. 

But in some quarters the expedi- 
ency of doing away with the horses 
entirely is doubted. 

Even if the stalls were ripped out 
the station is still crowded. It is 
a question, in any way of looking 
at it, if the quarters ought not to be 
enlarged. 

It appears that there is no means 
of getting around to the rear of the 
engine house, except by driving over 
private land, for which privilege the 
town is paying $20.00 a year. This 
driveway is between the engine 
house and the property recently pur- 
chased from F. B. Rust by M. J. 
Callahan. The old building next to 
the engine house, occupied for so 
many years as a store, with tene- 
ment above, has been taken down, 
preparatory to the construction of a 
brick block. 

We believe the town of Manches- 
ter will make a mistake if it allows 
the opportunity to slip by of pur- 
chasing the whole or part of this 
property. 

Here are the conditions: The town 
owns an engine house, with no means 
of access to the rear of the building. 
It needs larger quarters for its fire 
equipment, and it is fair to assume 
that inasmuch as the town is grow- 
ing, further improvements will have 
to be made in years to come any- 
way. The property adjoining has 
recently been bought at a bankrupt 
sale and the purchaser has torn down 
the old building and is preparing to 
build a brick block, so that in the 
future the prospects of enlarging the 
engine house from this side will be 
impracticable. 


We urge that the town take some 
action at the adjourned town meet- 
ing next Monday evening toward the 
purchase of the whole or a part of 
this property in anticipation of pres- 
ent needs for its fire station. The 
fire station property ought to be en- 
larged, and if it is not to be used 
immediately, it will be possible to

Hamilton Visited by Worse Fire in 
Its History. 


The little town of Hamilton was 
visited by the most serious fire in 
its history, last Firday, and the loss 
will be a severe blow to the town. 
The fire started shortly after noon 
and fanned by the high winds the 
flames had eaten up 25 buildings of 
one sort and another before it was 
checked toward the middle of the 
afternoon. 

The fire started just to the north 
of the Wenham-Hamilton station and 
it carried everything before it, leav- 
ing not as much as an ember. Every- 
thing in its path was burned to ash- 
es, leaving the thickly built section 
at this point, the fire jumped to the 
Dr. Cilley property and cleaned that 
out. Then to the Thomas dog ken- 
nels, destroying part of this prop- 
erty. 

It left the town ina erippled con- 
dition. 

Hamilton is without water service 
and its fire apparatus is in the hand- 
tub stage. The help summoned from 
Beverly, Salem and Peabody could 
do very little as the available water 
was limited. The loss was estimat- 
ed at $150,000, and the insurance 
was said to be about $60,000.

‘Turtle and farina taken together rep- 
vesent to those who live on the Ama- 
ton, be they white, negro or Indian or 
ohe of the numerous. crossbreeds, 
what the salmon does to the’ Alaska 
Indian, the cocoanut to the south sea 
islander and rice to the Mongolian. 
A short run of salmon in the Alaska 
rivers, a crop failure in the paddy 
fields of China, a hurricane in the 
south sea islands, all reduce to the 
same thing—famine. On the Amazon 
a shortage of turtles may be tided 
over by a plentitude of farina, or vice 
yersa. A failure of both turtles and 
farina in the same year brings great 
and widespread distress. Farina is a 
crude, locally made product of the 
root of the manioc, a further refine- 
ment of which results in the tapioca of 


commerce. Tapioca is the pure starch . 


of the root, farina the starch mixed 
with a woody fiber, the latter impart- 
ing a yellowish color to the compound. 
Farina under a number of different 
- names is more or less of a staple with 
'_ the natives in all of tropical America 
from the West Indies to Paraguay.—

THE ATLANTIC SEASHORE DEVELOPMENT 


ARTICLE II —The New Jersey Coast 


The Jersey coast—what a fund of 
rich recollections the thought awak- 
ens in the minds of multitudes, not 
only throughout this continent but

ure here, but life is so fair, so care 
free, so buoyant, so virile, that a 
joyous sense of exhilerating power 
pervades the beholder. | 

A sort of mystery and unreality 
seems to enshroud the scene at night 
to which the dancing sparks of the 
wireless stations at the end of the 
long piers lend imagination. A mes- 
sage from out of the night, from 
out of the chaos of the dark waters, 
from out of the unexplored wastes 


beyond to this strange supernatural - 


city stranded on its sand dune sit- 
uation. Towering over the revellers 
the great Absecon light with its 
beams penetrating the midnight 
reaches. At one end life at its very 
full, at the other end of the light, 
where it flickers to a tiny spark, a 
foundering world with life at. its 
last ebb.

Along with these 
are the skillful ones who take chane- 
es with slight regard to the other oe- 
cupants of the streets, the poor ped- 
estrians suffering the most as a na- 
tural sequence of their inability al- 
ways to escape the savage assaults 
of these murderously-inelined beings 
who belong behind prison bars. 

The needs now eall for a law which 
would compel the heensing of every 
person who sits at the wheel, with 
penalties severe and a eell in sight 
for those who trespass upon the 
rights of other occupants of the high- 
ways. A permanent revocation of li- 
cense should follow a third offence, 
for this repeated disregard of the 
law would be proof sufficient that the 
guilty one was not a suitable person 
to be entrusted with the driving of 
an automobile. 

And, furthermore, the automobile 
should earry identification marks 
which would insure prompt appre- 
hension whenever its steersman vio- 
lated the law knowingly. The miles- 
per-hour clause, however, should be 
eliminated from the statute, for its 
continuance in a drastic law unques- 
tionably would bring injustice and 
unfair treatment to many whose 
only offence would be in exceeding 
ridiculously low speed limits without 
harming or endangering anyone.

1571 Studebaker-Garford chasses and 
the company has been extremely lib- 
eral in carrying out its promises. 
It came as a surprise, therefore, when 
it was learned that from March, 
1905, to October, 1908, there had 
been expended a sum of $16,620.18 
for the guarantee. This is an aver- 
age of but $10.51 a ear.

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THE SELF-TORTURERS OF 
BARBAROUS OLD NEW MEXICO. New Mexico has done and is doing 


A Relic of Savagery of the Middle Ages Almost Incredible. 
A Wonderful Fanaticism in our Country To-day. 
[By M. J. Brown, Editor Little Valley (N. Y.) Hub.] 


I see by the newspapers New Mex- 
ico is clamoring for statehood. 

Let me tell you something about 
New Mexico and you judge if the 
territory should be another star to 
our flag. 

Let me tell you some conditions 
and things that you can hardly be- 
lieve exist in our country—tell you 
of the barbarism and savagery back 
in the mountains of northern New 
Mexico that will make you shudder. 

Down in Washington the reason 
for refusing statehood is because 
there is a probability of a couple 
of Democratic senators as a result. 
I hope some of the boys who hold 
our country in their hands may read 
this. They will have real reasons to 
oppose statehood. 

I want to tell you of a state of 
barbarism that exists in the moun- 
tains of northern New Mexico, so 
incredible and so improbable, so cov- 
ered with an ancient fanaticism and 
a more ancient secret organization, 
that you can hardly be blamed if 
you doubt these statements. 

But every word is true, and every 
condition literal. You may see these 
things today as I have seen them. 
Out there in the mountains of Taos 
county, south of Taos and west of 
Espanola, from 30 to 50 miles from 
the railroad, one may see more 
strange sights, and more wonderful 
fanaticism than in the heart of Af- 
rica or India—and practiced by men 
who according to our constitution 
are citizens of our country and 
whose votes counts as much as yours 
or mine. 

In company with a U.S. marshall, 
who was serving juror summons, I 
drove out of Espanola into the 
mountains west—out into a coun- 
try where 97 out of 100 are Mexi- 
cans, where the English language 
is seldom spoken—into a locality of 
Penitentes, Flagellants, self-tortur- 
ers—the most wierd and strange in 
the civilized world. 

The second day out snow began 
to fall in the mountains and soon the 
trails were covered to a depth of 
several inches. All along the way 
IT noticed, at distances of perhaps a 
quarter of a mile, trees covered with 
wooden crosses, nailed on. Some 
would have one or two and others 
a dozen. 


The driver explained to me that 
this road was the favorite route for 
the Penitentes, and these trees. and 
crosses were where they laid down 
their loads when the torture became 
unbearable. 

It was Friday, the day when the 
Mexicans redouble their ghastly tor- 
ture ,that we made the drive, and my 
eyes saw these incredible sights. To 
be sure I did not converse with them 
or witness these horrible rites at 
close range, for as soon as our rig 
would appear, the-Flagellants would 
dump their loads at a tree of crosses, 
and disappear in the woods. 

What are the strange rites? Well, 
thousands of Americans will ask the 
same question, and many will doubt 
the truth of the answer, simply be- 
cause they know so little of our 
country. 

During Lent, or for 33 days, these 
people practice self-torture in com- 
memoration of Christ’s fasting. 
Naked to the waist, barefooted, and 
running over the lava beds, which 
cut like glass, in a blinding snow 
storm, these men run up and down 
the mountain roads to appease the 
wrath of heaven, calling on the peo- 
ple to repent, and proclaiming that 
Christ is to come back, ete. 

They scorge their naked backs 
with quirts made from aloe fiber, pile 
on loads of prickley pear cactus, 
with needles an inch and a half long, 
bundle of cat claw and then wooden 
crosses. With feet cut open from 
lava stones and the blood dripping 
off their heels from their bleeding 
backs, these men earry the loads un- 
til exhausted with pain. Some will 
lie down with their naked bodies on 
beds of cactus, the horrible torture 
of which will make any person shud- 
der who knows what prickley pear 
is. 

I dismounted at one of these trees 
of crosses and saw the load of tor- 
ture which a fanatic had just dump- 
ed on seeing us coming, and the 
snow was covered with the red blood 
of the self-torturer. 

And New Mexico wants statehood! 

The eneyclopedia tells me that 
way back in the Middle Ages nearly 
all of Europe became possessed of the 
strange epidemic of self-whipping, 
and it took centuries for the Catho- 


lic church to eradicate it. From Eu- 


rope it went to Mexico and into New 
Mexieo. The Catholic ehurch in 


everything to stamp out this say- 
agery, but in northern New Mexico it 
still exists in the out-of-the-way 
_mountain sections and hamlets. And 
I was told by an American who lives 
in this locality that in that part of 
Taos county, 97 out of every 100 
Mexicans. were Penitentes, active 
self-torturers, and that it was a very 
dangerous proposition for an outsid- 
er to pry into the matter, and that 
his life would be in grave danger 
should he attempt to photograph 
anything in connection with these re- 
ligious rites. -He said the order dat- 
ed back to 1056, in Italy, and it was 
in a way more secret and fraternal 
than the Masonie order. 

Up until 15 or 20 years ago this 
sect annually crucified, on a wooden 
cross, one of their number, drawn 
by lot, and it took the United States 
troops to put a stop to it. 

And these bands of Penitent 


_Brothers are real and are active in 


their savage rites today in north- 
ern New Mexico. . Don’t take my 
word for it—go and see them. Skip 
a trip to Chautauqua and go down 
in the mountains and mix with a 
people who parallel in self-cruelties 
the Fakers of India. They are there 
and to be seen for the effort and the 
expense. They have their own Peni- 
tente churehes of adobe brick—a 
brotherhood of the middle ages— 
more strange and more wonderful 
than you can comprehend. 

Some time ago I read an article on 
these strange people by 
Lummis, an instance of 20 years ago, 
when he endeavored to write up a 
history of the Penitenties, and to use 


his camera during their exercise. He ~ 


is probably the only man who ever 
snapped a camera on these strange 
rites, and he relates that he made 
the exposures with one quaking 
hand on the camera bulb, a locked 
six-shooter on the camera box, and 
two big peons holding back the mur- 
derous mob. He states that he also 
procured some of the blood stained 
scorges, the price of which was a 
bullet in his throat, and that many 
months thereafter repeated attempts 
were made to assassinate him. 

I was curious to know much of 
these strange people, and used every 
means to gain information. We 
stopped over night with an Ameri- 
ean, who conducted a little store in 
the heart of this Mexican community 
—and by the way the only white 
man in business I ever found in any 
of the Mexican hamlets. The store 
was full of Mexicans and I was busy 
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with questions regarding the Peni- 
tentes, when the merchant, after a 
look around the store and a cautious 
gesture, told me he would talk with 
me later on the subject. That eve- 
ning, in his home, he told me much 
about these strange people, and al- 
so warned me not to talk about the 
subject before the Mexicans, as they 
looked on the white faces as enemies 
to the brotherhood, that many of 
them had a partial understanding of 
English, and that it would be much 
safer for a man to be a gold pros- 
pector than a newspaper writer. 

The women do not take part in 
these savage rites, but it is told to 
me that they formerly did, but in 
place of the scorging they would 
wind their limbs with string and 
wire so tightly as to stop the blood’s 
circulation, and see how long they 
could endure the torture. 

These people who perform these 
strange religious usuages are no 
more barbarous in ordinary life than 
are any other Mexican, and in intel- 
ligence they are far above the peons 
and lower class Mexicans I found in 
old. Mexico. 

They. are Indian-like in feature 
and most hospitable and courteous 
to any white man who does not at- 
tempt to pry into their religion. 
They never come near you or join 
in the talk unless invited, but are 
apparently very friendly if you 
make the advanee. 

Many of the women are handsome, 
the pink underneath the olive skin, 
and their dark eyes, giving them a 
striking beauty. They are equally 
fanatics in the strange religion. 

Occasionally one will find a half- 
breed among these Mexicans, and 
usually he is a man of importance 
among them. These men are called 
““coyotes.’’ -Their American blood 
~ gives them the brains and shrewd- 
ness to take advantage of the com- 
mon Mexicans, and they usually own 
stores, and speculate in furs, relies, 
minerals, ete. These half breeds have 
the most peculiar way of handling 
the English language. While they 
speak the words plainly, they get 
“the cart before the horse’’ and it 
often keeps one guessing as to their 
meaning. 

Every Mexican house is filled with 
cheap religious prints and carvings, 
and all have the same subject—the 
crucifixion. Every wall of every 
*dobie is covered with reproductions 
of Christ on the cross. The cross is 
» everywhere. 
them, nailed to the trees.

RE-DEDICATION IN MANCHESTER. : 


First Baptist Church Organized April 10, 1843. The Church Home to be 
Re-dedicated on April 10, 1910. Sketch of the Improvements. 
The Program. 


Under the preaching of Elder 
Elam Burnham of Essex, Mass., con- 
siderable religious interest was 
aroused in Manchester, and on April 
10, 1843, 13 baptized believers, men 
and women, met and organized them- 
selves into a church. This marked 


the starting-point of the First Bap- 


tist church of Manchester, Mass. On 
April 10, 1910, the members of the 
church and friends will gather to- 


gether to re-dedicate the chureh 


building to the service of Christ. 
Although the interior of the 
church building has been somewhat 
altered and improved in the past, 
still for some years the building has 
been very meconvenient and unsuit- 
ed to the prominent work the Bap- 
tists are doing in the town. The 
baptistry was a mere tank in the 
low vestry platform, and there were 
no facilities for robing for baptism. 
Last June the pastor, Rey. Theo- 
dore Lyman Frost called the Pruden- 
tial committee of the church togeth- 
er and offered to do all he eould to 
secure money enough to make the 
church a modern one, suitab!s for its 


‘growing work. The committee was 


favorable to improvement and esti- 
mated that the cost of needed im- 
provements would be in the neigh- 
borhood of $10,000. The pastor 
started out to raise this sum. The 
cost of the improvements has not 
been far short of the sum originally 
deemed as necessary, and in the past 
ten months the pastor has raised 
somewhat over $8,000 by his person- 
al efforts. The remainder of the 


-amount needed to pay every bill, it 


is hoped, will be raised before many 
months have passed. 

The improvements on the church 
building are as follows: an addition 
built on the rear of the old strue- 
ture, containing on the second floor, 
space for organ and choir, entrance 
to baptistry, pastor’s room, choir 
cloak room, and a toilet. On the 
first floor of the addition there are 
the Sunday school library, kitchen 
(convenient for men’s robing room), 
ladies’ robing room and toilet, class- 
room. In the basement there is in- 


‘stalled the new steam boiler which 


heats the entire building. 

The old choir gallery in the main 
audience room has been removed and 
extra seating space provided for the 
church. The entire audience room 
has been refinished in soft green and 


colonial white, and the aisles carpet- 
ed with a bandsome red _ tapestry 
carpet. Six beautiful memorial win- 
dows, especially designed for the 
church, by the Harry Eldridge Good- 
hue Co. of Cambridge, the memorial 
pulpit set and the beautiful new 
memorial Estey organ, with its hand- 
some quartered oak case and plain 
gilt pipes, make the audience room 
one of the most beautiful to be found 
anywhere. The whole style is 
Georgian. 

The open baptistry extends out in- 
to the pulpit platform and in front 
of the choir rail. Entrance to the 
baptistry is from the rear of the 
choir rail. The front of the church 
has been greatly altered by a large 
palladian window, and by making 
the two front side windows memorial 
windows. The front and side doors 
have been replaced by new quarter- 
ed oak ones, and the entire build- 
ing has been painted white. The 
vestry has not been overlooked. It 
lias been refinished with ereai-col- 
ored walls with mahogany finish. 
The electric lighting system has been 
changed throughout the building 
and new fixtures put in or old ones 
renovated. 

The ¥re-dedication services begin 
on Sunday morning, April 10, and 
continues through Wednesday, ’April

MILLION PARASITES LIBERATED. 


Japanese Schedius Begins Its Career as a Foe of the Gypsy Moth. One 
Hundred Colonies Planted. 


What is looked upon as the most 
hopeful step yet taken in the sup- 
pression of the gypsy moth pest was 
the ‘‘planting’’ of some 100 colonies 
of the little Japanese parasite known 
as.the Schedius have just been plant- 
ed from the imsectory by W. F. 
Fiske. In each colony there are 
about 10,000 parasites, making a 
total for the first spring planting 
of one million. These colonies have 
been liberated in different parts of 
the infested area. In the course of 
three months about one million more 
will be liberated. They attack the 
gypsy moth eggs, showing a mark- 
ed preference for the eggs in which 
the embryonic caterpillars have de- 
veloped, so that in reality it is a par- 
asite on the unhatched caterpillars. 
With one of these in its way the hit- 
tle gypsy moth caterpillar will have 
slight chances of ever reaching the 
foliage on the trees. 

The Schedius is a prolific parasite. 
Last spring there were only 19 in the 
eovernment’s insectory. As soon as 
they began to thrive they completed 
a generation in three or four weeks, 
and had inereased to about two mil- 
hon when Mr. Fiske took out half 
the flock and let them loose among 
the trees. The other half is resery- 
ed for the season when the gypsies 
begin to lay eggs again. It was dif- 
fieult to establish the Schedius in 


Lawrence, Manchester Nahant and 
Newburyport are credited with hav- 
ing made no returns on expenditures.

There are supposed to be many 
other imported parasites in the field, 
some for the eggs and some for the 
caterpillars. How well they winter- 
ed is not known yet, as they stay in 
seclusion until their hosts, the moths, 
appear. 

One of the men employed by the 
state to cut down browntail nests 
reports that the browntail moths 
have begun to emerge already. 
These moths hatch in the fall and 
crawl into their nests while very 
small. Now they are beginning to 
crawl out of the nests and will be 
ready to eat as soon as any buds 
appear. 


In his anual report this week 
State Forester Rane recommended 
that the gypsy and browntail moth 
law be so amended that the state 
forester may take supervision in cit- 
ies and towns so desiring it. 

He also recommended that the us- 
ual additional appropriation for 
gypsy and browntail moth suppres- 
sion, which has been $165,000, be 
again made this year; and that an 
appropriation of $100,000 be made 
for handling the elm-beetle, and that 
an additional appropriation of $15,- 
000 be made for carrying on the for- 
estry department work as outlined ; 
total, $280,000. 


An appropriation of $4495.75 was 


made at the March meeting.

Flying Machines On North Shore 
This Summer. 


The-North Shore will probably see 
its first flying machines the present 
season. The building for housing 
the Herring-Burgess machines dur- 
ing their stay at Plum Island aviation 
grounds is now virtually completed, 
and last Saturday the first craft 
was taken down from the factory 
at Marblehead. A number of experi- 
mental flights have taken place this 
week, and before long the aviation 
school which is to be conducted 
there for purchasers of Herring- 
Burgess aeroplanes, will be in full 
swing, and will be the first of its 
kind in the country. The Wrights, 
it is true, are now teaching a num- 
ber of aviators to fly at Montgom- 
ery, but these are professionals, and 
are to exhibit the Wright craft in 
various cities throughout the coun- 
try. 

The flying field which Mr. Burgess 
has secured at Plum Island is well 
suited to the purpose, and will af- 
ford a clear and comparatively level 
surface of several miles in extent, 
and is, moreover, so situated as to 
secure freedom from the interfer- 
ence of the crowd of curiosity seek- 
ers which is always found gathering 
to see a novelty.

What is the mission of the church 
which Christ has founded upon a liv- 
ing faith in Himself? As we come 
to the re-dedication of this church 
this morning this will be our theme 
for consideration: The Mission of 
the Church 

“We will first see what the mis- 
sion of the church is not. It is not 
political, although the church must 
be interested in the civie well-being 
of men. Its interest in politics must 
be incidental. Its mission is not so- 
cialistic or ethical. The church 
should, however, constantly and 
boldly raise her voice against the 
evils which threaten home and _ so- 
ciety, and must lead in the develop- 
ment of character. All this work is 
but ineidental. Some think that the 
mission.of the church is educational. 
The church today is but one force 
among many forces for the intellee- 
tual enlightenment of man. Plainly 
lier mission is not educational. Nor 
is it institutional. Good as are the 
many lines of institutional work con- 
ducted by many churches, the mis- 
sion of the church is not institu- 
tional. 
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“‘The mission of the church is 
greater and deeper than any of the 
lines I have just mentioned. Her 
mission is the redemption of men 
from sin, the bringing of men to 
God. Her mission is identical with 
the mission of Christ who came to 
seek and to save that which was lost. 
Ilis whole life, from Bethlehem to 
Calvary, was filled with one consum- 
ing purpose, redemption. 

“The chureh can fulfill her mis- 
sion by getting Christ’s viewpoint, 
and by following His method. In 
other words, the church must see as 
He saw and do -as He did. Christ 
saw that man is lost apart from 
God; that God loves the lost; that 
Ile Ilimself is the way of man’s re- 
turn to God. To lose sight of these 
eardinal facts means that the church 
has lost-the power to fulfill its mis- 
sion. 

‘*Christ’s method may be briefly 
stated: ‘Ie went about doing good.’ 
IJe did not simply wait for men to 
come to Him, but went to them. The 
mission of the church is not to cod- 
dle the saints but to reach the lost. 
The saints need to be fed and ought 
to be fed, but the ehureh should not 


neglect her mission of redeeming 
men from destruetion. A eold- 


Llooded application of Christ’s meth- 
od of going and seeking the lost 
will never result in the rescue of lost 
souls. The great success of the re- 
vival in Wales under Evans Roberts 
was the deep travail for souls. No- 
tice, too, that in going after men 
Jesus paid little attention to the tra- 
ditions or to eriticisms, but went di- 
rectly at the realization of ITis sub- 
lime purpose. We must do the same 
ir the chureh is to realize her mis- 
sion. 

“The church of today. if she is to 
be the church of the livins God, 
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must be true to her divinely given 
mission of saving men by pringing 
them to Christ. ‘She must,’ as Dr. 


Van Dyke has well said, “be hving 
in the living world as her living 
Lord, her sermons translated out of 
a theological dialect into a living

Driving into a little Southern, Pa- 
cific station on the Mexican border 
I heard a man sitting on a bench sing 
the above lines, and the quaint notes 
that went with the words attracted 
a attention to him. 

“here were three men in the sta- 
tion, two white men and a Mexican. 
The singer sat next to me and as he 
continued to hum the little ditty I 
looked him over in idle curiosity. He 
was just an ordinary Texan, unshay- 
en, thin, dressed as they all dress— 
just an ordinary cow puncher, as 
I sized him up. 

Then he stopped his song and 
walked out on the platform, and as 
he arose I noted he had a big Colt’s 
revolver on his hip and a belt of 
cartridges. And I also noted that 
the minute he arose the Mexican fol- 
lowed him out. 

This attracted my curiosity and I 
followed them both. The man with 
the gun walked up and down the 
platform, singing his little song, and 
the Mexican followed his every step 
like a dog. As the Mexican had no 
gun, I ecouldn’t make it out why he 
kept such a close watch on the Tex- 
an, for it seemed to me all he would 
have to do to get away would be to 
get that Colt’s out and walk away. 

A few minutes later the other 
cowboy came out and I asked him 
why the Mexican was dogging the 
white man. 

And the way he laughed, Rerey 
made me feel.as if I had never be- 
fore been west of the Mississippi, 
and that this fellow knew it. 

The white man with the gun was 
a Ranger captain and the Mexican 
was a murderer. 

I had conelusions standing on 
their heads. 

The Mexican was trying. to get 
over the Rio Grande one night with 
a quantity of mescal (Mexican whis- 
key) when a river guard stopped 
him. He killed the guard: The 
Ranger had found him hiding out 
in the hills and brought him in and 
whenever and wherever the Ranger 


went the Greaser followed, for he 


knew the minute he refused to fol- 
low he was a dead man. 

Later,_as it neared train time two 
other Rangers came, and several pas- 


sengers. One of the passengers was 
a representative of the Eastman 
Kodak Co., and when he learned the 
men were Rangers he was wild for 
a snap shot. A bystander told him 
to go ahead and snap it, but the 
photographer dared not do so, neith- 
er had-he sand enough to ask them, 
when a bystander stepped up to the 
Captain and told him what the East- 
man wanted. The Ranger not. only 
willingly granted the request, but 
had his men stand so their guns 
would show, and with the villainous- 
looking Greaser in front—as a sort 
of an apology for carrying those 
guns. 

And then I went after a story of 
the Texas Rangers, and what I learn- 
ed about them and their lives was 
vitally. interesting—to me at ieast. 

These men are picked from among 
hundreds—picked for fitness for the 
hard work they have to perform, 
and the hard lives they have to lead. 
There is no pull nor politics jin their 
appointments. Qualificatious get 
them their jobs—and qualifications 
don’t come under the civil service, 
either. What a captain wants to 
know is when he sends one of his 
men out in the sticks to get a man, 
if he’ll get him. And get him he 
must or his Ranger service will be 
as brief as was Minister Crane’s ser. 
vice in China. 

An especial qualification of these 
men is absence of fear—men whe 
were born without it, or men who 
have faced danger so that it has no 
terrors. He must be not only ready 
but willing to take any danger as. 
signment his captain may give him, 
but he must return with the goods 
—he must get his man. 

For instance, there may be a shoot- 
ing among the cow boys back in 
the hills, and word comes down to 
the captain. He picks one man and 
tells him to get the shooter. Now 
consider that probably every eow 


* puncher on the outfit knows he is 


coming and every one is gsing to 
block his way, and you ean sce what 
he is up against. 

Does he get him? 

You bet he does, or he cleans up 
for the whole works. 

A rancher comes in and reports a 
poisoning of his cattle. It is an cid 
feud result, where a rival has hired 
some tough Mexican to do the dirty 


job for him. That Mexican doesn’t 
value his life any more than the 
Ranger does his. He takes ithe 
chance of making a get away be 
fore the Ranger can get him. There- 
fore. you can see how very danzer- 
ous the game is. The Greaser :ret 
into a locality where thare are miiny 
of his countrymen, for protecticn 
and secrecy, and the Ranger must 
go into that den, where all Greascrs 
look alike, and either bring him back 
or leave him, for his friends to bury. 

Along the Rio Grande, front Eagle 
Pass to El Paso, is a string of smuy- 
gler: as ever bunche | 
up. These fellows clash with the riv- 
er guards and then try to gof, away, 
and they will kill anybody va sigh 
to escape. 
these men. That’s what they are 
camped down on the border to de. 
And they do it or get killed them- 
selves. 

The foreman of a cow eamp told a 
little story which illustrates the re- 
sources of these men. The cowboys 


came in from town, with a quantity 


of whiskey, gambling and a fight fol 
lowed and one of the punchers was 
badly shot. They took him to town 
for treatment and the same night 
two Rangers came into camp. 

In this case the fellow who did the 
shooting was a general favorite with 
the outfit, so it was agreed with the 
boys to hide him out until the Rang- 
crs gave up the hunt, then run him 
over the border until the wounded 
man got well and the matter blowed 
over. By all hands watching the 
Rangers and keeping the fugative in- 
formed, he could keep changing his 
position, and it would be like looking 
for that needle in the hay mow te 
find him. 

In the morning the Rangers ate 
breakfast and then asked the boys to 
tell them where they had hidden out 
the puncher. Of course they were 
all entirely ignorant of where he 
might be. 

Then one fellow pulled a gun, cov- 
ered the four men, and ordered his 


partner to tie every man to wheels - 


of the camp wagon. When.this was 
done, one Ranger changed clothes 
and horses with a cowboy, took a 
dinner bucket and rode out. The de- 
coy worked and before noon he was 
back with his man. 

I wish I might tell you of the lim- 
its of authority these fellows have. 
but I have been unable to find out 
whereby, wherein and from whom 
vested. They are supreme, and 
mighty few question. what they 
may or may not do. 

Here is a little instance that will 
illustrate how far they may—or 


The Rangers must yet. 
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rather will—go, and also the kind 
of stuff that is in their backbones. 
This is a true instance, but one I do 
not remember reading of at the time. 
Do you? If not, | wonder why? 

You remember the Brownsville af- 
fair of four or five years ago, when 
the colored regiment shot up the 
town, and you also remember that 
President Roosevelt discharged the 
whole company. Well, these negroes 
were pretty well scared after the af- 
fair, and the officers proposed to take 
them out of the town. A company of 
Rangers were there (four is a com- 
pany) and they forbade the officers 
to move the soldiers from Browns- 
ville. (Now you may judge of how 
much authority they have—or how 
much they assume.) 

The officers of the colored troops 
told the Rangers they were going to 
move the men, and it only meant the 
' Rangers’ deaths, as there were but 
four against many soldiers, but the 
Ranger captain as firmly told the 
officer that he must not move the sol- 
diers. Then the Ranger told his 
men to never mind the privates, but 
- to kill the officers, to shoot them first 
and then kill privates as long as they 
could. 

Did they move? 

Bet they didn’t. 

It was a fine bit of strategy, yet it 

~ was no bluff. 
- The Rangers had this advantage, 
the soldiers could not fire on them 
until they had made some move to 
stop marching, and by the time that 
move would have been made, every 
officer well knew he would be dead. 
-- This shows what kind of clay 
- Rangers are moulded out of and also 
that brains count as much as ’44’s. 

When not at work they go in com- 
- panies of four, and camp in the dif- 
ferent towns—having a fixed (and 
rather limited) allowance for sup- 
phes. 

When some complaint comes in a 
Ranger is given the assignment, and 
they usually do their work singly. 
Ile may be gone for weeks, hunting 
his man in the hills; he must go light, 
he may have to ride for his life, 
therefore he has to pack out*on his 
saddle what he shall use for eating, 
and hedding for many days, yet have 
his load so compact he can jump off 
a twenty-mile race as quick as he 
could bat his eye. 

And all he will take in the way of 
cooking utensils will be a small cof- 
fee pot. Is provisions: will be a 
sack in which is flour and a piece of 
bacon. His bed is a pair of blankets. 

At night he will hobble his horse, 
build a fire and bake bread. He will 


open his flour bag, dig a tunnel in 


A CLUBHOUSE FOR FISHERMEN AND OTHERS.

Suppose Gloucester were to build 
a worthy clubhouse for fishermen 
and others. It should stand _ be- 
tween Main street and Rogers 
street, opening on both, should it 
not? 

There should be six or eight good 
bowling alleys in the basement and 
as many pool tables and as many 
baths. The basement would open 
on Rogers street.. 
would open on Main street. with a 
door that swings in as smoothly as 
that of any saloon. 

Here would be a big lobby with 
the manager’s office at the rear or 
side, where would be a fisherman’s 
post-office, and a safe where checks 
could be cashed after banking hours 
and money deposited. A reading and 
writing-room would open off lobby 
and a dining-room with a lunch 
counter and bar for the sale of soft 
drinks; card-rooms, too, where. men 
could smoke and have a quiet game. 

A big assembly hall would occupy 
the second story, except for a row 
of smaller rooms across the Main 
street front. Here all sorts of en- 
tertainments could be held and re- 
ligious services on Sunday if deem- 
ed desirable. Above this should 
he two stories of neat, single bed- 
rooms to let to men, as a source of 
income. The roof might be utilized 
in summer as a kind of roof garden, 
whence the harbor could be scanned 
for arrivals and departures. 

I had thought the building should 
be for fishermen only. It has been 
suggested that it might serve a

larger usefulness, being open to any 
man on payment of $1 a year mem- | 
bership fee. The usual charge made 
for bowling and pool would bring 
in Jarge receipts. The room rent 
would be still more remunerative. 
The baths and .the restaurant and 
the soft drinks would be further 
sources of income. 

In fact, the building would be 
safely self-supporting if built with- 
out: debt. Let anyone who doubts 
the desirability of such a clubhouse 
visit those in Magnolia and he will 
be convinced.as I am, that a good 
clubhouse is as important to the wel- 
fare of a community as a good li- 
brary and almost as useful asa good 
church, 

In such a building as the one de- 
scribed, provision could be made for 
the care of aged fishermen and an 
endowment could be gathered in 
the -eourse of years for this and 
other. beneficent activity.

And these men will live for weeks 
in this way; live alone up in the 
barren, sun-baked hills; every min- 
ute in. danger of a bullet from the 
hunted; living in silence, solitude, 


and heat; living among all kinds of * 


wild animals and having rattle- 
snakes for bed fellows. 

And it is this Ranger who has 
changed Texas from a country that 
was once wild, almost beyond the 
telling, to what it is today. This 
man of nerve, endurance and sand 
has done more to divest this once 


wild state from its bad men than has 
all the standing armies Uncle Sam 
ever spread over the. state. 

But they have worked themselves 
out of jobs. As they have driven out 
lawlessness, they have reduced de- 
mand for themselves and today there 
are but few left of these men who 
can look a *44 in the face, know it is 
loaded, knew the holder will shoot, 
and yet look at it without the change 
of a muscle. 

Out west of Del Rio, the other 
day, I visited the grave of a Ranger, 
who was shot while doing his duty, 
and as a leaned over the picket fenee 
enclosure I recalled how true to him 
was the little song I heard in the 
depot at Comstock— 

Shove along mah dogie! 
Hike out my honey! 
We'lls ’Il hit sweet grass bye’n bye!

OLD LAND MARKS. 


By G. F. ALLEN. 


Another old land mark is gone, 
said a man on the street, as he passed 
the writer, referring to the building 
on School street, Manchester, just 
razed to the ground. 

From the expression ‘‘old land 
mark’’ has arisen the question, how 
old was the building? It was built 
in 1846. z 
In November and December, 1845, 
several of the leading citizens of the 


town began to feel that: there was 


need of better accommodations for 
the use of the church and other or- 
ganizations, also for Master Price’s 
school. Their plan at first was to 
form a company, raise money by is- 
suing shares at $10 each, and put up 
a one-story building.» At the same 
time the First Parish had matured a 
plan to remodel their meeting-house, 
and were about ready to do so. 

The vestry party, most of whom 
were also members of the Parish, 
asked the parish to subscribe for the 
erection of the proposed vestry. 
This they did, taking thirty shares, 
and as many more as the value of 
the ‘windows, doors and other mate- 
rials, which they could use in the 


construction of the vestry building 
and the parish agreed to hire the 
same and pay 6 per cent. on the cost 
of the building, said building to be 
under control of the parish. Next a 
change was made by the proprietors 
of the vestry building and the struc- 
ture was made one story higher. 
The building was finished and was 
called the chapel. 

The remodelling of the meeting- 
house was also finished. 

Jan. 27, 1847, the parish purchased 
the new chapel, which was erected 
on the parish land. Master John 
Price then established his ‘school 
there and continued it there until 
he retired as a teacher. ! 

In the new building (in School 
street) the town meetings were held 
until the’ Town hall was built. It 
continued to be used for political 
meetings, lectures, ete., until sold to 
John Little, who converted it into a 
grocery and provision store. 

A few years afterward Mr. Little 
left town and sold the buildings and 
his business to Dea. Henry Knight.

What is the Best Investment for a 
Small Capital? Not in Stocks or 
Bonds, Says Mr. Curtis. 


‘What is the best investment for 
a small capital’? was the subject of 
a symposium of four articles in last 
Sunday’s Boston Globe, by four well- 
known men of affairs. Allen Curtis, 
of the Beverly Farms colony, who 1s 
a stock and bond broker, discussed 
the’ subject with the following 
article : 

While the better class of our peo- 
ple have always known the value of 
saving and appreciated the power of 
compounding interest on their money 
at a good rate, there has never been 
a time when the pressure to get rich 
was so great as it is now. Although 
expenses have gone up with every- 
body, there still remains a goodly 
margin of savings to the people, but 
they are today somewhat restless 
with this money and anxious to make 
it earn fast—far faster than is safe 
or good for the community. 

Two years ago, during the panic. 
many—a great many—people took 
their money out of savings banks 
and invested it in good stocks in the 
stock market. ‘These stocks, as a 
rule, have risen greatly and continue 
to pay relatively large interest on 
the money invested. 

_ To my thinking, however, this was 


a really serious and harmful thing 
for these investors and for the rest 
of the community. It made money- 
making seem easy to those who in- 
vested, and those who did not have 


grown jealous and anxious to do as. 


well. It also caused these people— 
for the most part working people of 
small means—to keep constant watch 
on the rise and fall of stoeks, to be 
eager to see their stocks go up, and 
so to become too interested in the 
purely speculative side of invest- 
ments, about which, in their position, 
they can never hope to know very 
much. 

With considerable experience in 
the investing of money for all sorts 
of people, I firmly believe it is in 
every way better for the people of 
moderate means to put their savings 
into the savings banks. In this state 
these banks are eminently safe, not- 
withstanding the irregularities that 
have occasionally come to light. The 
interest that is allowed by the sav- 
ings banks is all that can possibly 
be earned with safety, and to the 
earning of this interest the best and 
most acute financial people in our 
community give their time and 
thought freely, without profit or 
compensation. 

Money deposited in a savings bank 
can be withdrawn at any time, in

THE ATLANTIC SEASHORE DEVELOPMENT 


ARTICLE IIIi.—Long Island—A General Survey. 


Long Island is a twentieth cen- 
tury discovery. Explored by Hud- 
son in 1609, cireumnavigated by 
Block in 1614 who ealled the Long 
Island Sound the ‘‘Mediterranean 
of America,’’ settled by the Duteh 
at one end and by the English at the 
other end in 1625, it still lay undis- 
covered until the late A. J. Cassett, 
president of the Pennsylvania rail- 
road in 1900 saw its illimitable ad- 
vantages as the suburb of the me- 
tropohs, the playground of the na- 
tion, and the prospective Eden spot 
of the world,—Long Island. 

_ It seems strange that more do not 
know this garden spot; that.it has 
lain so long generally unnoticed and 
that only of late years there should 


have .arisen such an_ enthusiasm 
about Long Island. _But it is not 


strange to those that wended their 
way through city tenement and fac- 
tory lanes and over elumsy ferry 
boats through a dirty river to travel 
on a railroad of inferior equipment 
and indifferent schedules. Logieal- 
ly what could le beyond such an in- 


troduction? And _ still multitudes 
have been. so charmed with the

Five hundred new all-steel 
vestibuled cars are to be added at 
the opening of the Penn-L. I. R. R. 
tunnels in June. Six hundred trains 
daily will wing the multitude in 
mile-a-minute flights over magnifi- 
cent reaches of suburban and _ sea- 
shore territory. Places today, over 
two hours away will be within ‘a 
secant hour of Herald Square. 
Long Island is in the throes of an 
evolution that has no parallel. ‘The 
day is kere when a man may enter ¢ 
subway station in Manhattan, day or 
night, and be whirled in luxurious ex- 
press trains under previous disagree- 
able features to his suburban home, 
country club or landed estate in less 
time and discomfort than it took to 
cross the ferry formerly. Rivers and 
cities as obstructions to travel have 
been obliterated. From all parts of 
the continent travellers will be car- 
ried. in unbroken vestibuled trains 
to Montauk Point and from the new 
port projected there will be carried 
in-the finest and’ fastest steamers 
afloat to Europe saving a day and a 
half to two days In ocean travel. 
Municipal, state and national in- 
terests are under way in-a new 
world harbor in Jamaica Bay, in the 
Great South Bay dredging projects 
and canal construction to link this 
harbor by deep inland seas to. Bos- 
ton via the Cape Cod Canal. This 
with the vast railroad and industrial

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


CARELESS NIGHT DRIVERS. 


Massachusetts Highway Commission Issues a Warning. 


It Will Take 


Summary Action if the Law is Not Complied With. 


Beeause of the many accidents 
that have resulted from improper 
operation of automobiles at night 
the Massachussetts Highway Com- 


mission has issued a warning in 
which it says that it will take 
summary action in all cases im 


which the requirements of safe and 
proper operation are not complied 
with. The text of the warning fol- 
lows: 

A number of accident cases have 
been heard by the Massachusetts 
Highway Commission within the last 
few months which have made plain 
one frequent cause of great danger 
to both automobilists and the public 
in general. That is the operation of 
automobiles when there is not hght 
enough to enable the road and the 
persons using it to be seen clearly, 
at such a rate of speed that the oper- 
ator is not able to stop his car in 
time to avoid a collision. These ac- 
cidents, and there have been many 
of them and. several resulting in 
death, have invariably happened 
when the automobile had no cetylene 
gas lamps lighted. The operator, 
without them, could not see far 
cnough ahead at the speed at which 
he was moving to stop in time. 

Automobiles have collided from 
this cause with derricks, platforms, 
teams going in the same and in op- 
posite directions; have run over foot 
passengers, have even run through 
a board fence and dropped onto a 
railroad track. While there is no 
provision of law requiring the use 
of searchlights, and possibly they 
are not needed in well-lighted city 
streets, the commission feels that it 
should eall the attention of all auto- 
mobilists to the matter, since ®per- 
ators who have come before the 
board have seemed to think that if 
they were upon the right-hand side 
of the road, and if they had the 
lighted lamps which the law does re 
quire, and if they were not operat- 
ing at a greater speed than the law 
permits at that point on the road, no 
fault could be found with them if 
they struck, for example, a foot pas- 
senger who was in the road, and 
who, they claimed, should have heen 
on the sidewalk. 

In one case a foot passenger was 
not seen because of an electric light 
which may have dazzled the opera- 
tor somewhat. Every operator must 
realize that when he has no search- 
lights he cannot see far beyond a 


bright electric hght and runs quick- 
ly into a dark zone. Such conditions 
have caused two deaths, at least. 
The board feels that operators can- 
not be exonerated from blame under 
such circumstanees, and that, wheth- 
er they have searehlights or not, all 
persons are bound to operate at a 
speed which is reasonable and prop- 
er under the conditions which exist. 
And a speed is never. reasonable 
and proper if, under any conditions, 
the operator cannot stop his car 
when he sees an object on the road, 
before he strikes it. If necessary, 
he must stop his car and cease to 
operate when he cannot run it so as 
not to endanger other users of the 
highway who are exercising reason- 
able and due care. 

This rule should be apphed_ not 
only where the streets are imperfect- 
ly lighted, or where one is dazzled 
by an electric light, whether a street 
light. or that of a street car, but 
around corners and curves, or where 
one’s view is obstructed by other ve- 
hicles in passing, or when one can- 
not see clearly because of a fog or 


mist. The board feels compelled to 
make.this announcement at this time 
because of the many reeent acci- 
dents and fatalities in which both 
pedestrians and occupants of auto- 
mobiles have been involved. It de- 
sires, therefore, to give notice to all 
automobilists that it will take sum- 
mary action in all cases coming be- 
fore the commission when it devel- 
ops that the foregoing requirements 


for safe and proper operating have

Two Hearings Monday On Street 
Lay-outs. 


Two hearings were held at- the 
office of the seleectmen, Manchester, 
Monday afternoon. The first 
ing was on the proposed lay-out of a 
new street from Beach to Sea 
streets. Two plans had been pre- 


pared by Engineer Raymond C. Al- 


len, for a 40-foot way, one being 
practically a straight road which 
could be built at an estimated cost 
of $8,500, and the other with more or 
less curve to it for $7,000, outside 
the land damage. The road is: in- 
tended to shorten the distance to 
Old Neck and to facilitate travel to 
and from that. section, by having 
the road over level ground instead 
oi going over two or three hills by a 
more circuitous route. 

Amory Elhot said in favor of.the 
petition that every one living at the 
Neck should feel grateful if this 
could be brought about. It was a. 
very desirable move. It should have 
been done before. The present road 
is very dangerous for travel and 
teaming, as there are two hills and 
two dangerous corners. The straight 
road, he thought, rather than the 
curved one was the better lay-out. 

Maynard B. Gilman, manager. of 
the Brownland cottages, 
oved the plan for the straight road. 
Ile spoke of the many benefits to be 
derived from it and hoped the pro- 
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ject would go through. 


Geo. E. Willmonton, representing 
Mrs. James T. Field, objected to the 
lay-out, mostly from a sentimental 
view, he said. Mrs. Field would 
rather the lay-out be postponed for 
a few years. She had been largely 
instrumental in bringing Manchester 
to the fore front as a summer resort 
and incidentally he mentioned that 
the name ‘‘Manchester-by-the-Sea”’ 
had been given the town by her late 
husband. It was largely a matter of 
sentiment with her in her old years 
that the project be delayed. 

A letter was read from George 
Wigglesworth who owns consider- 
able property at the Neck. He would 
rather leave the road as at present, 
his position on the matter being 
taken largely through his friendship 
for Mrs. Field. 

Attorney Guy Murchie of Boston, 
representing a number of residents, 
wrote a letter-asking that the hear- 
ing be postponed for one week. 

The selectmen declared the hear- 
ing would be postponed until next 
Monday afternoon, April 25, at 3.30. 

The second hearing was on the lay- 


out of a street between Summer and 


7 


Brook streets, over what 1s now 
known as Allen court. The court as 
laid out several years ago, took at 
that time 12 feet each from the es- 
tates of John Rogers Allen and Mrs. 
Daniel Allen. It is now proposed to 
inake it a 30-foot way and in order 
to do this, six feet is taken from the 
property of John R. Allen on Sum- 
mer street, narrowing down to noth- 
ing on that side of the way at its 
junction with Brook stréet, and six 
feet is taken from the land of Mrs. 
Daniel Allen on Brook street, and 
narrows down to nothing at its june- 
tion with Summer street. Mr. Allen 
objected to this proposition. [He 
said that he had laid out his property 
and had sold lots, planting shrub- 
bery and trees and that the taking 
of six feet from his property would 
greatly damage it. He said he 
would be willing to give three feet of 
the six asked for. He was willing to 
give this, but if the town took more, 
he would certainly claim damages. 
Mr. Ferguson, another property- 
owner on this side of the street, was 
willing to waive any objection, to 
the two and a half feet which would 
be taken from his property, this be- 


ing the width of the strip taken 


when the line reached his place. 
Mrs. Daniel Allen thought that the 
plan was an exceptionally just and 
fair one. She said her property on 
the Summer street side was narrow, 
and to take anything from that side 
would greatly damage it, She was 
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BULLOCK’S BAKERY DESTROYED BY FIRE —

At Icanchester, Wednesday Morning. Splendid Work By Firemen. Fire : 
‘Alarm Wires Had Been Put Out of Order by Telephone Employees. 


The Manchester fire department 
was called out at 3.40,0’clock Wed- 
nesday morning for a fire at the 
bakery of B. S. Bullock on Washing- 
ton street. The fire started fron 
some unknown source and was dis- 
covered by Night Officer Thomas 
Sheehan between 3.20 and_ 3.30 
o'clock. Owing to the thick fog, the 
elare of the flames lighted up the 
whole town and until the fire was 
checked by the splendid work of the 
firemen, one would gain the impres- 
sion that the whole center of the 
town was afire. 

When Officer Sheehan was attract- 
ed by the flames, they were eating 
their way through the building. He 
ran to Box 31 on Summer street, in 
front of the office of the Manchester 
Eleetrie Co., and pulled in the alarm, 
but it failed to work. After continu- 
ed efforts, he returned to scene of 
the fire and aroused the immediate 
neighborhood by firing his revolver. 

John Connors, who lives in the 
next-house, was the first to get out. 
He went to the box on Summer street 
and tried to ring in the alarm as Offi- 
cer Sheehan had done, but failing, he 
went to Mr. Bullock’s house and 
aroused him. Byron Bullock, in the 
meanwhile went to the center of the 
town and an alarm was rung in from 
the station. The fire by this time 
had gained headway and at 3.43 
when the hose wagon arrived on the 
scene the building was in flames. 

Within five minutes four streams 
of water were turned on the house 
and after about half an hour the fire 
was under control. The firemen did 
excellent work and are to be congrat- 
ulated on the efficiency with which 
they fought the fire. Chief Hoare 
was one of the first to arrive on the 
scene. The residence of Mrs. Abbie 
Bullock across the drive from the 
bakery was on fire at one time, but a 


few dashes of water quenched the 
tlames, The family left the house. 
Much talk has been made about 
the fire alarm and all kinds of rum- 
ors are rampant as to, why the alarm 
failed to work. We find on inyesti- 
gation that the fault does not lie 
with the fire engineers, or with the 
system. On the morning after the 
fire, Chief Hoare went over the sys- 
tem from the engine house to the 
box on Summer street, in company 
with G. A. Knoerr, the electrician, 
and A, A. Cushing of the electric 
light company. When they came to 
the corner of Washington and Union 
streets they found the wires on the 
upper arm of the telephone-pole, 
which are used for the fire alarm sys- 
tem were laying on the arm. 

They had been removed from 
their places and had not been put 
back. The wet arm made a short 
circuit and temporarily put the 
wires out of commission. Were it 
not for the fog, in all probability 
the alarm would have worked. The 
telephone company was communicat- 
ed with and admitted the wrong they 
had done. It is probable that action 

will be taken in this matter later. 

The extent of the loss by fire will 
reach about $6,000, it is estimated. 
The bakery was burned out and will 
have to be rebuilt. Mr. Bullock car- 
ried $6,550 insurance on the building 
and contents. It is estimated the loss 
will be about $4,500 on the building 
and $1,500 in the contents. 

Mr. Bullock has made arrange- 
ments with the Nelson bakery at 
Gloucester to carry on the business. 
For the present the bakers will go to 
Gloucester and will have the use of 
the bakery for a certain number of 
hours each day. Beginning tomor- 
row the bakery teams will resume 
their usual routes.

gLOST IN A BLIZZARD IN 
THE MOUNTAINS OF NEW MEXICO 


A Newspaper Man's Experience of Danger, Hunger and 
Sickness on a Drive through the Mexican Hamlets 
[By M. J. Brown, Editor Little Valiey (N. Y.) Hub.) 


JI had an experience of cold, hun- 
ger and sickness in the mountains of 
New. Mexico. in February that I 
will long remember, and while it 
may make pretty good newspaper 
stuff, | do not care for any more as- 
signments at the price. 

North of Sante Fe-but one rail- 
road breaks the bleakness of that 
state for a hundred miles in any di- 
rection, the Denver and Rio Grande, 
a narrow gauge which climbs the 
mountains at from six to eight cents 


per mile, one train a day, Sundays 
excepted. 
I went north for a few hours, 


counted my money and got off at a 
little mountain town, a town with 
two stores, two saloons and a restau- 
rant. There I found a county offi- 
cial who had business in the: Mexi- 
can hamlets in the west, and with 
a driver we started for a four days’ 
drive through Culebra mountains. 

The second day out at noon, a 
haze came over the sun and the air 
beeame cold. In an hour it was 
nearly dark. In two hours a bliz- 
zard, the worst I ever experienced, 
came down from Colorado, and liter- 
ally filled those mountains and val- 
leys with fine snow. The wind was 
piercing. 

Then things began to go wrong, 
and I began to wish I had mother to 
advise me. 

You will have to experience it to 
appreciate the feelings one gets in 
such a situation. The country is 
weird and foreboding at its best 
Everything is so strange, so unreal, 
and while wonderfully fascinating 
yet under its brightest sunshine it 
is depressing. 

And then when a blizzard shuts 
everything in and covers the trails 
until you ean’t see anything that 
ever looked like a road; when you 
feel the intense cold getting into 
your veins and night settling down; 
when you hear a mountain lion set 
up his roar from a mountain side; 
and when you think that there are 
none but Penitent fanatics within 
fifty miles of you—wlhat? Nothing 
like it, fellows... Try it onee. 

The driver urged the tired ponies 
along, and the snow kept getting 
deeper, when uncertain as to his 
course, all the trails being hidden 
he stopped, admitted he was not 


sure where he was, and called a 
council, 
Ile was for camping where we 


were for the night, but the facet that 
we had no ax to cut wood for a fire 
or to build a shelter for the team the 
proposition looked very unfavorable 
to my companion, a Mr. Bloom, who 
urged the driver to push on. 

While the mountains are covered 
with cedar brush and some larger 
timber, there is seldom a dead stick 
to be found anywhere, andthe mat- 
ter of a fire was vital to us_half- 
frozen men. 

The driver said he would go down 
a canyon a mile and if we did not 
find some habitation, we would have 
to roll up in our buggy blankets and 
chance it. 

And just as we had given up hope 
and was about to stop the team, we 
ran onto a Mexican ’dobie. So dense 
was the snow fall that had we gone 
twenty feet out of the course we 
came we would never have seen it. 

There was no sign of life in the 
mud house, but in answer to our 
calls a Mexican opened the door. 
We didn’t ask if we might, we 
simply went in. 

There were two young Mexicans 
and two Mexican girls inside, ap- 
parently brothers and _ sisters.» One 
of them explained to the driver that 
the father was a herder in the 
mountains, that he had the ax with 
him, and they had but a few sticks of 
wood. He said they had but little 
to eat—and he told a Mexican truth. 
The girl cooked some tortillas over 
the fire place, and made some coffee 
—that is we thought it was coffee. 
The Mexican paneakes were abso- 
lutely without any seasoning, and 
as there was nothing to eat on them, 
we could not force them down. 

But the coffee looked good to me, 
chilled through as I was, and I emp- 
tied the cup at a drink. It didn’t 
taste right. It tasted of anything 
and everything but coffee. But it 
was hot, and I passed up my tin eup 
for number two when the driver told 
me not to drink any more. 

He said the coffee was evidently 
made of cedar bark and soap weed, 


(the usual coffee with the Mexicans) | 
but that there was a pecular taste , 


he did not know or like, and advised 
us to pass it up. 


With coffee off the menu ‘there 
was nothing left we would touch, so 
the girl showed us to the other end 
of the house, separated by a parti-— 
tion. 

The room was good sized and 
there was a fireplace in the end, but— 
no wood. There were two beds, or 
rather two bed frames, with two 
ticks and four pillows stuffed with 
grass, but there was not a sign of 
any covering of any kind. 

From the buggy we got our robes, 
and being half frozen, the three of 
us got onto one bed, with all our 
clothes on, and covered up. 

In about an hour I was taken vio- 
lently sick and I crawled out in the 
zero atmosphere and deposited my 
supper (and coffee) in the fire place. 
No sooner had I got back under 
cover when Mr. Bloom put his sup- 
per with mine, and a little later the 
driver was up trying to find the 
grate. 

All three of us were sick all night, 
and I had it proper. Once, late in ~ 
the night, when I was making about 
the twentieth search for the hole in 
the wall, I plainly saw somebody or 
something come before the window 
above my head, and stay there. I 
knew it might be a dog or a cat; but I 
sang out to Bloom to hand me his .45, 
when, whatever it was, vanished. 

I awoke the men and -we- talked 
things over. The driver was of the 
opinion that an attempt had been — 
made to drug and rob us, and that 
we either drank too little-or too 
much of the coffee. 

Mr. Bloom, who was a shériff’s 
officer, was of the opinion they 
thought he was hunting some of 
their number and wanted to flag him, 
while I could only think of the Peni- 
tenties and their rites I witnessed 
two days before. ee 

But we were three sick, cold men 
that night, and, after the shadow at 
the window, we took turns holding 
the gun until morning. 

Only the girl and the smaller boy 
were in the ‘dobie in the morning. 
We were too sick to hold any inves- 
tigations, and getting the team from 
the log pen we started on. 

I was very sick, much worse than 
the other men, and the driver pro- 
duced a small bottle of aconite and 
advised me to take some. He didn’t 
know how much a dose was, neither 
did I, so he poured out about.a tea- 
spoonful in the cover of an oil can, 
and, I, swallowed it. ‘Thanks toa 
sick stomach, which rejected it, Tam 
yet alive. Tle had given me enough 
to kill a man.

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SUMMER BASEBALL. 


Subject of Article in Last Sunday’s 
Globe, by L. J. Watson, 2d, of 
Beverly Farms. 


In a symposium on ‘‘Summer 
Baseball’’ in last Sunday’s Boston 
Globe, Lawrence J. Watson, 2d, of 
Beverly Farms considered one 
phase of the subject in the following 
article: 

Every year, at the beginning of 
the baseball season, the much-moot- 
ed question of ‘‘summer ball’’ arises, 
and for a time looms high on the 
horizon of college athletics. It at- 
tracts a great deal of attention from 
college men in all parts of the coun- 
try, and occupies much space in the 
daily papers until the commencement 
season brings to a close the college 
year. Then, for a time it disappears, 
but bobs up serenely in the fall, giv- 
ing the coaches many anxious mo- 
ments as they wonder whether or not 
any of their players have tasted for- 
bidden fruit and are in danger of 
incurring the displeasure of the fae- 
ulty and the ban of the athletic com- 
mittee. 

During all this period of diseus- 
sion the advoeates of the ‘‘simon 
pure’’ amateur, of the lad who plays 
only for love of the sport, are firm 
in the contention that no one who 
has ever indulged in the game for 
gain should be eligible to compete in 
athletics for the honor of his univer- 
sity; while those who favor letting 
down the bars a bit are just as firm 
in their contention that the poor boy 
should be allowed to earn his eduea- 
tion by means of his prowess on the 
diamond, without forfeiting the 
right to represent his college on the 
ball field. 

The problem is one of many sides, 
and the leading exponents of college 
athletics are nearly evenly divided 
as to it. The arguments pro and eon 
are familiar to all who read of mat- 
ters athletic. There is, however, one 
phase of the question which is of im- 
portance as regards the game itself, 
which most writers on the subject 
have tended to overlook or to neg- 
lect in favor of considerations which 
affect more closely the broader ques- 
tions of policy or sportsmanship 
which are involved. That is the 
fact that the lack of regular and con- 
tinuous playing during the summer 
is, in a great measure, responsible 
for the failure of the average college 
ball player to measure up to the pro- 
fessional in knowledge of the fine 
points of the game, and to play more 
consistently what is known as ‘‘in- 
side ball.’’

To any one who has witnessed a 
college contest and contrasted _ it 
with a professional game the differ- 
ence in finesse and knowledge of the 
the finer points of the game display- 
ed by the players is easily noticeable. 
The professional seems to know just 
what to do, how to do it and when to 
do it, while the college man, despite 
his superior mental training and his 
hours of study, is often at a loss 
when it comes to a delicate play or a 
perplexing situation. The profes- 
sional seems as if by magic and with- 
out thought to make the prop- 
er move, while the collegian thinks, 
r1esitates and is lost. 

Some may say that the reason for 
this difference in form lies 
fact that the professional is the pick 
of the land, the most highly deyel- 
oped product of the game, and that. 
a man who makes his living from the 
sport must necessarily excel one who 
enters into it only as a pastime. This 
is true; but it is not the whole truth. 
It is true that the players in the two 
big leagues are the pick of the pro- 
fessional ranks, but there are many 
very ordinary players in the minors, 
and yet the most of these men 
‘frame up’’ better in the fine points 
of the game than the collegians. 

Undoubtedly one of the reasons 
for this is the fact that the college 
Season is so short that the players on 
the varsity teams do not get the nee- 
essary training to develop to the 
highest extent their ‘‘baseball 
brains’’; that mysterious sixth sense 
which enables a player to do as if by 
instinct the right thing at the right 
time. 

‘Ball players are born, not made, ”’ 
is an old saying; but, like all adages, 
contains but an element of the truth. 
Undoubtedly the great ball players, 
the stars of the game, are born to the 
purple, but the great majority of 
ball players are made or developed 
by long, hard practice. One of the 
greatest managers the game has ever 
produced said: ‘‘Give me a boy with 
ordinary intelligence and a willing- 
ness to learn, let me give him a suffi- 
cient coaching and practice, and I

Annual Meeting Held Tuesday Af- 
ternoon; Officers Elected; Some 
Interesting Reports. 

The Manchester Woman’s club 
held its annual business meeting 
Tuesday afternoon and elected the 
following officers: Mrs. Emma Rick- 
etson Tenney, president; Mrs. Km- 


ma E. Stanley and Mrs. Grace 
Beaton, vice-presidents; Mrs. Nellie 
Rogers, recording secretary; Miss 


Annie L. Lane, corresponding sec- 
retary; Mrs. Eva Rand, treasurer ; 
Mrs. Alice Joseph, auditor; Mrs. 
Elizabeth Johnson, Mrs. Mary Blais- 
dell and Mrs. Charlotte Brown, di- 
rectors. 

Some very interesting reports 
were made by the various officers 
and committees, one of which was 
the report of the Outlook committee, 
of which Miss Anne Clark was chair- 
man. The report is as follows 

Madame President—Members of 
the Manchester Woman’s club: 

The outlook for the coming year 
seems a very bright one to your com- 
mittee. Our club is now well estab- 
lished, with a membership of 125 
and the prospect of several new 
members. 

The ‘‘Arts and Crafts’’ and the 
‘Current Events’’ classes have been 
successfully launehed, and the musi- 
eal tastes of the members have been 
thoroughly satisfied by the excellent 
concerts given during the year. 

The Outlook Committee had inves- 
tigated the subject of ‘‘District 
Nursing,’’ and intended to present 
it to you for your consideration. 
Happily you have already consid- 
ered it, and have voted to set aside 
a sum to be used as a nucleus of a 
fund for this purpose. 

One member of your committee, 
who has been, for several years, a di- 
rector in the ‘‘Nursing Association”’ 
of another town, has this to say of 
the work: 

‘“When finally secuplished and un- 
derstood, the work of a district 
nurse in a community can only mean 
infinite good and comfort to its peo- 
ple. There is always the difficulty 
at first of thinking her work is 
wholly charitable, and only for the 
-poor who eannot pay for her ser- 
vices. While the nurse gladly at- 
tends any such eases, still she is in- 
structed always to collect her fees 
where they can be paid. These fees 
of twenty-five cents an hour, very 
soon go far toward the support of the 
association, and, on the other hand, 
are a very light burden for the splen- 
did service received. 


‘“There are always numberless 
cases where the constant service of 
a nurse would be unnecessary, and 
where a district nurse can do all that 
is needed in a few hours each day. 

‘She is not only a powerful factor 
in the village for the teaching of in- 
teligent and hygienic care of the 
sick, but also for the comfort and 
consolation her very presence 
brings.’”’ 

The subject of ‘‘ Home Economics”’ 
is one very dear to the heart of your 


committee ; and by this we_do not 
mean to use the term as a high 
sounding name for cooking and 


serving, but in the broader sense of 


everything that makes for ‘‘right 
living.’”’ 
We are a elub of home-makers, 


and anything that tends to improve 
the artistic, hygienic, and economic 
welfare of the home, must interest 
us all. 

Why could not one number of the 
coming year’s program be devoted 
to some phase of ‘‘ Tousehold Eeono- 
my,’ and why, too, could “not a 
special class for the consideration of 
this subject be organized? 

The question of sewerage, one of 
vital importance to our town, has al- 
ready been ably presonted to us, but 
your committee feels that the mem- 
bers of the Woman’s club should 
constantly emphasize the need of 
such a system being established. 

These few things your committee 
respectfully ptesent to you 
your consideration.

the passing of another milestone in 
life’s journey, Monday.

sion brings to mind the fact that 


Mrs: Bray and her husband were the 
- pioneer ‘hotel keepers at Magnolia, 
“now blossoming into the flower spot 
of the North Shore. In this connec- 
tion our esteemed co-worker, John 
“Woodbury of the Gloucester Times, 
fhan whom there is none more 
‘versed in matter historic, writes the 
following : : 
». **Tn 1876 they removed to Mag- 
nolia, and became the pioneer resort 
keepers of that place. At that time 
there were no large hotels and the 
place was one large farmstead with 
‘the houses of a few of the inhabi- 
tants of that locality. They opened 
a eafe and entertained noted people, 
who in turn spread abroad the name 
and fame of the place. In 1877 she 
opened Willow cottage, Magnolia’s 
first hostelry, now removed. Such 
was the success of this venture that 
the next year an annex called the 
Posteript was added, so named by 
Dr. James Freeman Clark, who was 
a guest, with his family.

After a three years’ stay at 
this institution she returned — to 


Gloucester to re-embark with George

at Magnolia, her house became the 
center for artists and literary peo- 
ple.

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The selectmen have made arrange- 
ments to meet a representative of 
the Bay State Dredging Co., tomor- 
row to go over the plans for. the 
expenditure of $6,000 for dredging. 
A representative of the company 
was in town yesterday doing some 
preliminary sounding. It is pro- 
posed to further dredge the inner 
basin as well as the main channel. 
last. year while dredging a ledge 
-~was found to be about four feet un- 
der mean low water in about the 
middle of the basin. It was thought 
this ledge may run in the direction 


of the mud flats, but examination 
was made yesterday and it was 


found the ledge points in the other 
direction, toward Bridge street, so 
that no further difficulty is expect. 
ed_ in. this connection. The park 
commissioners are considering the 
matter of asking the town to appro- 
priate money so as to have the dredg- 
ing material dumped at Masconomo 
Park as last year and in all proba- 
bility an article will be inserted in 
the warrant for the special meeting 
which it is now expected will be 
called about the middle of May. It 
is expected that the dredging will 
be started about that time. We are 
of the opinion that if the town is to 
develop the Masconomo property it 
will be expedient to utilize this 
dredging material as a filler instead 
of having same dumped out to sea. 
We understand the filling can be 
handled at an approximate cost of 
14 cents per square yard. On the 
other hand, if filling is brought into 
the park by team, the cost will be 
about $1 a load which is certainly 
50 or 60 cents a cubic yard. 

The road to Tuck’s Point is being 
re-surfaced with gravel. The Breeze 
man paid a visit to the grounds Wed- 
nesday and found them in the pink 
of condition. <All. that is necessary 
now is some good picnic weather.

Spoke On the Anti-Saloon Cause. 

Beverly pulpits were occupied last 
Sunday by representatives of the 
Anti-Saloon League. Samuel TI. 
Davis of Boston spoke on the work 
of the league at the Baptist church, 
Beverly Farms, in the evening. Le 
said in part: 

“The progress of the Temperance 
Movement began nearly one bhun- 
dred years ago. Later the organiza- 
tion of the Good Templars, the Sons 
of Temperance and the Woman’s 
Christian Teniperance Union added 
power and intensity. The Anti- Sa- 
loon league which was organized in 
Ohio sixteen years ago has erystal- 
lized temperance sentiment and 
made it powerful. The work of the 
Anti-Saloon league has since been 
inaugurated in 44 states. The last 
five years have witnessed sweeping 
victories all over the country. In 
the South several states have ban- 
ished the saloon entirely while in 
the North more lquor places have 
been put out of business than in all 
the South. 62 of Ohio’s 85 counties, 
72 of Indiana’s 92 counties and 30 
Michigan counties are now dry terri- 
tory. In Illinois 1,055 of 1,400 
towns have been voted dry. Gains 
have been made in Wisconsin, Color- 
ado and California. During 1909 an 
average of 31 saloons per day were 


voted out of existence. During the 
entire year not one anti-temperance 
law was enacted in the United 
States, while many effective laws for 
for the repression of the saloon were 
passed. In Massachusetts it is prob- 
able that the Bar and Bottle bill 
row in its final stage in the Senate 
will be passed and this will be the 
most advanced step in temperance 
legislation for a quarter of a cen- 
Laura.

LOST IN A BLIZZARD IN 
THE MOUNTAINS OF NEW MEXICO 


A Newspaper Man's Experience of Danger, Hunger and 
Sickness on a Drive through the Mexican Hamlets 


[By M. J. Brown, Editor Little Valley (N. Y.) Hub.) 
(Continued from last week.) 


The cold was intense, the blizzard 
was increasing and I began to won- 
der how I would look to these Mexi- 
can mountaineers with my lly white 
hands folded. 

We stopped the rig-and discussed 
prospects, and while the ways and 
means committee was yet at it, a 
Mexiean on horseback passed us and 
he said snow was six feet deep north 
of us. Bloom bolted, and asked the 
driver to take him to a miner’s cabin 
on the stage route to Taos, where he 
would stay until the blizzard stop- 
ped and the stage could get through, 
going north. 

I didn’t want to die in the moun- 
tain, and asked the driver to take 
me to the nearest point on a railroad. 
We let Bloom out on the way, and 
we turned back west for a twenty- 
mile drive to a mountain station. 

I will never forget that drive of 
six hours. Too sick to sit up and 
nearly frozen, yet in places along the 
trail | was obliged to walk because 
of the steepness of the ascert. 

But we made it just as the train 
was due south. I went into the little 
depot and lay down on the _ floor 
behind the stove. The driver left 
me and started for his 50 miles re- 
turn trip. I was picturing warm 
ears, back to Sante Fe, and a doctor. 
But my trip was far fron: the finish. 
A hoodoo was camping on my trail, 
and he wasn’t through with me. 

Just as Lhad got nartially thawed 
out the north-bound train came in. I 
remember of the engineer coming 
into the depot and of hearing lim 
say the south-bound train would not 
eet in before night. Ilad I realized 
what this meant for me | would have 
taken this'train north, but l was too 
sick to realize or care. 1 was warm, 


and the Mexican concoction and the 
driver’s aconite were working off. 

The train pulled out, and I found 
{ was alone—absolutely alone. The 
fire got low and t vo! up to put on 
more coal. There was vo coal: there 
was no station ageut: no wires rua 
into the depot; there was no town. 
Down the track a short distance was 
a section house, the oniy building in 
sight. I went to it. It was locked. 

Then it dawned on me I had to 
make a hustle for myself or I would 
be in cold storage long before the 
train went south that night. 

Not a piece of wood or a bit of coal 
could I find, but under the station 
platform I found a box someone had 
fed his horse in and hidden. I broke 
it up and kindled the fire, then 1 
took. the seuttle and one of the 
boards from the box and_ between 
the rails I would scrape up the en- 
gine cinders deposited there. 

The cinders. were more than. half 
snow, but I would thaw off the snow 
and put the cinders in the stove, 
and by working industriously, for 
seven hours I kept from freezing, as 
there was enough unburned coal in 
the sereenings to make a half a fire 
and keep me half warm. 

Feeling good, I would have taken 
things as they came, made the most 
of them, and almost welcomed the 
experience for the story material it 
afforded. But sick as I had been, 
so weak I could hardly hft the seut- 
tle of cinders to the platform, and 
without a mouthful of food for over 
24 hours—well those were the long- 
est hours, and that was the hardest 
day’s work I ever put in. Could I 
have found an ax or any tool I 
would have torn up the depot plat- 
form for fuel. I got one loose board

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ARTICLE IV.—Long Island—The North Shore. 


Through Hell Gate into paradise 
seems paradoxical, but such is the 
ease as the wealthy suburbanite sails 
his pretty motor craft or steam yacht 
through the tortuous and turbulent 
channel with the noted name to his 
summer home on Long Island.

son and beyond. In the evening the 
marine and metropolitan pictures of 
this new world’s center blending in 
dissolving views from sunset leghts 
to the shore and skylights of the 
great city is a scene that eannot be 
excelled if eqnalled anywhere.

ASSESSORS’ NOTIGE 


Pursuant to the provisions of Section 4] 
of part 1 of chapter 490 of the Acts ol 
1909, all persons, firms, and corporations, 
domestic or foreign, subject to taxation in 
said town are hereby notified to bring in 
to the assessors of said town ON OR BE- 
FORE JUNE 1, next, in case of residents, 
true lists of all their polls and estates, 
both real and personal, (not exempt by 
law from taxation), of which they’ are 
possessed on the first day of April in the 
current year, and in case of non-residents 
and foreign corporations, true lists of all 
their estate, both real and personal, in 
said town not exempt from taxation, 
which lists must be verified by oath as re- 
quired by Section 43 of said part 1.

_chester’s best known and highly re- 


spected citizens, passed away last 
Saturday afternoon at 3.30, after an 
illness of a few weeks.

20TH CENTURY WOMAN. 

Subject of Sermon by Rev. T. L. 
Frost at Manchester Last 
Sunday Evening. 

“The Twentieth Century Woman’’ 
was the subject on which Rey. T. L. 
Frost spoke at the Baptist church, 
Manchester, last Sunday evening, 
the second in the series on ‘‘The 
Twentieth Century Home.’’ The 


text was taken from Titus 2 :4, ‘‘That 


they may teach the young women 
to be sober, to love their husbands, 
Mr. Frost 
passed out some good advice to the 
women of the present day. The Sun- 


day evening previous he treated 


men in his discourse. Some of the 
things he said last Sunday evening 
were as follows: 

““This is woman’s age. What is 
all this talk about woman suffrage? 
She has entered into the midst of 
life’s ‘activities. One of the effects 
has been the lowering of man’s 
wages. She has brought into these 
industries into which she has entered 
No man 
is such a hog as to say that woman 
has no right to enter the industrial 
life. I think it is wrong that women 
should receive less than men for the 
same work. We pay our women 
teachers far less than we pay men 
for the same work. I am surprised 
that women do not form a union to 
bring about higher wages in teach- 
ing. God Almighty never created 
women to occupy high places in 


medicine, in law, and as presidents . 


of our universities and the like. God 
Almighty created woman that she 
might create a home. Woman s 
place is in the home. All honor to 
the women that have entered the 
professional life. I would not dim 
their glory. They have gained great 
honor, but the greatest honor to wo- 
man is to bring up children to carry 
on the great work of life. No wo- 
man is greater than the humble and 
faithful wife and the loving mother. 

“The twentieth century wife 
should be loving and obedient. There 
was a time when every marriage 
ceremony had the word ‘‘obey’’ in 
it. It is only a matter of sentiment 
anyway. Woman’s duty is just the 


‘same whether she promises on the 


marriage altar to obey or whether it 


‘is omitted from the ceremony. God 


made men to be the head of the 
household. Get that firmly imbed- 
ded in your minds. No woman, how- 
ever, should allow herself to marry 
a man she cannot respect and rever- 
ence. A woman is a fool to throw 
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herself away to one she does not and 
cannot respect. It is a pretty mean 
sort of a man that will ask a wife to 
do anything which is against her 
best good. What in the world does 
a man know about the arrangement 
of a pantry or how many eggs should 
be in the cake? There are some 
things in which he should obey 
A man should have to say about the 
things in the larger world of life, but 
the things of the home should be in 
the eare of the woman. 

“The twentieth century wife 
should be loving and obedient. The 
sentiment of husband and _ wife 
should always be that of the both 
seeking to outdo the other. One of 
our local papers Friday, said some- 
thing about ‘A runabout wagon is to 
be prized more than a _ runabout 
wife.’ It has in it a great deal of 
truth. A runabout wagon is often 
desirable, but a runabout wife is an 
abomination. In this day of set- 
tubs, housework should be a ‘joy 
forever.’ A woman’s pantry should 
be her laboratory. The twentieth 
century wife should be ashamed to 
eo about telling how she hates house- 
work. She should see that the food 
is well cooked, the table well set 
and that her meals are served on 
time, that the clothes are well mend- 
ed, that the house is well cleaned, 
and that she is neat and tidy. She 
should always greet her husband 
with a smile. A great many men are 
driven from the home because the 
wife goes around with a face a yard 
long and as sour as a pickle. Keep 
on the smile that will not come off! 
She may be as homely as a hedge 
fence, but she can be loving and 
lovely. 

‘‘She should next be faithful and 
trustworthy. If her tongue runs too 
freely, she should put-a check on it. 
You can get your husband through 
his stomach better than any other 
way. 

‘“‘She should be economical. A 
wise woman can make one dollar go 
farther than a man can make two 
dollars go. God only knows how 
these wives can keep.things going 
and keep the husband out of debt. 
But they are not all that way. Some 
wives, the minute they get a dollar 
eo straight to the milliner and come 
home with some sort of a concoction, 
chantieler hat or something of the 
kind. And such rigs! Modern styles 
are something terrible! the wife who 
uses every cent she ean get and 
drives her husband to embezzle 
money from his employer or from the 
bank, should share a prison cell with 
her husband, who steals for her.

“The true wife of the twentieth 
century is one who wears her old hat 
or dresses two or three seasons in or- 
der to keep her husband out of debt 
so that he can look the world in the 
face. God bless the economical wife. 

‘‘Tast of all and most important, 
the twentieth century wife must be 
a Christian woman. The woman has 
a much finer sense of spiritual things 
than the man. There are men who 
are held back from being Christians 
because the wife refuses to live up to 
the promptings of her spiritual 
sense. There are women, on the other 
hand, who go to church simply to 
show their fine clothes and see what 
other women wear. I have known of 
cases where men have been hindered 
from the things of Jesus Christ be- 
cause the wife thought more of mil- 
linery and*dresses than of the 
church. q 

‘“‘The sweetest names that are to 
be found are ‘Mother, Home and 
Heaven.’ ”’

Paper Read by Miss Martha C. Knight on the History of the Club; Ad- 
dress by the Retiring President, Mrs. Fred’ M. Johnson. ° 


-. Below is printed an interesting 
paper, read before the Manchester 
Woman’s club last week, by Miss 
Martha C. Knight on the First Chap- 
ter of the History of the club. We 
print the paper in full: 

Preface. 

Histories and many literary pro- 
ductions have prefaces and right- 
fully. the first volume of the History 
of The Manchester Woman’s Club 
should have one. When I received 
the announcement that I was ap- 
pointed to the nominal position of 
-historian of the Manchester Wo- 
man’s club I thought that as history 
must be lived before it is written, 


Isaiah’s admonition to his people. 


that their ‘‘strength was to sit still” 
was applicable in my case and I set- 
tled at my ease. When the summons 
came from the powers that be ‘‘Now 
go and write it before them in a 
table and note it in a book, that it 
may be for the time to come, forever 
and ever.’’ I was somewhat dis- 
turbed, and eried, ‘‘How ean I, who 
have been of but not in the club, tell 
its story?’’ Then I reflected that 
many historians prepared their 
work from no personal knowledge 
of the events recorded, but from in- 
formation obtained from authentie 
sources, so I have been turning 
musty (?) records, and listening to 
the tales of eye-witnesses and if 
what I bring before you appears mis- 
stated, distorted or lacking, remem- 
ber that all historians have the same 
line of criticism to face and will al- 
ways find readers to Spree the 
work unreliable.. So I, by your in- 
dulgence. 
Chapter I. 

January, 1908, as it ushered in the 
new year with its annual survey of 
the accomplishment of the past. 
needs of the present and promise oi 
the future included an idea that stir. 
ring in the brains of three women 
was destined to develop and shape 
a lively. body. 


Old Manchester, sitting in comfort - 


and luxury on the beautiful North 
shore. of Massachusetts Bay, whose 
blue waves dance to the music of its 
singing sands, and give it the dis- 
tinetive title—by the sea—Manches- 
ter favored among towns for beauty, 
ior situation, for environment, lur- 
ing by its charms the great, the 
noble, the wealthy, the wise, to its 
borders, with all its advantages and 
proud record was in the estimation 
of these women yet lacking some

things. 

Hitherto it had kept step with 
progress in the transaction of its 
municipal affairs and equipments, 


schools, highways, public parks, 
play-grounds, water and _ lighting 


systems and fire and police depart- 
ments attesting; but with the great 
movement conserving feminine pow- 
er and ability sweeping through the 
land it had no part. In fact there 
was no woman’s club. To be sure 
women practically ran the churches, 
the G. A. R. and the Odd Fellows, 
but their organizations were auxill- 
ary and did not meet the needs. 
Nothing by the women, of the women 
and for women. 

Mrs. Hattie Lee Harris, who drew 
her first breath and lived her early 
years in the aristocratic air of Man- 
chester, although at present a resi- 
dent of Salem, Mrs. Carrie Leonard 
Knight and Mrs. Elizabeth Frances 
Johnson, in view of this. fact, con- 
ceived the idea of forming a elub. 
Mrs. Harris had for years been an 


active and leading member of. the 


Thought and Work club of Salem 
and the subject was one of especial 
interest to her. She cheerfully gave 
practical knowledge and the benefit 
of her executive ability to its forma- 


‘tion with the result that on April 24, 


1908, sixteen (16) women met at the 
home of Mrs. Carrie L. Knight to 
ecnsider the feasibility of organizing 
Those present were: Mrs.

And behold, the Manchester Wo- 
man’s club, Minerva-like springing 
into existence a full grown, healthy, 
perfectly developed club—at 1s: first 
eeneral meeting the roster being full. 
Subsequently the article in the con- 
stitution relating to membership 
was amended extending the limit to 
125. Mythology tells us that Jupiter 
swallowed his wife Intelligence, fear- 
ing she would bear him a son and 
forthwith sprang. from his brain, full 
grown and panopled for battle, 
Minerva, goddess of wisdom and 
power, not to ‘‘will to do”? but to 
do the will of her father as his pur- 
pose was that she might do what he 
would plan, but as the supreme and 
impartial god could not carry out. 
Thus long before the advent of Eve 
the gods recognized the superior 
power and ability of woman-kind 
though 
they be gods, may not.

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AS TOLD IN THE MOUNTAINS 


NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


OF WEIRD OLD NEW MEXICO 


Little Stories of Real Life, and Some too Real for Life.—A 
Gruesome Incident. 
[By M. J. Brown, Editor Little‘ Valley (N. Y.) Hub.] 


In a previous letter I mentioned 
meeting the only white man in 
business I ever saw in days of travel 
through the mountain hamlets, of 
New Mexico and I want to tell you 
something about him which will in- 
terest you, and cause you to wonder, 
as it has me. 

Making a drive one day to the 
famous Sulphur Springs of northern 
New Mexico, the team struck a 
quicksand pocket in what appeared 
to be a dry arroyah, and jumping 
to recover they snapped off the 
whiffletree, and left our rig in the 
sand. With nothing to do with, it 
took us hours to rig up a cross bar, 
and when we did get under way it 
was too late to make the springs, 
and up to us to stay over night some- 
where. 

We met a miner and he told wus 
five miles further up the Rio Grande 
we would find an American store, 
and a nice place to stay all night, 
and following the course given us in 
about an hour we drove up to a mud 
brick store, with a white man’s 
name on the sign, and that sign was 
curious, in a locality where 97 out 
of 100 are black men—Mexicans. 

I will never forget this man and I 
will ever think of him with the ut- 
most pity and bes much curiosity. 

What his name was doesn’t mat- 
ter. He didn’t ‘chow me as a news- 
paper man, or he would never have 
{old me that he did. 

This man was a college graduate, 
a thirty-two degree Mason, and the 
most gifted talker I ever listened to. 

As soon as we arrived he left the 
store, took me to his house, and from 
then until long past midnight we 
talked. 

At supper time he introduced me 
to his wife—a full-blooded Mexican, 
who could not speak a word of Eng- 
lish—and to a son and daughter, 
neither of which could talk English 
intelligibly. 

Just picture a polished, educated 
keenly observant man of the world, 
living far back in the mountains, 
married to a woman far beneath him, 
and whose children, inheriting from 
the mother, were but little above the 
common Mexicans of that loeality. 

I couldn’t understand it all, and I 
couldn’t ask. This man had lived 
here twenty years—away from the 
civilization of the market place, and 


away from the things which white 
men crave. It seemed as if I could 
not leave him until he had told me 
why. 

And just before he left my room 
at midnight, and standing in the 
door to bid me good night, he said: 

‘‘T suppose, Mr. Brown, you won- 
der why I am here?’’ and then he 
gave me this very brief history. He 
said he was graduated from Sante 
Fe college, and educated for the 
priesthood, that soon after gradua- 
tion a matter came up which resulted 
in his ex-communication from the 
church; that he thought. the moun- 
tains was the place for him then, 
and he buried himself in the woods, 
married a Mexican, and had lived 
there twenty years. 

Such was the outline he gave me 
of the tragedy of his life, and it was 
with the greatest of pity and sorrow 
that I drove the next morning, and 
left buried among the ignorant 
Mexicans, a man who was qualified 
with brains and education to have 
been a leader of men, rather than a 
hider from them. 

It was this man who I referred to 
in a former letter, as having warned 
me that it was safer to be a gold pro- 
spector than a hewspaper man 
among the Penitentie heretics, and 
he told me an instance that happen- 
ed there only a month before that 
will raise goose pimples of horror as 
you read it, and it will illustrate of 
how little value is human life back 
in .the places where a man has to 
watch and fight for it. 

One morning a white man was 
found dead in an arroyah back of 
lis store, with a bullet hole through 
his head. The coroner is_ pretty 
much the whole thing in these moun- 
tain towns, and the merchant noti- 


~ fied him by mail, as there are no tele- 


phone lines there. He said it was a 
week or more before the coroner 
came, and as the body began to smell 
pretty strong, he buried it in a shal- 
low grave. The coroner came and 
demanded a pick and shovel and a 
Mexican, and going to the grave or- 
dered. the Mexican to uneover the 
body. When the dirt was shoveled 
off the coroner locked the hoe under 
the dead man’s head and pulled him 
to a sitting posture, when he inspeet- 
the bullet hole through his Head.

HOW TELEPHONE TOLL BUSINESS IS HANDLED IN SALEM 


“Out of Town Calls" of North Shore Patrons Handled with Despatch. The Local Toll Station 


the Busiest. Center Outside of Boston 


Upper Pasel Shows Local Board; Lower Panel the Toll Board 


It may be interesting to know how 
toll business is handled at Salem, 
one of the busiest toll centers out- 
side of Boston. The exchange is get- 
ting ready for greatly increased 
business during the summer because 
of the large number of people who 
live during the hot weather along 
the North Shore. 

About July, 1908, Salem was made 
a toll handling center for all the toll 


business. from the following ex- 
changes: Salem, Beverly, Beverly 


Farms, Hamilton, Ipswich, Manches- 
ter, Magnolha, Essex, Danvers, Tops- 
field, Peabody and Marblehead; also 
a portion of the Lynn. toll ealls. 
Beverly, Lynn, Marblehead, Pea- 
body and Danvers are connected 
with the recording board in the toll 
room by eall cireuits through the 
Salem B positions on the local board. 
Hamilton, Beverly Farms, Manches- 
ter, Magnolia, Topsfield and EHssex 
connect their subseribers directly 
to the record operator by«means of 
ring down double track trunks. Ips- 
wich is a Class ‘‘C”’ office and passes 
its calls directly to the out toll 
operator. 

All inward business from metro- 
politan and suburban exchanges in 
Boston is handled by method ‘107, 
and passed through the B board in 
Salem, with the exception of Ips- 
wich, Essex and Topsfield, which are 


handled over the ring down trunks 
to the toll board. There is a tandem 
switch in Salem for Boston-Beverly 
ealls, Salem giving Boston an assign- 
ment and receiving one from Boston. 

The Salem toll board, located on 
the third floor, was installed in June, 
1908, and is- of the latest ‘pattern. 
There is a “0-position recording 
board and a 20-position toll board; 
also a two-position toll information 
desk and a small desk for the assist- 
ant chief operator, who has charge 
of the toll room. The strips of jacks 
from the different exchanges on the 
recording board are marked by ex- 
change names, and as soon as the 
recording operator has dismissed the 
subseribers, she orders the line held 
in the distant office, if magneto, or 
orders it up by eall circuit in Lynn, 
Beverly or Salem, putting the trunk 
number on the ticket. 

A messenger girl then takes the 
ticket to the operator handling the 
ealls for that point. If it is from a 
magneto tributary, the toll operator 
ealls for the line, whieh is bemeg held 
by the distant office, by means of 
one of the single-ended ring down 
eall cireuit trunks. In this way she 
is able to ring the subseriber direct 
and reeeive supervision when he 
rings; also the disconnect signal is 
given to the tributary office when 
the toll operator disconnects without 


ringing. 

The summer business, which be- 
eins the latter part of May and lasts 
until the first of November, is very 
heavy, the increase in load last year 
from February to August being 123 
per cent. Salem handled 49,700 
calls in August. Ten positions on 
the Salem toll board are equipped 
for handling Boston calls, method 
107, with two ealls cireuits and 28 


switching trunks, while Boston has ~ 


18 to Salem. The increased summer 
load means additional force in sum- 
mer and a corresponding cut in the 
fall. As this holds true in all offices 
in the district it necessitates train- 
ing students in all the offices early in 
the spring.—Telephone Topies.

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BACK IN THE GOLD MINE 


NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


CAMPS OF NEW MEXICO 


Little Stories of Life and Death in the Tough Towns of the 


Mountains—the Fever of Gold 
[By M. J. Brown, Editor Little Valley (N. Y.) Hud.) 


When you stop to think of it, it is 
interesting to note that the most of 
the wonders of our country and the 
most of the treasures of our country 
are crowded into the most forbid- 
ding places, museums hard to get to 
and riches hard to find. It would 
seem that nature purposely put up 
the bars to protect its curiosities and 
its gold. 

And when one has overcome these 
obstacles, gone through a heap of 
roughing it; lain out all night in a 
blanket; eaten rancid bacon and 
beans from the same spoon with an 
Indian, and finally pulled through to 
the place sought—well,there is a sat- 
isfaction that makes that place 
doubly interesting. 

It seems to me that about all of 
of the valuable gold and silver mines 
of the southwest, or of New Mexico, 
at least are back from the railroads, 
for the reason that the roads cannot 
build to them. The metal is found 
in many places where it would seem 
«a burro could not go. 

I went to one of the new strikes 
this week, and I found it well worth 
the time, the trouble and the dollars. 

We went over a mountain range 
and down to the Rio Grande, and 
that over and down kept me busy. 
The mountain roads are little better 
than trails, and so steep was the 
erade going up that I had to walk, 
and so steep going down that I had 
to pull back on the buggy. But the 
fare is the same, mind you, and 
these liverymen know how to make 
a tourist go out and count his money 
after every trip. 

3ut we crossed the range and 
‘ame down in the canyon of the 
Rio Grande, and the miles we drove 
up andsdown this river, and the 
beautiful scenery in every rod_ of 
those miles, was reward enough for 
the hard work to get there. 

One ean’t deseribe grand scenery, 
and a poor attempt is tedious. I'll 
cut it out—you must see it. I fol- 
lowed the Rio Grande for over a 
thousand miles, ahd every mile 
showed me some wonder and beauty 
of the southwest that I will never 
forget. 

I can’t recall the name of the 
‘‘new strike’’ as I lost my book of 
notes, but I will never forget it. 

When we struck the river the 
driver pointed to a trail across the

stream, a distance it seemed I could 
throw a stone to, and told me that 
we would have to drive sixteen miles 
to get to that stone’s throw, eight 
miles up the river and eight miles 


back. There was no way to cross— 
no possible way that offered any 
safety. 


Hight miles up we found a bridge 
and I paid a dollar each and fifty 
cents for the team to get over. At 
this crossing is a mine, or rather 
was once a mine.~ The mill yet 
stands, but it isn’t working. I don’t 
know why it is idle, unless the owner 
saw a richer mine and easier money 
in building a bridge and imposing a 
per capita tax of one dollar for 
crossing, 

We crossed and back-tracked eight 
miles to the place where we struck 
the river,-and then commenced a 
climb, the reeolleetion of which has 
brought me several night mares, and 
awakened me with that horrible 
sense of falling. 

The Rio Grande for scores of miles 
through New Mexico, is shut in a 
canyon, the walls of which rise al- 
most perpendicularly for from 2000 
to 4000 feet. There are places where 
nature and lava have left a foothold, 
and where miners and dynamite 
have broadened it to what is called 
a trail, and where a_ level-headed 
team and a level-headed driver may 
make the top. 

The trail ran parallel with the 
river, and the ascent we made was 
gradual, but the horror of it was in 
looking down. We simply followed 
a ledge, a ledge so narrow that the 
whiffletrees and buggy hubs extend- 
ed out over space. 

‘“‘Only the stumble of a_horse’s 
foot between us and hell,’’ was the 
way the driver summed up the situa- 
tion. Half way up I quit the rig 
and walked, preferring to take the 
chances on the safety of an over- 
worked heart to the slip of a horse’s 
foot. 

Climbing 2000 feet, with an eleva- 
tion already nearly of — 6000 feet, 
one’s heart pounds like an enegime, 
and the slightest exertion exhausts. 
It was a case of climb a few feet and 
rest a few minutes. 

Looking down on the river below, 
a distance of perhaps 1500 feet, 
there shone in the river an island 
clay bank, smooth, and apparently

as hard as glass. This island reached 
more than half way across the river, 
and I asked the driver why the 
stream could not have been forded 
at this point, and have saved _the 
sixteen miles. 

Ile handed me a rock that would 
weigh about ten pounds and told me 
to drop it over onto that island be- 
low. I landed it into the middle, and 
that island quivered and waved for 
a hundred feet in every direction. 

Then I realized what the dreaded 
quicksands of the southwest were 
hke, and that the man or animal who 


tried to cross that island would sure- ~ 


ly have been drawn down to death. 

But I am writing of gorges, and 
mountains, when I started out on a 
mining camp text. 

The new camp was a fresh one, 
the strike having been made only 
about six months. There were many 
tents and but a few wooden build- 
ings, because sawed lumber de- 
livered to that camp was worth its 
weight in food, and with restaurant 
sandwiches selling at twenty cents 
aplece, you can figure out about 
what a wooden dance hall or a store 
would cost—if you are up in this 
sort of proportion. 

This camp has been attracting un- 
usual attention, and the usual fol- 
lowing, because of its fickleness. One 
man will work for weeks without a 
sight of the yellow, while a Mexican 
will strike a sixty dollar nugget 
emptying a pail of slop back of the 
joint. One miner will make a for- 
tune in a week and his neighbor 
wko almost touches elbows with him 
in the next claim, can’t get a sight 
of the color. 

But the big strikes are what bring 
in the people, and some big ones 
have been made here, and the people 
have swarmed from all parts here. 

We stayed over night -and slept 
out, what little we slept. There were 
no accommodations but the floor of 
the dance hall and saloons, and 
these don’t close early enough to 
warrant a good night’s rest. 

It was during the afternoon we 
struck camp, and the place was as 
quiet as a morgue. ..There didn’t 
secm to be any one alive around 
there. I found one puny-looking fel- 
low lying on the ground, smoking 
cagarettes, who seemed willing to 
talk. He was as smooth-faced as a boy 
and with features and complexion of 
a woman, I sized him up as a ‘“‘lung- 
er’’ and finally asked him if he was 
here for his health. Te replied: 

‘‘No; I am here for the money. 
Il left Silver City for my health, but 
am much better here.’’ 

I didn’t know just what to make 
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of his reply or his smile. Later on I 
knew, and I wished I had not been 
so. gabby. This boy was the banker 
and dealer for-a faro layout. wa! 
watched him for hours that night as 
the gold changed hands over the 
table, and~ when he occasionally 
looked at me and smiled, it seemed 
he thought my name should have 
been Green instead of Brown—Ver- 
dant Green. 
This young fellow with the white 
face and black eyes, looked like a 
consumptive, and the last man im 
the ‘world you would think had 
nerve—this stripling, they tell me, 


is as bad as they have grown them ~ 


since ‘‘Billy the Kid’s’’ time. Fear- 
less of death, sand an inch thick, a 
quick shot, and made up of sheer 
nerve, this youngster follows the 
eamps and the fascinations of the 
came. 2 

They say one need never die a 
natural death in these mining camps, 
for there is always someone ready 
with a gun to save him, yet it is 
my experience in the many so called 
‘tough camps’ | have visited in the 
‘past few years, that it is the “bad 
man’’ and the ‘‘fresh’’ who die with 
boots and spurs on, and that the fel- 
low who minds his business and 
keeps away from gambling and booze 
is as safe in a mountain mining camp 
as at home. ; 

And soon this mining camp 
changes from a morgue to a bee hive. 
As the sun settles down in the west 
men trail in from every quarter like 
sheep—home from the claims for the 
day and the little city of slabs and 
tents teems with life—with healthy, 
active, anticipating American life. 

And the women came out in the 
evening glow—the women of the 
world which the news of gold has 
‘drawn north from Santa Fe and Al- 
burquerque and south from Denver 
and Pueble.. They were there with 
their painted faces, penciled eye- 
brows and ‘‘flash’’ jewelry—there 
for the gold. 

At the boarding home I sat across 
the table from a young American to 
done a_ perfect 
work. -A two-hundred pound young 
giant, so full of life that his every 
move had eat-like grace; a specimen 
of the perfeet health this wondrous 
climate gives to men who do. not 
-abuse it; a man with that ease and 
grace of manner you once in a long 
while see—a manner that fascinates, 
He was edueated ; 
his language told me that. 

After supper he sauntered out, 
lighted his pipe and was about to 
walk down the hill, when a girl 


stopped him, took hold of his coat 
lapel and said: 


‘““Come, Ben, loosen tonight and 


stake me to a red pile. I dreamed a 
hunehback -was thrown from his 
dogie last night, and I can’t lose out. 
I?ll get between the dealer and $500 
before midnight, and half the velvet 
is yours.’’ 

‘‘Nothing doing, Mable,’’ the man 
replhed with a smile. ‘‘Il don’t be- 
lieve in dream hunches. I’m going 
out a -wateh a bunch of baragas 


(sheep) drink, and muse on the sim- , 


ple life.’’ 

Next morning Mable’s body was 
brought down from over the saloon 
‘and laid out in the store room, wait- 
ing for a night funeral—a funeral 
which would not interfere with busi- 
mess. She had taken too much ehlor- 
al—no doubt again trying to find her 
lucky hunchback. 


There is just one topic and one 


thought here, gold, gold, gold.  To- 
day you find it, tomorrow you lose 
it.. If vou strike it, you gamble to 
get more. It’s fever. It fires the 
blood and makes men erazy. 

They tell me that down. on. the 
river any man can wash out fifty 
cents an hour from the sand, but 
that work is too hard and the income 
too slow for gold-mad men. 

if one could but be immune to the 
gold fever, what a place. to come for 
health, what a factory for nerves— 
out here among the mountains, where 
the dry pure air intoxieates and 
breeds health and = strength; out 
where an appetite makes rancid ba- 
con taste lke quail, out here where 
there 1s health, rest and a silence so 
‘deep you ean hear your microbes 
onaw.

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THE 20TH CENTURY SON. 
Interesting Sermon by Rev. T. L. 
Frost at Manchester. 


_ At the Baptist church, Manchester, 
last Sunday evening, the pastor, 
Rev. Theodore L. Frost preached a 
very interesting sermon on ‘‘The 
20th Century Son,’’ the third in the 
series of the 20th Century Home. 
The text was taken from Genesis 
26:18, ‘‘and he ealled their names 
after the names by which his father 
had ealled them.’’ Also from the 
Gospel of Luke 15:13, ‘‘the younger 
son took his journey into a far coun- 
try and there wasted his substance 
in riotous living.’’ Mr. Frost said 
in part: 

‘*A son or daughter is the product 
of many lines of influence, and no 
man has any right to bring into this 
world a son either physically or men- 
tally deformed. We cannot always 
blame the parents. Some of the best 
parents have bad sons and daugh- 
ters. I have no doubt that the father 
of the ‘prodigal son’ was a God-fear- 
ing father, an indulgent parent. In 
spite of all this, he took his journey 
into a far country and wasted his 


substance. 
“The 20th century son must be re- 
spectful .and~. obedient. The first 


command in the duties toward men 
wiieh God gives us is, ‘Honor thy 
father and mother.’ If the sons of 
the 20th century would only live up 
to it, we soon would see the King- 
dom of Ileaven upon this earth of 
ours. The morals of this age show 
signs of decreptitude. Some believe 
that a boy of nineteen years knows 
more than his father at forty. The 
emancipation of youth is one of the 
signs of the times. It is the father’s 
duty to see that the son cuts a glori- 
out figure in this world; to see he 
has plenty of time for golf, tennis, 
poker, ete. What can you expect 
when a boy brings up his parent? 
Do vou know our American sons are 
the most irreverent sons in this 
world? Our children seem to have 
ro respect for the feelings of for- 
eigners. Parents should make their 
ehildren mind what they say. If 
they disobey the first ¢o1amand, let 
tiem repeat it very plainly. 
if the command is disobeyed, there 
should be an application of the re- 
ligious strap to that part of the 
son’s anatomy where it wiil do the 
most good. ‘Train up a ehild in the 
way he should go, and when be is 
old he will not depart from it.’

s Anton Notes 
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Hardly anything is more annoying 
to the fastidious motorist, or de- 
tracts more from his pleasure in 
driving a ear than the rattling 
sounds which develop sometimes in 
the course of its use. These sounds 
have nothing to do with the opera- 
tion of the motive power plant of 
transmission, but are usually the re- 
sult of loosenesses in various parts 
of the running gear, control mechan- 
ism, body and attachments, which 
permit of the striking together of 
parts which should either: be defi- 
nitely separated or rigidly held to- 
gether. Among the causes of irregu- 
lar, rattling sounds which are most 
common may be mentioned the fol- 
lowing: The wear of the spring eye- 
bolts in their bushings from lack of 
lubrication, the only remedy for 
which is new pins and_ bushings; 
the failure of the spring shackles to 
act freely on account of one or more 
of the pins being dry in its bushing, 
resulting in a ‘‘snap’’ occurring 
when sufficient force has been accu- 
mulated finally to move the shackle 
upon the ‘“‘stuck’’ pin. Thorough 
lubrication of the parts is the ob- 
vious remedy. Side play of the spring 
ends upon their pins, resulting in 
the lost motion being noisily taken 
up in one direction when the car 
lurches to one side, and in the oppo- 
site direction when forces act oppo- 
sitely upon the parts.. An adjust- 
ment is usually provided to regulate 
the end play of the spring ends upon 
their pins, which should take care 


of this, and thorough lubrication of 


the wearing surfaces should post- 
pone the accumulation of further 
lost motion.

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STORIES ABOUT THE PUEBLO 
INDIANS OF THE SOUTHWEST 


A Tribe Which Lives as it Did Before the Landing of 
Columbus, and Where Ancient Rites Still Prevail 
[By M. J. Brown, Editor Little Valley (N. Y.) Hub.) 


They say everybody likes an In- 
dian. Anyhow there is a romance 
and a sentiment around him that ap- 
peals to Americans. 

A photographer will snap an In- 
dian girl, with a blanket around her, 
and a pair of leggins on, print the 
picture on post cards, and tourists 
go crazy over them. 

A singer will spread the maid on 
a nickelodium canvas, give her a sort 
of a running water name, attach 
pigeon ragtime to a few words of 
mountains and teepees, and we 
crowd the doors to see her. 

But here’s telling you that the 
Indian maiden, the old squaw, the 
young buck or the medicine man 
look a heap better from a motion 
picture machine than at close range. 
Believe me, distance lends a heap 
of enchantment. 

At forty rods an Indian maiden is 
a real Minnehaha, a Pocahontas, a 
Waneita, but at close range the pic- 
turesqueness vanishes and_ the 
clothes worn around her sturdy form 
conceal all claims to divinity, and 
she couldn’t entice me from a happy 
home. 

Before I go into the Indian busi- 
ness proper, let me tell you a little 
incident that scattered my halo. 

I was at a little Indian trading 
station on the Denver & Rio Grande 
in the New Mexico mountains. The 
hotel accommodations were all right 
in price, but a little too jammed up 
for an Astoria. One big room was 
all there was to room assignment. 
There were three beds and five of 
us. One miner was so awfully dirty 
that no one had sand enough to 
double with him, so a big Norwegian 
picked me for his ‘‘buddy’’ and 
crawled into my bed. Between the 
quartet of snores, and my side part- 
ner’s nightmare, there was no trance 
state for me, and the minute day- 
light showed color I quit the nest. 

The morning was very cold, and 
as there was no sitting room I hunt- 
ed the kitchen. The maid of the 
range was one of those picturesque 
but ugly Pueblo girls, dressed as 
her people used to dress way back 
in the untutored past. The searlet 
blanket hid the waist line, the leg- 
gins left much to guess at, and the 
moccasins were all of number 7, 
double E. The straight black hair 


in two braids hung down over her 
shoulders, in front, and they were 
very much a nuisance, as the ends 
constantly dangled in’ the frying pan 


of eggs, or got tangled up with the_ 


pancake batter. But one does not 
mind this, when they become aceus- 
tomed, for as the driver stated, the 
Indian hairs are big and strong, and 
when you pull one out of a biscuit 
it doesn’t break. 

I sat watching the Indian girl get 
breakfast, and tried to think of Cap- 
tain John Smith. Then she turned 
to me and said, ‘‘Get the milk.’’ I 
went out on the gallery and brought 
in a bucket. ‘‘Take it back—get the 
other.’’ I went out and exchanged 
pails. “‘No wayna. Go back.’’ But 
I told Laughing Eyes if she wanted 
any other variety of milk to go hunt 
it, as I belonged to the union and 
couldn’t work before breakfast. 

When I started this Indian maiden 
incident I had something more on 
my notebook, and it should have fol- 
lowed the braids of hanging hair. 
But I thought you might be reading 
this.just before dinner, and I spared 
you. The omission had to do with a 
severe cold in the head and my pa- 
gan had no handkerchief. And it 
made it slightly inconvenient to mix 
the biscuit dough. 

And now for something about the 
Indians. 

The Pueblo Indians are probably 
as interesting a tribe as there is in 
this country. They are industrious, 
are farmers, are workers, are home 
people, and haye great love of fam- 


ily. Yet with all these virtues they 
are much like the rattlesnake—good 
if you don’t step on them. 

Unlike the Apaches, these first 


Americans are not wandering Be- 
douins of the desert, but they live as 
they did and were long before 
Columbus ever set his foot on their 
soil—live a domestic life, tillers of 
the soil and workers of mines. 
There are seattered through New 
Mexico and Arizona, dozens of ruins 
of ‘‘community houses,’’ entire vil- 


lages under one roof, houses that 
were once forts, and where those 


Pueblo Indians used to live in the 
days of the survival of the fittest. 

T had a list of a dozen or more of 
these most interesting ruins down on 
my route eard, and had intended to 


have passed several days among 


them, but the worst blizzards known 


to the territory for many years, 
spread over northern New Mexico 


for days, and it made the trip simply — 


impossible. And so I had to content 
myself with a brief visit to the pu- 
eblo of Isleta, and to leave further 
explorations until my next trip. 

I have a string of notes a yard long 
regarding the red men of Isleta, but 
as the series is nearly to an end, and 
as this one letter must cover the 
notes, I look through them and won- 
der which will most interest. 

The Pueblos have been a bad 
bunch in the past, a tribe as cruel 
and as bloodthirsty as any in this 
Indian country, and there was point- 
ed out to me a building where my 
friend said was hidden away hun- 
dreds of specimens of ‘‘sacred hair,”’ 
scalps of Commanches, Mexicans, 
missionaries and soldiers of the early 
days. 

And today when the ‘‘mad dance’’ 
is held this sacred horde of ‘‘barks’’ 
is brought out and danced over. 

The ‘‘mad dance?’’ No, I did not 
see it, and I am told that no white 


man, unless adopted by a tribe, ever” 


did see it and live to tell of it. They 
hold them here in Isleta today and 
no man dare to attempt to see them. 
They last for four days. 

A blinding snow storm shortened 
my stay in Isleta and I saw but an 
outline of the pueblo and but a mea- 
gre few of the many wonderful and 
strange sights. There was pointed 
out to me the village estufa—a build- 


ing with a diameter of perhaps fifty — 


feet—round and low, without a door 
or window. Here are performed the 
ancient old rites, and here the olden 
superstitions are given full play; 
here the human scalps repose and 
here are where the young Indians 


are given their first lessons in old — 


mythology. 
The only way to get into the estu- 
fais by climbing up the outer walls 


with a ladder, pulling up the ladder 


and descending by it. It is said that 
there are many weird and grewsome 
sights to be seen in this hidden house 
but that no white man ean ever see 
them. 

As we drove back to the Isleta sta- 
tion I noted in the outskirts of the 
town, what I would eall a garbage 
dump in our country—a piece of 
ground strewn with eyerything— 
earthenware, bows, arrows, utensils, 
rope, saddles, ete. My friend told 
me this was Isleta’s ‘‘killing place.” 
When an Indian dies one of the euri- 
ous ceremonies is the sending of 
property along for the use-of the 
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deceased in the happy hunting 
‘grounds, therefore his property, and 
the things he most used are first 
broken (killed) and deposited in this 
place. But the more valued treas- 
ures, Strings of coral beads,  tur- 


which these Indians have great quan- 
tities, are buried with their bodies. 
It is said numerous attempts have 
‘been made to rob the grave yard at 
. different times, but each has been 
costly in human life and each a 
~ failure. 

_ The Pueblos have abandoned the 
olden ‘‘community houses’’ and now 
live in individual houses, builded of 
~stone,-mud, wood and cloth. It is 
‘said there is but one yet inhabited 
of these stone cities in the territory 
"—at Zina; in a remote western sec- 
tion—and a city I hope to visit later 
on. 

~ The Pueblos: still conform to the 
old eustoms and ways of the days 
before Columbus and of these 
"quaint old ceremonies the cigarette 
“plays a most prominent part. If an 
‘Indian accepts your tobacco and pa- 
pers and smokes with you, that red- 
‘skin is a good Indian so far as you 
“are concerned, for he can never harm 
you, or at least he thinks he never 
an. But if you think everyone you 


meet is going to ask you for a cigar- 
ette, you will get fooled. 


| 


The ‘‘saered smoke’’ is performed 
“almost every week and will be per- 
formed right under the white man’s 
“nose and he won’t see it. The Indian 
“is an adept at eluding observation; 
‘he will light a tube, puff it up and 
blow the first six puffs in six differ- 
‘ent directions, and he will do it so 
carelessly that you think it — just 
_ happened so. But in his own mind 
he is building a barricade against 
| witches; he is blinding the eyes of 
the game he is going to hunt, and so 
on with no end of nonsense to us, 
| but very real doings to him. 
| I have seen some of these Indians 
} with fine faces, intelligent, refined 
fand kind, while the next one will 
| have a face like a wolf, and I would

not dare to go out of sight in the 
brush with hin. 
They all dress as in the old days, 


blankets, leggins, moccasins, hair 
braided down, hanging over the

Two were 
white-haired, venerable old scalpers, 
and one had such a striking, looking 
face, such kind-looking eyes that he 
attracted me, I went up to the coun- 
ter and gave a short order, that I 
might size up this old warrior of by- 
gone days. And as I measured him 
from his head down, | saw a louse 
a big, fat squirrel-looking territory 
louse—sehottisch down a hair braid, 
and walk out on the blanket. 

And | moved, and Lo lost his halo.

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DRUNKEN automobilists! The bad 
accident at Gloucester a week ago 
tonight, when a large seven-seat 
touring ear came dashing down Saw- 
yer’s hill, on the Gloucester-Magno- 
lia road, at a 40-60 mile clip and 
plunged into a water department 
shanty by the side of the- road, 
smashing it to kindling wood, and 
smashing the car almost beyond rec- 
ognition, serves as a reminder of 
the recklessness with which some 
automobiles are handled. 

As the use of the automobile in- 
creases, and it takes its place, as it 
is now doing as one of our regular 
institutions, various problems rise in 
connection with it. And one of the 
most important is the matter of 
granting licenses to men who are 
known to indulge too freely in in- 
toxicating liquor. It has always 
been bad enough to have such a man 
driving a spirited horse. But the 
danger to other people from that is 
as nothing to the danger which 
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Attorney and Counsellor-at-Law 
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comes to the people on the street 
from the man who is in an exhila- 
rated state in a motor car with an 
engine of great power. Many acci- 
dents have already occurred trace- 
able to this cause, and others will 
doubtless continue to come, Gener- 
ally it is the by-stander that gets 
killed; onee in a while the guilty 
person meets that fate. 

Such a thing has just happened 
near New Haven. A chauffeur there 
was held for reckless driving in con- 
nection with an accident in which an 
architect of Bridgeport was killed. 
The coroner decided, however, that 
no one was to blame criminally for 
the death of the architect, ‘‘ who was 
somewhat under the influence of in- 
toxicating drinks,’’? and was racing 
with this other man. And the coro- 
ner adds to his finding this: 
“Tam of the opinion that no per- 
son who is addicted to the intemper- 
ate use of intoxicating liquor should 
be granted a license or be permitted 
to drive a motor car upon any pub- 
lic highway in this state, and that 
should any person be found driving 
a motor car upon any highway in the 
state while under the ‘influence of 
intoxicating liquor, he should be at 
onee placed under arrest, and if li- 
censed under the laws of the state 
his license should be at re- 
voked.’’ 

This is the only common sense 
view of the situation, and will doubt- 
less in time become the general prac- 
tice. The Massachusetts highway 
commission, which is. dealing with 
the whole matter in a fair and wise 
way, deserves the cordial support of 
all our citizens. Abuses will occur 
in connection with any new thing, 
but in this state we always reach a 
good solution, and generally with 
speed. 
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THe question of placing Manches- 
ter in the list of towns accepting the 
civil service for its police depart- 
ment will be brought before the 
town at the special meeting next 


Monday evening. We are of the 
opinion that this will be a step for- 
ward for Manchester. Among the 
towns that have placed its police de- 


‘partment under the civil service is 


Brookline, Milton, Hyde Park, 
Watertown, Wellesley, Framingham, 
Norwood, Winthrop, Revere, Na- 


hant, Saugus, Swampscott, Peabody, 
Danvers, Stoughton and Wakefield, 
All the cities have accepted it. The 
principal object obtained—and_ it 
must be looked upon as a most im- 
portant one—is the taking of the 
police department out of polities. 
While the department will be under 
the direction of the board of seleet- 
men, it is, nevertheless, beyond the 
point where officers can be removed 
for petty fault-finding, 
enmity, ete. Under the civil service 
officers hold their positions until 
they resign or are removed, and 
they cannot be removed without a 
hearing. Civil service is considered 
in the line of progress, and for that 


personal 


reason, if. for nothing more, we 
should have it in Manchester. 
ALL public improvements cost 


money. Don’t kick ona progressive 
move because it is too expensive. 
The most expensive article is some- 
times the-cheapest. If the Manches- 
ter park commissioners want $2000 
to spend for filling at Masconomo 
park, give it to them. We’ve got to 
improve the property some time; 
now is the best time to get at it. We 
can use the material removed from 
the harbor channel by the dredging 
machine at a much smaller cost than 
filling could be earted to the park. 
The citizens should vote in favor of 
this appropriation at the special 
town meeting next Monday evening.

Parent-Teacher Association. 

A meeting of the Parent-Teacher 
association in Manchester was held 
Wednesday evening at the Primary 
school, when the subject of a ‘‘Saner 
Fourth’’ was discussed by Mrs. Mary 
Hervey of Malden who alluded to 
the present method of observing our 
great national holiday, Jntly 4, as 
‘‘harbarous.’’

On June 17, 1904, there were 213 
casualities in and about Boston as a 
result of celebrating Bunker Hill 
day that year—two-thirds as many 
as the loss in the Battle of Bunker 
Hill. She questioned this method of 
showing . one’s patriotism. She 
hoped for the time when this method 
of celebrating our holidays will be 
done away with, and when a more 
wholesome means can be employed 
of making the day one of pleasure. 
It should be a day of joy and in- 
struction along historical lines, and 
not of danger and rowdyism. She 
presented some figures showing the 
amount of money spent annually for 
fireworks and also showing the num- 
ber of casualities and serious acci- 
dents. She told also of. legislation 
which is being made in this state, 
and which had been made in other 
states, looking toward a ‘‘saner 
Fourth.”’ 

Previous to Mrs. Hervey’s’ talk, 
Misses Nellie Leonard and Jessie 
Alexander gave an account of their 
attendance at the conference in 
Worcester on April 22 and 23.

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50-Foot Drawbridge Required at 


Manchester. 


The Boston & Maine railroad must 
either build a new 50-foot draw- 
bridge at Manchester, .or make the 
present bridge conform to certain 
standards set by the war department, 
which it is said is impossible with 
the present structure. President Lu- 
cius Tuttle of the railroad was yes- 
terday informed of a decision of See- 
retary of War Jacob Dickinson 
which gives the railroad one year 
from today in which to make the 
changes. 

The war department says the Bos- 
ton & Maine railroad must increase 
the width of the draw opening of 
the Manchester bridge to a_ clear 
width of not less than 50 feet; | in- 
stall efficient mechanism so that the 
drawspan can be promptly opened 
and provide the means necessary to 
prevent interference by ice with its 
operation. 

The new bridge must also be heigh- 
tened so as to provide a clearance of 
6.5 feet above mean high water un- 
der the drawspan or under a fixed 
span of a width sufficient for the 
passage of small boats. Nothing 
must be done to lessen the depth of 
the channel under the draws. Suit- 
able fenders and draw piers must be 
provided to facilitate the passage of 
vessels through the draws. The rail- 
road is ordered to submit to the war 
department, before officials decide 
to begin operations, plans of what 
they propose to do. The secretary 
of war will decide whether or not the 
plans are in accordance with the de- 
sires of the war department. 

The decision of the war depart- 
ment was-.reached last week after 
being held in abeyance for several 
months. The hearing on the matter

NEW SUMMER HOME OF A. LITHGOW DEVENS, MANCHESTER. 


NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


The completion of the new sum- 
mer cottage of Mr. and Mrs. A. Lith- 
eow Devens of Boston, in the section 
of Manchester, known since colonial 
days as ‘‘South Yarmouth,’’ marks 
the first of a number of new summer 
villas that will adorn. the Manches- 
ter hills, standing well back from 
the ocean.

It is lo- 
eated off Forest street, overlooking 
the extreme eastern section. of the 
Essex County golf links, on one of 
the hills purchased by Philip Dexter 
several years ago.

The tall poles, 
with their crossbars and ‘many 
strands of wire, do not tend to make 
the roads attractive and it is sincere- 
ly hoped that other companies will 
follow the good lead of the N. E. T. 
& T. Co. and lay wires beneath the 
surface. The company has made this 
move at their own initiative. . The 
Beverly Electrie Co. ought to follow 
suit,—and not only that, but all wires 
along the North Shore ought to be 
put underground. It will have to 
come sooner or later. 


Tne necessity of returning to the 
Senate such an able and influential 
member as Senator Lodge was the 
subject of an editorial recently in 
the Washington Evening Star. It is 
pointed out that Senator Lodge is 
condemned in the West for putting 
in a tariff bill for the especial benefit 
of his constituents, and that it is 
difficult to understand, if this is so, 


why these constituents should wish 
to retire Mr. Lodge. The editorial 
Says:

Manchester’s Interest in the Beverly 
' Hospital 


The Manchester Woman’s club 
wishes to call the attention of the 
people of the town to certain privi- 
leges in the Beverly Hospital that 
we hold in common with Beverly and 
some other towns and which, per- 
haps, are’not generally known. 

Last year the club contributed 


$100 to the hospital—the proceeds 
of the play given in this town by the 
Beverly Dramatic club. 

It was thought by some that a 
more local charity would have been 


more appropriate, but when it is un- — 


derstood that our rights are the 
same as those of Beverly. We can 
feel that their interests are ours and 
that contributions to them are for 
our benefit also. 


We print here the rate of charg-- 


ing at the Beverly Hospital: 

1. Regular ward patients: Pa- 
tients from this district (which in- 
cludes Beverly, Manchester, Wen- 
ham, QWamilton, Ipswich, Topsfield, 
Danvers, $7 per week; patients from 
outside this district, $1.50; patients 
in children’s ward (age limit 12), $7. 
The regular ward patients will be 
attended by the physician or sur- 
geon on duty at the time, and the 
charge covers such service. 2. Free 
patients: Patients from this district, 
if unable to pay the regular charges, 
may be admitted free in the discre- 
tion of the matron; but, exeept in 
case of emergency, the number of 
free cases at any time will be limited 
to the accommodations of the hos- 
pital. Free patients from outside 
the district may be admitted in the 
discretion of the executive commit- 
tee. All free patients will be attend- 
ed by the physician or surgeon on 
duty at the time. 3. Private pa- 
tients: In the regular wards, $10.50; 
in private rooms in ward building, 
$17.50; in private rooms in private 
ward in administration building, 
$21.00, $25.00, $35.00; maternity 
ward cases, $15.00; in private rooms 


in maternity ward, $25.00; use of— 


special 
board of 


operating room, $5.00; 
nurses (pupil), $15.00; 


special nurses (not pupil), per day, 


$1.00. Private patients will be at- 
tended by such members of the staff 
as they may select; 
charge does not cover such services. 
4. Medicines and diet outside the 


hospital list will be charged extra, . 


such charge to be made as the ma- 
tron may deem reasonable. 5. The 
obligation for the hospital charges 
shall be secured in writing from the 
employers or friends of patients, or 
from the authorities of the places 
where the patients belong, or by the 
direet deposit of money equivalent 
to the amount of board for a period 
of two weeks or more if deemed 
necessary.

Among the changes that have tak- 
en place at Manchester since last 
season, and which are of mucli inter- 
est to summer cottagers returning 
this year, is the introduction of city 
delivery, for the Manchester post- 
office. The rapid increase in the 
postoffice business at Manchester 
within the last six or seven years has 
made this possible. Many of the 
summer cottagers will now have 
their mail delivered to their houses 
by earriers, where formerly, private 
mail boys had to be hired. In many 
eases, however, the houses stand so 

far back from the highway that the 


regulations of the department will 
-not permit carriers to deliver to 


such houses, though boxes may be 
placed near the highway for the de- 
posit of such mail. Further particu- 
lars regarding this may be obtained 
by inquiry at the postoffice. In the 
winter months the services do not 
demand a carrier on the Smith’s 
point section. Postmaster Wheaton, 
however, has arranged to have a sub- 
stitute carrier in this section during 
the summer months. 

In connection with this change, a 
re-arrangement of the postoffice was 
necessitated. The interior has been 
entirely remodeled. All of the call 
boxes have been removed, and the 
lobby and work-room have been 
greatly improved. 

Other information concerning the 
postoffice is given below For the fis- 
eal year ending April 1, 1910, there 
was an increase of $1,942.81 in the 
sale of stamped paper. The year end- 
ing April 1, 1909, such business total- 
led $11,115.87; 1909-’10 $18,058.68.

Pursuant to the provisions of Section 41 
of part 1 of chapter 490 of the Acts of 
1909, all persons, firms, and corporations, 
domestic or foreign, subject to taxation in 
said town are hereby notified to bring in 
to the assessors of said town ON OR BE- 
FORE JUNE 1, next, in case of residents, 
true lists of all their polls and estates, 
both real and personal, (not exempt by 
law from taxation), of which they are 
possessed on the first day of April in the 
current year, and in case of non-residents 
and foreign corporations, true lists of all 
their estate, both real and personal, in 
said town not exempt from taxation, which 
lists must be verified by oath as required 
by Section 43 of said part 1. 

Under the provisions of Section 42 of 
said part 1, the above-mentioned lists must 
be in form prescribed by the Tax Commis- 
sioner of the Commonwealth. These blank 
forms may be had at the Assessors’ office, 
or will be mailed to any address upon ap- 
plication. 

Section 45 of part 1 of chapter 490, Acts 
of 1909. A mortgagor or mortgagee of 
real estate may bring in to the assessors 
of the city or town in which it lies, within 
the time prescribed by the notice under 
Section 41, a statement vnder oath of the 
amount secured thereon or on each separ- 
ate parcel thereof, with the name and 
residence of every holder of an interest 


therein as mortgagor or mortgagee. If. 


such property is situated in two or more 


places, or if a recorded mortgage includes 
two or more estates or parts of an estate 
as security for one sum, such statement 
shall include an estimate of the interest 
of the mortgagee in each estate or part 
of an estate. The assessors shall, from 
such statement or otherwise, ascertain the 
proportionate interests of the mortgagor 
or mortgagee, respectively, in said estates, 
and shall assess the same accordingly. If, 
in any year, such statement is not brought 
in, the tax for that year on such real es- 
tate shall not be invalid merely for the 
reason that the interest of the mortgagee 
therein has not been assessed to him. 

In accordance with section 41 aforesaid, 
all persons and corporations are hereby re- 
quired to bring in to the assessors, on or 
before the first day of June next, true lists 
of all real and personal estate held by such 
persons and corporations, respectively, for 
literary, temperance, benevolent, charitable 
or scientific purposes on the first day of 
April, in the current year, together with 
statements of the amounts of all receipts 
and expenditures by such persons or cor- 
porations for said purposes during the 
year next preceding said first day of April;

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SPECIAL TOWN MEETING. 
Manchester Votes to Redeem the Balance of Old Water Bonds, Amount- 
ing to $42,000. Accepts Civil Service for Police. Votes 
to Lay Out New Street. 


The special town meeting at Man- 
chester last Monday evening was 
one of the largest attended of any 
special meeting in recent years, with 
the exception, perhaps, of meetings 


at which some special action was to 


be taken, such as new water supply, 
or the like. 

The item of most interest in the 
list of thirteen articles in the war- 
rant was the acceptance of the civil 
service statute as far as it applies to 
police. \ This was accepted after 
much discussion by a very decided 
vote. 

Another important move by the 
town and one of which we should 
all be proud, was the vote by which 
the town redeems the whole of its 
old water bonds,—$42,000 in all. 

Without a dissenting voice the 
town voted to buy the property ad- 
joining the fire engine house, re- 
cently purchased by M. J. Callahan, 
on which was located an old build- 
ing, which has since been removed. 

The park commissioners were in- 
structed to have plans prepared for 
the definite improvement of Masco- 
nomo park, $500 being appropriated 
for this purpose. 

It was also voted to build a new 
street between Beach and Sea 
streets, but to leave the construction 
of it until the fall months. 


What Was Said and Done at 
the Adjourned Town Meeting. 


Town Clerk Alfred 8S. Jewett 
called the meeting to order at 7.30 
and read the thirteen articles of the 
warrant. 

Article 1. R. C. Allen was elected 
moderator. 

Article 2. To see if the town will 
accept and allow a new street over 
land of Timmins, Raymond and 
Fields. On motion of F. K. Hooper, 
the subjeet matter of Article 2 was 
laid on the table until the considera- 
tion of Article 9, which was to see 
if the town will appropriate the sum 
of $36,350 for the purchase of water 
bonds issued Nov. 1, 1891, bearing 
4 per cent. interest. The finance 
committee recommended the appro- 
priation of $36,350 for this purpose. 

Chairman F. K. Swett of the board 
of selectmen presented a report rela- 
tive to the matter of redeeming 24 
£1000 water bonds of the issue of 
1891, the board having been instruct- 
ed at the March meeting to look into 


the advisability of so doing. 
Through the courtesy of Gordon Ab- 
bott of the Old Colony Trust Co. it 
was ascertained that the remaining 
old issue of the water bonds amount- 
ing to $42,000 are held by the N. E. 
Mutual Life Ins. Co. and although 
they were not anxious to sell they 
would do so providing the town 
would be willing to buy them on a 
3.75 per cent. basis. As the town 
had already appropriated $6000 to 
redeem bonds due this year the out- 
standing bonds amounted to only 
$36,000, and the premium would 
amount to about $350. The board 


would recommend that the town take -~ 


advantage of this opportunity to 
purchase the remaining issue and 
that $36,350 be appropriated for the 
purpose. 

Mr. Swett also read the order from 
the War Department to compel the 
B. & M. R: R. to rebuild their bridge 
across Manchester’ harbor. (This 
was printed substantially in last 
week’s Breeze.) 

An opinion was read from Town 
Counsel Underwood regarding the 
question as to the rights of the town 
te return to its treasury the unex- 
pended balance in the hands of the 
water commissioners, of the amount 
raised last year for the additional 
water supply. Mr. Underwood was 
of the opinion that this could not be 
done. The money was raised by spe- 
cial legislation to be used for a spe- 
cial purpose, and by act of the town 
was entrusted in the hands of the 
water commissioners. “‘It is. impos- 
sible, therefore, to say that the pur- 
poses for whieh this fund was origin- 
ally appropriated, have been fully 
accomplished. On the contrary, it 
appears that they have not, and it 
appears that there may be land dam- 
ages which will have to be paid 
from this fund. * * * *. The water 
commissioners are the sole persons 
to determine the question of whether 
the purposes for which the fund was 
appropriated have been  accom- 
plished. I do not understand they 
have so certified. On the contrary, 
T understand they are still approving 
bills payable from this fund.’’ 

F. K. Hooper moved that so much 
of the selectmen’s report as per- 
tained to the redemption of water 
bonds be accepted and be adopted 
and that the sum of $36,350 be ap- 
propriated for redeeming said bonds. 
Voted. 


Article 2 was taken up again. The 
selectmen reported relative to the 
proposed new street the way would 
be 40 feet wide throughout and 
would pass over land of Timmins, 
Raymond and Field, taking from 
Timmins, 70 sq. ft.; Raymond, 33,- 
177 sq: ft.; and from Mrs. Annie 
Field, 730 sq. ft. They adjudged 
that the damage sustained would be 
$1 each for Mrs. Field and the Tim- 


mins estate, and $2,000 for Mr, Ray- - 


mond. 
F. J. Merrill moved that the lay- 

out offered by the selectmen for the 

proposed new street and their recom- 


‘mendation be adopted, that the sum 


of $7,602 be appropriated, and that © 


the work be done by contract. 

F. P. Kmght moved an amendment 
—that the construction of the road 
be held over until the fall months. 
The amendment was accepted. The 
vote was then put and the chair be- 
ing in doubt on the hand vote, ap- 
pointed Edward Crowell, Frank Fos- 


ter and William W. Hoare as tell- 
The vote was then taken, re- - 


ers. 
sulting 81 in the affirmative and 36 
in the negative. 

Chairman Swett of the Board of 
Selectmen said they had been fortu- 
nate in getting an option onthe 
land to be taken from the Raymond 
property and he read a deed of this 
land signed by Mary L. Raymond 
and Robert R. Raymond. The seleet- 
men desire authority to accept this 


deed, and on motion of F. P. Knight, 


this authority was given them. 
Article 3, relative to constructing 
sidewalk on Summer and Raymond 
streets. The finance committee re- 
commended that the subject matter 
of this article be referred to a com- 
mittee, and that plans be prepared 
for proper landscape improvement. 
The .committee was appointed by 
the chair as follows: T. Jefferson 
Coolidge, jr., Reginald Foster, Daniel 


Stearns, John Heath and M. Kehoe. — 


Article 4. To see if the town will 
reconstruct the sea wall on Harbor 
street, near West Manchester sta- 
tion, to correspond with the sea wall 
now being built by Lester Leland, 
et al. The finance committee recom- 
mended that a committee be appoint- 
ed on this matter, to consult with Mr. 
Leland, et al. to report at some later 
meeting. The board of seleetmen 
was appointed as this committee. 

Artiele 5. On motion of C. C. 
Dodge $5500 was appropriated — to 
purchase the property next to the 
engine house now owned by Miehael 
J. Callahan. This was voted by a 
large majority. 

Article 6, $2500 for rehandling 
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dredging material and depositing at 
._-Masconomo Park. The finance com- 


mittee recommended that no appro- 


-priation be made until accurate and 


complete working plans have been 
prepared and considered by the 
town. W. C. Rust thought that no 
further appropriations should be 
made for Masconomo Park until a 
definite plan of the whole thing was 


‘prepared. 


Austin Morley asked if a plan had 
not been prepared some years ago by 
Joseph Curtis. Park Commissioner 
Reed replied that there was a plan, 
but it was nothing definite to go by. 
He wanted a plan that would be an 
improvement and not a detriment. 


F. P. Knight moved the recommenda-_ 


tion of the finance committee be 
adopted. The vote was 104 in favor, 
none being against. On motion of 
F. J. Merrill $500 was appropriated 
to take out the provision of the pre- 
ceding vote, to have plans prepared 
for the improvement of Masconomo 
Park. The vote stood 76-to one in 
favor. ; eke ae 

Article 7. Relative to building a 
wall.at Masconomo Park was passed 
over. 

Article 8. Civil service for police. 
Dr. W. H. Tyler moved that the town 
accept the provisions and all amend- 
ments to Section 37 of Chapter 19 of 
the Revised Laws so far as it applies 
to all members of the regular or per- 
manent. police of the town. Town 
Clerk Jewett read the statute. W. 
GC. Rust said he didn’t know as-the 
town was large enough to accept 
this statute. He didn’t know as the 


town wanted to elect its police for. 


life. He asked if the acceptance of 
this statute would make the police 


more efficient,—if they would open. 


their eyes more. He moved that the 
matter be indefinitely postponed. 
Dr. Tyler said he was the first one 
to petition for this article, and was 
free to eonfess that he had never 
signed an article for the town war- 
rant with more satisfaction than this. 
He told of some of the advantages to 
be gained by the acceptance of the 
act. He said the chief of police 
could be removed at any time, by the 
superior officers (the selectmen). A 
patrolman eannot be removed, ex- 
cept by charges preferred and he al- 
ways has the right to atrial. A pa- 
trolman can be discharged for neg- 
leet of duty or for conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer, An officer is kept 
right up to the mark with this hang- 
ing over his head. If they did not 
do their duty, they would have to 
walk the earpet in pretty short or- 
der. The minute he is unfit for duty, 
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either by age or otherwise, he would 
be asked to resign. Ie gave a list 
of some of the towns that had ae- 
cepted the civil service.” He thought 
nothing was too good for Manches- 
ter, and he thought the acceptance 
of this aet would bring the police 
force up-to a better state of effici- 
ency. + 

O. T. Roberts wondered if this 
would have any effect on opening 
the eyes of the police. He thought 
the enforcement of automobile laws 
was never so lax as now. Ile said 
no attempt was being made to curb 
these speeding autoists. Ile didn’t 
think it was the owners of the cars 


so much as the chauffeurs’ and 
younger boys. 
Austin -Morley thought the ae- 


ceptance of the statute would take 
the police out of polities. The police 
now have their hands tied.. He 
thought this would be something for 
a better government and that it 
should go through. 

EK. P. Stanley favored. the ae- 
ceptance of the statute. Ie wanted 
to see the police taken out of pol- 
tics. If we place the department 
under civil service, we will get bet- 
ter men, 

O. T. Roberts wanted it under- 
stood that he was not against civil 


service, but he did want.to take oe-, 


casion to say the police ought. to give 
a better enforcement of the automo- 
bile laws. . _ 

F. P. Knight spoke in favor of 
civil service. He thought it would 
make the officers more efficient. He 
had heard it said that the police 
were overpaid and they had an easy 
time, but he thought they were not 
overpaid and they did not have a 
_snap by any means. He wanted to 
see mén who in the conduct of duty 
are untrammelled. The question 
of police enters too much into our 
polities. Te ‘thought that the ac- 
‘ceptanee of this-law would mean a 
better police foree year after year. 

T. Jefferson Coolidge, jr., felt 
strongly that the chances are the 
town will be better served when the 
officers feel they ean get fair play. 
Ile wanted to see the laws fairly and 
fearlessly enforeed. When the offi- 
eer feels his job is secured, he is not 
eoing to be afraid to tackle the rich 
man as well as the poor man. Ile 
ought to feel that he can-do what._is 
right and that he will not be inter- 
fered with. Civil serviee will mean 
a better force im the future, although 
he wanted to say he thought Man- 
chester’s police foree today is as 
good as any small town in the state. 

©. C. Dodge wanted the matter 
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held over until the next town meet- 
ing. He said he had looked over the 
town reports since 1889 and he 
found that on that year the town 
paid for constables and police ser- 
vice $245.85, and we then had good 
law and order. Now we are spend- 
ing -$7,800 for police and he thought 
that was ‘‘going some.’’ Mr. Dodge 
said he was the oldest servant of 
the town today in point of service, 
having been on the police foree for 
the last 40 years. He did not believe 
much in civil service and to substan- 
tiate his position, he told of the civil 
service examinations for letter car- 
rier in this town last fall, when, out 
of nineteen applications, only one 
Manchester man was able to pass the 
examination, he said. The idea, he 
said, of having to write an essay on 
airships and agriculture for a boy 
to carry mail in Manchester. 

Dr. R. T. Glendenning spoke in 
favor of the civil service. He said 
that Mr. Dodge was always kicking 
against Improvements. Civil  ser- 
vice he said, means progress, and he 
hoped to see this go through. 

Mr. Rust’s motion to postpone was 
put and lost. The motion on the ae- 
ceptance of the statute was carried 
by a very large majority. 

Article 10. To see if the town 
will appropriate $600 for care and 


maintenance of playgrounds and 
provide apparatus for the same. 


Under this article, the financial com- 
mittee recommended $400 for main- 
tenanee and that no apparatus be 
purchased until the work in process 
has been completed. 

Dr. Tyler asked what the financial 
committee expected the $400 to 
be used for, to which F. J. Merrill of} 
the financial committee said he un-- 
derstood the money would be used 
for putting the tennis courts and 
erounds adjoining, in condition, as 
the grounds in general would not be 
completed this year. 

Dr. Tyler said he felt that the 
erounds would be in eondition to be 
used very nicely by July 1, especially 
that part which the committee de- 
cided to set apart for the small ehil- 
dren. 

Dr. Tyler moved that $600 be ap- 
propriated for the care and mainte- 
nance of the playgrounds and_ to 
purchase apparatus for the same. 
George 8S. Sinnicks said that the eom- 
mittee had given the school commit- 
tee what they asked for. They had 
said $200 was to be used for ecare- 
taker to be there each day, and $400 
for maintenance. Dr. Tyler’s motion 
was put and carried. 

Article 11. To see if the town

will conerete the walks at the John 
Price school building from Brook 
street to the front door of the build- 
ing. The financial committee recom- 
mended no appropriation at this 
time. There was considerable dis- 
cussion on this matter as to why the 
appropriation was not recommended 
and as to the urgency of concreting 
the walks leading to the doors of this 
building. It was finally voted on 


motion of EK. A, Lane that $100 be ap- 


propriated to concrete the front 
walk. 

Article 12. Two additional street 
lights on Forest street, one on Pine 
street and one on. Jersey lane. On 
motion of O. T. Roberts the whole 
matter was left to the seleetmen with 


authority to act. 


The financial committee further - 
reeommended that funds for the 
payment of water bonds under 


Article 9 be taken from the general 
treasury of the town and that all 
other appropriations made at this 
meeting be added to the tax levy of 
the present year. 

The meeting adjourned at 9.25. A 
total of $50,652 having been appro- 
priated, making a- grand total for 
the year, thus far, of $259,744.58.
